| tion of the Chimney be what, or where it will; nay, were 
the Wind to blow direaly down it, the Room will be no way affe&ed with 
S moak, or the leaſt offenſive Smell: The Fire is blown up immediately, and 
gently ſpreads an agreeable Warmth to eyery Part of the Room, equally 
alike. 

The Room will alſo be warmed much ſooner were the Door to be ſet wide open, 
than with double the Quantity of Fire in a Common Grate with the Door cloſe 
ſhut. 

The Fire appears as pleaſant, and is as uſeful, in theſe Grates, as in any 


other; and the Warmth may be increaſed or decreaſed in an Inſtant, to any de- 


gree, at pleaſure ; as may be obſerved by the Thermometer. 

The Room remains warm all Night, altho' the Fire is put out ; and the com- 
ing down of nauſeous, unwholſeiome Air, which attends moſt Chimneys in'the 
Night-time, is hereby prevented.

Neceſlity for large Skreens, which ſo much incumber a Room ; and Cane-Chairs, 
and thoſe open behind, will be as uſeful as' any. 

Theſe Machines may be made of any Size; ſo that ſome of them will be 
of excellent Uſe in large Halls, Hoſpitals, Schools, and Green-Houſes ; like- 
wiſe in Publick Offices, and in all ſuch large Places where People may haye 
occaſion to ſet ſeveral Hours with little or no Motion, in wet cold Weather. 

The Air being thus always dry, and clear from Smoak, preſerves Paintings, 
and all other yaluable Furniture.

The ſupreme CouvrTs of JupicaTuRE being held near this Metropolis, a General Regiſtry of Births from all 
Parts of His MajzesTyY's Dominions collefted into one, and ready at hand to be conſulted, as in the Caſe of Wills, 
muſt ſave great Trouble and Expence, which ' People are put to, when it is neceſſary to conſult ſuch Regiſters, as 
are now kept diſperſed in the ſeveral Pariſhes ; and which do not comprehend the numerous Births of Children not 
baptized in the Eftabliſh"'d Church, or not baptized at all. | 

Proper Books will be provided for making the neceſſary Entries, viz. for Loxyox, and Places within the Bz/ls 
of Mortality ; for the Country ; and for the Colonies abroad : Likewiſe one for entering the Births of Perſons of any 
Age born before Chriſtmas-Day, 17147. 

There will be Daily Attendance given, Holidays excepted, at the Orrice of Arms, or Heralds Office aforeſaid, 
at the uſual Office-Hours, viz. from Nine in the Morning till One, and from Three till Five in the Afternoon, by 
an Herald and a Purſuivant, who are ſworn Officers ; one of whom will make due and exa&t Entries of what is 
brought before them.

Others ; thoſe that have emuraced Chriſt, nd are neit"cr treubletjome, nor 
incominodious '0 the Publick, but do ferioufly pray tor che healch and ſafety 
of Your imperial Mijel'y, are in the mean time debarred to joyn in Prayer, 
under a mhe»n hed, where it rainsthrough ; n-y, under the open Sky, or in 
the privacy of their own Houles, and that vnder- pun of the moſt intolerable 
puniſhments. It is far from His Sacred Roy 11 Majelty, hereby to impute any 
faule te your Imperi?l Majeſty, a Prince fo renowned for C , Equity, 
and Horour ; elpecally when He calls ro memory, how great Evidences You 
have givenof a Mind,defervedly abhorring and condemning this manner of pro- 
ceeding, ſo b:rbarous, ſo contrary to the gentleRule of Chriſt, and the Apo- 
ſtolt 'k Ex+1 pie of Charity, not onely by Your benign Anſwers and Promiſes 
decl redo His Sacred Royal Majeity by His Miniſters, bur alſo by Your Praiſe. 
worthy Edits, publiſhed in favour of the Proteſtants, afrer che Example of 
Your predeceſſors of moit Glorious Memory, who diſdained not to own the 
Proteſtants 1: cheir faithful $:bjets, and to interpoſe their Authority for 
ſecuring them. while thoſe miſerable Perſons confide in thoſe Records,

Imperial Word is cluded and infri by I know not what tricks and prerences 


the miſerable Proteſtants never lived in leſs ſecurity, then 2fter th- obtaining 
the ial Dedarations and Laws for their ſecurity, as if they were made 
onely for a time, not ſo much for the ſafeguard of the AMicted, as for a ſhow of 
Clemency, but not to avail _ the Cruelty of Perfecution. }h- ' authors 
of this Calamity might have diſcharged their Duty much better, wou'd they 
bye endeavoured to maintain Your Imperial Honour and Dignity, by an 
Execution conformable to Your ſo Benign Imperial Intention, rather than to 
undermine and overthrow it for Profane, far trom Pious purpoſes. By which ic 
comesto that pik at laſt, that ir is nor lawful for Men to be Godly, Honeſt, and 
Loyal, and ſo many Chriſtian and moſt Sincere Souls being driven out of the Do- 
minion of Your Imperial Majeſty, are, which is a ching moſt miſerable, bound 
under the y oke of the Tarkif Slavery. 

His Royal Majeſty would not deprecate the utmoſt ſeverity againſt the Pro- 
teſtane Subjects of Your Imperial Majeſty, if their diſſenting not from the 
Foundation of Chriſtian Salyation, but from ſome Additions tothe Apoſtolicil 
Decrines, did involve them in any Crimes or Wickedneſfs ; if this their Non. 
conformiry in gon did corrupt their Loyalty, or the Civil Happineſs, if 
the Proteſtams did by Seditious Connſels riſe up againſt Your Imperial Ma. 
jeity; if by Riots or ar Tumuics they attempted upon Your Supreme 
Authority ; it they avoided any Duty of moſt Loyal Subjes; or if they 
obeyed Your Commands with lefs readineſs than the Papilts: Bur ſeg the 


contrary 
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contrary is manifeſt to all-men, notwithſtanding the falſe Gloſs of Conſpiracy, 
or being Complices therein, wherewith their Perſecutions are for the moit parc 
coloured ; whereas the Proteſtants live quietly and peaceably, and approve 
themſelves, as becomes them, towards their Prince, and do ſo much abhor the 
Crime of Treaſon or Diſloyalry, that there is nothing which they do more 
earneſtly deprecate, than the neceſliry of parting with their Allegiance, nor 
any are more ready, than they, co ſacrifice their ſtares, their Bodies, and their 
Lives, for Your Imperial Majeſty, 2gainſt the Infidels, onely defiring to keep 
their Souls untainted. Let thoſe, who are the Authours of theſe ſevere Connſcls 
agiinit chem, conlider weil, what account they can make to His Imperial Ma- 
zeſty, if choſe fatal Accidents, which may enſue hereupon, but, which God for- 
bid, ſhould at ſometime or other, torn your ſeverity upon themſclves. 

His Sacred Royal Majeſty hath in the meantime commanded me, to repreſent 
to Your Imperial Majeſty, how clear and remarkable the words are of the 7+ 
flrument of Peace, in favour of the Proteſtants inhabiting the Kingdon s and 
Provinces of Your Imperial Majeſty, and of the moſt Serene Houſe of Auſtria, 
whereby the free Exerciſe of Religion is inviolably, explicitely, and by nzme 
granted to ſome of them, and particularly to choſe of aoeps : The condition of 
others in this matter is reſpited to another time, to be diſpatched by the Ami. 
cab'e interpolition of His Royal Majeſty, and the humble Interceſiion ( which 
has, notwithltanding, hitherco been fo vainly attempted ) of the States of che 
Anſpurge Confeſſion. Verily it can ſcarce” be believed, without injuring thoſe, 
who labonred in thac ſo pious and ſincere Agreement, that they Cid add this 
Chuf.c in vain, (though ſuch it hath hitherto proved ) or that they intended to 
delnde theſe miſerable Perſons with deceitfal hopes : Foraſmuch therefore, as 
no leſs in reſpect to the Pablick Honout and Dignity, than to the Nature of a 
Agreements, the Words of that Clauſe ought to operate ſomething , the lea( 
thatthey can operate mu{t be, that the Proteſtants may be left however in the 
ſme Rare that they were, when the Perce was concluded. And His Royal 
Majelty hopes, that Your Imperial Majeſty will ro more inſiſt upon the Di- 
ſtintion uſed by the Count of Sternberg in Sweden, berween the Dutchics of 
Sile6a, belonging to Your Royal Chamber and Table, and others, arid upon the 
excludingot Hxngary from theſe Kingdoms of Your Imperial Majeſty, which 
are comprehended in the Senfe of the Pacification : Seeing neither that Di- 
tintion, nor this Excluſion, hath any foundation at all in the Inſtrument of 
Peace, but doth rather directly oppoſe it. Which thiogs being ſo, His Royz) 
Majeſty doth, with all the power that He properly hath of intreating and pre- 
vailing with Your Imperial Majeſty, for thoſe oppreſſed Proteſtants, groaning 
under ſo great rigor and cruelty ot Inquiſitions, beſeech andconjure Your Im- 
perial M1jeſty, by the Rights of the Friendſhip, and ſincere Correſpondence 
perpetually to be obſerved with Your Tmperial Majeſty, by the Pub'ick Tran- 
quillty, by Your own Clemency, by Your Honour, and even by Your Self, th:t 
in conformity to che Priviledges granted by your moſt Auguſt Anceſtors, «nd 

\ by Your Se't tothe Proteſtancs, and to the Publick Laws and Agreements, You 
wou!d cominand, that they mzy have liberty of Conſcience; and that reſtoring 
an Your Kingdoms and Hereditary Provinces. the Exerciſe of their Religion, 
rogeitier with eheir Charches, Seminaries #nd Schools, whith heretofore be- 
!onged to them, Ton would deign once for all, totevive the Spirits of rhe 
Proteltanis, drooping under the want of their Divine Worſhip, from that de- 
ſperate lite, in which at preſent they languiſh; and thar You will think fit to 
retain them as Yours, who are Yours, both by their Birth, and by the Duty of 
their inviolaced Loyalty. And hereby it will come to paſe, that Henreforward 
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Your Imperial Majeſty will be free from all furtber interruptions of thoſe, who 
interceed for them, and rhat as many miſerable Perſons, as do now with ſighs 
and orozns lament unto God their ſad condition ;, fo many hereafter hal} with 
Praiſes Celebrate the Goodneſs and Equity of their moſt Indulgent Lord and 
Emperour, and with moſt ardent Prayers recommend to Heaven Your Health, 
Life, and Proſperity. | 

But in particular, foraſmuch as ſeveral undoubred Rights and Priviledges, 
which belong by the /nſtrament of Peace, to the Proteliants of the Order of 
Knighe?, ard their Subje3s, in the Durchies of Silef «, T r:paw; and fegernderffe, 
have been divers ways infringed,and,as far as poſlible,utterly torn in pieces, partly 
by New Articles added two or three years ago to the Provincial Ordinance of 
Tropaw, and partly by ſundry bold Attempts of the Miſſionaries of the Biſhop 
of Olmatz ; His S:cred Roy al Majelty doth exceedingly, and molt inftantly urge 
Your Sacred Imperial Majeity, that you would deign to leave inviohte, and 
maintainnot orely the atoreſaid Orders of Knights, and their Subjects, inthe 
ſaid Pl:ces, but alſo whatſoever other Proteltams, living within the other 
Dutchies of Sile/ia, in full and quiet Liberty of Conſcience, avd Education, 
(as doth molt rightly belong by the Tublick Agreement) andin the Right ap- 
pertaining to them hitherto, 75 well of ſervingin the Pubiick Dignities and Of- 
fices of the Province, as of purchalirg and poſlefiing immovable Goods or 
Lands therein. And to that purpole, thac You would not onely hatten to 
Cancel the Articles of the ſaid Ordinarce, by which this 1s forbidden, but alſo 
either to remove and recall the ſaid Mitlionaries, or fo to bridle their rigid and 
licentious proceedings, that they may for the future deli from the moi: unjuſt 
violence, they have bitherto exercated, in Retormirg Religion in the Cities of 
Leobſchuts.,, Teſckin, and other Terciories adjoyning, ( againſt which, the 
three years Interceilion and Sollictation of His Royal Majeſty bath prodvced 
no other effe&, than that above four bungred Inhabitants of Zecbehnrz ore 
ferced ro wander, begging through the Neighbouring Countries) and that You 
would caufe them to reliore t6 the toreſaid Order of Knights, without any 
impediment, the Feudatary Lands hitherto ufurped irom them : Whereby this 
alſo wil! of conſequence follow, by the Clemency and i quity of Your Sacred 1m- 
perial Majeſy, that thoſe Niilionaries ſhall no lorger have power, under pre- 
tence of 1 know not what Contigences of the Stole,and fuch keto defpoi; rhe 
wretched Proteſtants of their Ettates , eſpecially feeing by this way of pro- 
ceeCing, they Co nothing but make in the Dominions of Your Imperil M:jeſty, 
a ſid ſolitude for want of good Subjects , they chaſe away the Inh bitants from 
their Cities, the Eusbandmen from the Land, and compel the otherwiſe moſt 
honeſt and oft Loyzl SubjeRs of Your Imperiol Majeity, either to be 1!! ores, 
or to have no being. 

In the ſame manner, about the beginning ofthis Year, at the inſtinces of His 
Sacred Royal Majeſty, and previous to a perpernal SanRtion. it was eitabliſhed 
by Your Sacred imperial Word, and by Publick Recorcs, that (he Proteſtants 
liviogin Hangar), and particularly the Citizers of Exertare, who ore, if any, 
ſignal and devoted 1n their ſubjeRtion to Your Imperial Majeltr, ſhould have 
free Exerciſe of their Religion ; yet afterwards it bapned, that their meeting tor 
Divine Worſhip was removedirom £Edentarg to F y/enſtade, whether there is 
no £0ing ſafely, or without moſt grievous inconvenience, by reaſon of the di- 
ſtance of rhe Places, and the Paſſage infeſied by the Enemy, a!though there was 
no probable reaſon for it, ard why the Publick Faith ſhould be in this degree 
interrupted ; unleſs perhaps, that the Liberty and Riglus of the Proteſtants 
being looſened and weakened by the dangers and troubles of that change, might, 
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in co:cluſicn, be utterly overthrown with the greater facifſty. His Sacred 
Royal Majeſty therefore, as judging, that nothing doth more belong ro Him, | 
and nothing ought to be proſecuted by Him, with more earneſt affection, than 
the ſafety of thoſe, whom the Communion of the ſame Religion endeareth to 
Him, doth Amicably, Brotherly, and mio!t Vehemently re-queit of Your Sacred 
Imperizl Majeſty, that You would at length fo far contider His ſo often repeated 
Interpoſicion, nay. Your own Honour, that the Liberties ſo gratiouſly contirm- 
ed by Your Self to thoſe of Edenbarg, may have the convenient and delired 
Ef:&, and that the Exerciſe of their Religion, which, contrary to the Tenour 
of Your Grant, bath been caſt our, or ( as it hath pleaſed the Secretary's Office 
in Hungary to expreſs it) baniſhed into a place, ſo improper, together with the 
Churches, that have been taken away z andthe Schools and Colledges, which 
are ſo exceeding neceſliry, may be reſtored both to their City, and to the other 
Cities and Towns, and that they may enjoy them for the future freely, and un- 
ditturbed, without any hinderance or violence. His Royal Majeſty delires 
Your Imperial Majeliy to be fully perſwaded, that You conaot give Him a more 
evident. or more acceptable Pledge of Your Benign, Iriendly, and- Brotherly 
Mind, thin by ſuffering Your Selt to be prevailed with in this Matter, by 
being ple:ſed, to ſecond His molt earneſt Zeal and Charity towards His aMiRed 
Companions in Religion, and by giving preſent eaſe to their calamitous Con- 
dition. | 

Theſe things will extremely ;ncreaſe the Fame of Your Imperial Majeſty's 
Clemency, and will nor onely put a moſt firit Obligation upon His Royal 
Majeſty, but moreover upon ſo many EleRors, Princes, and States of the Sacred 
Roman Empire, who will reckon themſelves to be cheriſhed in the Perſons of 
the Proteſtants, and will apply their favourable uſage umto themſelves, and will 
be ſo much the more ready, upon that account, to joyn their Arms, as oft asit 


ſhall be needful, with thoſe of Your Imperial Majeſty, againſt the Co N26. 
' Erkmy , as H&Royal Majeſty offers Hi Fr teoſt 2s iRted- ul Enderrony- 4+ T0 
and Offices, to Your Imperial ejeſty. F 
And ſo promiſing my ſelf an Equitable, Benign, and Speedy Declaration, con-« 
cerningthoſe things, from Your Imperial Majeſty, I recommend my ſelf mo! 
ſubmillively to Your accuſtomed Grace and Favour,

lar Account (which otherwiſe I would ) of thar qroes. wp Tem- 
peſt that hath this week fallen out, almoſt over the whole Province 
of Holland, and very dreadfull at Urrech, This City of Amſter- 
dam hath not eſcaped, but feels the (24 effects of it : It was on Wedne oy 
Night, between ſeven and eight of the Clock in the Morning 5 at whic 
time a wonderful Storm aroſe with Thunder, Lightning, Raio, and Hay]- 
ſtones ; ſome whereof were as big as Pidgeons Eggs, which was accompanied 
with ſo great a Wind, that blew down many Houſes, Churches; and Stee- 
plesz the Corn in the Fields ſpoyled , killing ſeveral Men , Women, and 
Childrenas well as Cattle, It is incredible what diſtance great Trees were 
driven from the places where they ſtood, and what great pieces of Earth was 
torn up with them by the Violence of the Wind : The Ships that lay before 
the Pales were broken looſe, and mantiy of them over-ſer, and all the poot 
Souls that were in them, and thoſe that were on the Key, beholding their di- 
ſtreſſed condition, were many of them blown over into the water ahd pe- 
riſhed : The number that are kill'd and hurt by that means, and by the falling 
of the roofs and tops of Houſes and Trees, cannot be known 1n ſo ſhort a 
time. 

Almoſt all the Mills that were within 3o miles about the City, are quite 
blown down, or ſo much damnified, that at preſent we ſhall be Diſtreft upon 
that account, The Ships in the Texel were many of them forced aſhore, yet 
not ſo great a loſs ſuſtained as we Imagined, having given boththem, the Ciry, 
and our ſelves over for loſt, 

It laſted not much above half an hour, yer was ſo dreadfull in the time, we 
thought that the Day of Judgment had been come, &+. Bur you may expet 
a er Account by the next,

PRXeaca Riday , the 14th of Januery, 16 7 4. I being before Tripol; 

ZPP2 in Barbary, with His Majeſties Ships under my Command, 

See namely theſe , Harwich, Henrietta, Portſmouth, the Anne, 

> Chriſtopher and Holmes Freſhips , and two Merchant Ships, 

Guiney and Martir, attending on me for Convoy to Scen- 
00ne. 

I hoped to have madean honorable and laſting Peace3but the Dey,and 
Government of Tripoli refuſing to make reſtitution for the Injuries done to 
His Majeſty,and His Subjects ; I ſeeing four of the Tripolz Ships of War of 
confiderable force in thePort of Tripoli, preparing to BO out to Cruiſe, I 
then having the Fireſhips with me to fupply me with Fire-works, I firted a 
Fire-boat accordingly out of themz Commanding that all the Boats of m 
8quadron, being 12 1n number, ſhould be mann'd, arm'd,and fitted wi 
Fire-works : Alſo I ordered a confiderable Officer to be Commander in 
every Boat, and my Licutenant Clondiſley Shoxell to be Commander in chief 
of them all, I being reſolved, by God's permiſſion, that Night to attack the 
Enemies Ships 1n their Port, gave direQions requiſite for ſuch a deſign. 
About 12 of the Clock in che Night, my Boats refolvedly entred the Port, 
ſeized the Guard-Boat, boarded the Ships, fired them, and utterly deſtroyed 
thees all ; ſome Trks and Moors \lainthe teſt fled to fave themſelves. Theſe 
four Ships lay under the Deys Caſtle walls, which wasall that were in the 
Port, excepting a Timjs Merchant Ship, which I ordered ſhould not be med- 
led with, {0 wed firing. This A&tion was performed in leſs than an hours 
time, without ſuſtaming the leaſt damage on our part, more than the ex- 
pence of ſome Ammunition, Fire-works, and Fire-boat, which effectually 
were beſtowed as deſigned, to the great aſtoniſhment of the Taxrks that en- 
deavored to impede our deſign, by plying ſeveral great and innumerable 
{maj} ſhot at our Boats and Men, which were within Piſtol-ſhotof the Deys 
own Caſtle and Palace. Such was the wonderful mercy of Almighty God 
towards us, That not one Man of ours was killed, wounded, or touched, 
nor a Boat any wayes diſabled, bur all returned in ſafety, bringing the 
Guard-boat, two Moors, and the Tarkiſh Colours of the tour Ships in. tri-. 
umph along with them to my Ship. Our Men employed inthe Boats in this 
particular Action, were 157, they all behaving themſelves as becometh 
Engliſhmen. And for a preſent Reward of their good Service, I cauſed 
the next day 1956 pieces of Eight to be diſtributed among them, as will

+: Upon this A';air ir was, That the Houſe of one of the moſt 
magnificent Turks of thr © ity, was lefr that day without 
any other Perſon 11.

This Turk's Steward , being much addicted to that horrid 
and unnatural ſin Ctoo frequent with the Mahumetans ) So-

To accompliſh this, he went ro his Maſter's Stable, where 
finding an Arabian Horſe, he preſently mounted the back of 
him, and convey'd himſelf out'of the City : which was not 
difficult for-him to do at that time, the place being empty of 
people upon the forefaid occaſion, But he being totally ig- 
norant of the way he was to take, ( having never been' 
mitted all the time of his abode there to go our of the City ) 
and not darmmg to enquire it for fear of berraying himſelf; by 
a Capriſe of i]] Fortune, he happened to-go the very ſame 
Road that his Maſter and the other Citizens of Aleppo ( at- 
tending upon the Baſhaw ) were returning homeward by. 
His Maſter and he were both ſurpriſed at the fight of each 
other : *and the Turk haſtily demanding the occafion of his 
coming thither ( whether ir were the furpriſe , and fear he 
was in, or his modeſty which might make him loathro diſ-

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fal-arrempr upon him, which cauſed him to make an eſcape 


I know not ; ſo it was, that ) he anſ{wer'd his Maſter , That 
Thieves had broken into his Houſe and kil'd his Steward , 
and thar he having got out of a Window, had run to the 
Stable, and mounted that Horle ro come and give him norice. 

The Turk f{eem'd ro be fatisfied with this account at pre- 
lent, and commanded the Slave tro joyn the Troop of 
thole which were upon their return to the City : which he 
was neceflitated to do. 

"When they were come to Aleppo, the cunning Turk exa- 
min'd his Houſe, and tound indeed his Steward kilFd, but

OU will receive herewith an incredible and unparallel'd 
Relation, which for the ſtrangeneſs of it may ſeem rather a 
Romance then a Reality.

Several other perſons he named as active 
managers of this Deviliſh Deſign, and told the very times when, and the 
laces where they had their Conſults, for the carrying of it on, and that 
himſelf had been rp yu employed therein. Hereupon the Cap- 
tain and Council ſeize five perſons before mentioned, and ſeveral 
others, and ſecure them in the Hold. 


By this time two or three more of the Confpirators began to relent ; 
one of them confeſt the Murther of the Boatfwaine, and that he had a 
hand in it. This  _— confirmed the evidence of the firſt Diſcs- 
verer, and convi all diſintereſted perſons of the reality of the 
Treachery. Whereupon the Diſcoverers ( as there was reaſon ) being 
rm ſome few of thoſe who were moſt a&ive and forward in the 

lot, and that had a hand in the Boatfwains death, upon a full and fair 
hearing, were condemned and ſentenc'd to death, and accordingly were 
hanged at the Main-yard. Only one of the Criminals {who had under- 


; taken, as was clearly 'd in the judgment of many unbiaſſed perſons 


who were preſent at the Tryal, to Poyſon the Captain) a Chyrurgions 
Mate, chanc't to be quitted 3; who mage haſte (which was his wiſeſt courſe) 
to get a Shore, and was never heatd of fince.

About Noon an unuſual palcnefs over-caſt the Sun,and all 
the Clouds ſeemed of a white Amber-colour , their motions 
being many times contrary to the Winds , that about Three 
of the clock in the Afternoon began to blow ſtrong from the 
North-Weſt, when on a ſuddain, it Thundered,agd darted 
Lightning fo ſwift , as made the Heavens ſeem all on fire , 
whilſt a gathering blackneſs made it ſeem as night, thar peo- 
ple could not diſcern each other, fo as to be known the ſpace 
of ſix yards; which pur all to a great amazement,and cauſed 
them ro imagine that Dooms-day was at hand: but lon 
their wonder had not laſted,cre from the breaking Clouds a 
ſtorm of Hail deſcended , the ſtones of which were of ſuch 
Magnitude, as has not been ſeen in any Age, many of the 
weighing two pounds or more ; which fſurprizing many in 
the fields, and other places ſhelterleſs , killed them in a me- 
ment, whilſt in vain they ſtrove to fly, and Cattle without 
number periſhed; all the Fruit-trees and others were broken 
in pieces for the ſpace of forty miles, asif they had been bat- 
tered with Cannon-Bullets, or the Branches torn with vio- 
lent hands : nor fared the City and Villages much bertrer,for 
in many places the Spires were beaten off Church-ſteeples,the 
Leads broken through, and all the Ornaments therein quite 
ſpoyled; whilſt the Houles went to wrack,fcarce either Tiles 
or Slates being Jeit upon them, but looſened or broke off by: 


the furious Storm, they were by the violence of the winds 
carried

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carried like Leaves in the Air , far diſtant from their proper 
places ; ſtacks of Chimneys Jikewiſe being blown down, 
whoſe fall demoliſhed leveral ſtately Buildings ; fo that the 
' wretched people in amazement knew not where to fly for 

ſatety, but as they ſtrove to avoid one danger , fell ſoul of 
another as great if not greater than the former; for leavi 
their ruined Houles, in rhe open ſtreets the Hail was worſe, 
and the Scorm raged mote, accompanyed with hot Aathes 
of Lightning, and volleys of Thunder, ſo prodigious loud 
as was never heard before ; fo that multicudes being ttrack 
down, lay ſprawling and crying for help in vain; each one 
preferring bis ſafety before that of his friends. 

Whiltt this was doing, feveral Barns and Reeks of Corn 
and Hay ncar adjoyning to the City, took fire, ſuppoſed to 
be done by Lightning, whoſe Flames,notwithſtanding all the 
Rain and Hail, burnt fierce, and being carried with the wind, 
whole ſheets of that devo! urins Element were hurled in the 
Air, not without greatly endangering the Churches and Buil- 
dings on that fide the City, 

The Storm and great Confuſion havihg continued for the 
{pace of three hours, Rending and Tearing what e'r oppoſed 
it, immediately an unuſual Portent more dangerous, began 
ro aſſault the tottering Ruines : for whether cauſed by the 
violence of the Fempeſt, or Whirlwinds incloſed in Natures 
Caverns, 15 not certain ; but certain it 1s, the Earth began to 
Tremble more and more, till at laſt it fell into fo terrible a 
ſhaking fir, as made the Buildings kip like Rams, and the 
People ſtagger as 1t drunk, that nothing but Contuſions and 
Amazements were fpread among them , whilſt the Cryin 
Children followed their woful Parents, for to ſhelter them 
rom Heavens wrath,which the angry Skies ſent down.

Power his Father kept to himſelf , and deſigned to do during life , 
and being of an Aſpiring, Impatient, and Revengtul Natute , ' of which 
the Dutch (in whoſe Eye Bantam hath been for many years Mn Apree- 
vance) making uſe by ſeveral Inſtruments , v:z. Great Men ander the' 
King (one of which is a Dutchman turned Mahomeran, and preferred to 
reat Honours at Court) firſt perſwaded him to build a Fort for his De- 
| Sa] and always buzzed in his Ears, That his Father was diſgufted with 
him , and kepc part of the wang cu with no other Defign, butro ſer up 
his younger Brother , whom he dearly loved ; and every Kindneſs or Fa- 
vour conterred on the younger Son ( who was ever indeed his Fathers 
Darling) was repreſented like a Robbery of him : being poſfeſt with rhis 
belief,” he laboured daily to ſtrengthen himſelf , and to cut off and hin- 
der. his Father what he could from all ſorts of Ammunition ; mary times;

Our Factory is concerned in weed great and conſiderable 
Adventure oq Board a Ship of the You Kings to the Manz2as, not yet ar- 
rived; if the Old King get her, he will ſeize all, but with promiſe of repay- 
ment, bur there is littie hopes of his performance: if the Dutch take her we 
hope better from them ; and we have declared, as likewiſe the French and 
Danes, by Letter to their Admiral in the Road , what we are concerned ; 
who have promiſed to ſee us have our own reſpeQively. ; 

This Place is ruined as to any Trade for Seven years to come , if the Old 
King prove Vitor, and if the Dutch ſhould be worſe than their word, our 
Lives and Fortunes at their diſpoſe. Our FaRory is reported to be a rich 
place , and therefore if there be any Deſign againſt us, it may eaſily be ima- 

ined what we muſt look for from Souldiers when overcome. I do not tha

Bantamites, who have a natural kindneſs for the Engliſh in theſe Parts. 

Whilſt we were 6b. with thefe Jovs, a ſuddain and uncxpeCted Storm 
happen'd, wiuch b!:{tcd all our hopes 1n an Inftane, and unmercitully 
exposd us, not onely to the tury of a Domeſtick Encmy, but the Spoil 
and Rapine of a For:-n Foe. 

Sir, It would 5- bar a needleſs trouble to tell you the true Correſpon- 
dence, and real Fric::4i/mp that has been preſerv'd between the Engliſh 
and the Bantamites. Theſe allowing them a Factory, and a Place 
of Reſidence for their Conſule within the Walls of the Town ot 
Bantam, which 1s the Capital City of Fava, wheras all other Forrcign- 
ers, as the Bengallians, Cuſarats, Malayans, Abyſſins, Chineſes, Portugals 
and Hollanders, arc placed without the Town, nay, the very Indians them- 
{clves, who come trum the Borders of the Country, have their places 
allotted them withour the City, where they have their Markets tor

was, and receiyed a welcom Admillion into the Fort 
of the Young King ( then drove to fo greata ltreighr 
by the Siege of his Fathers Army , that he could 
not have held out many days longer, and that with 
the loſs of not above forty or titty Men ) they im- 
medately hoyſed thur Standard, and what remain'd 
undeſtroyed by the Old King's Forces , they thar 
day moſtly burnt, and Marched in I riumpn through 
every part of the Town : \Ve kepr our Factory 
Cates ſhur, and were by them unmolclted ; aslike- 
wife the French, Danes and Chineſes ; But rhe fame 

Evening. 
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Evening, about Five of the Clock, after we had {o- 
laced our ſelves with hopes of Security, a Report 
was {pread abroad that the Young King deſign'd 
rocut us all off that very Night, being incenſed at 
the conceived Affiſtance of Men and Ammunition 
afforded his Father by us during his being beficged ; 
and thereupon , molt of the Chineſes, who had for 
the ſecurity of their eſtates, brought great part thereof 
into our Factory, like ſo many Bees flocked about 
as , to take the ſame out. 

[It was Night, and we had only one ſmall Ships 
Boat on ſhoar, fo we were neceſſitated to ſtand the 
event; and ſent her to give notice thereof to our 
Ships, with Orders to looſe their Sails, get their 
Anchors apeak, and be gone, and if we were at 
laulted, to give Tidings what became of us ; not a 
man of us departing the Shoar that belonged to the 
Factory ; then we put our ſelves in a poſture of de- 
fence, hoping, without the Aſſiſtance of the Dutch, 
to make our part good againſt all the People the 
Young King had; dividing our fclves into rwo 
Watches, my Lor being in the firſt. 

After Midnight, 1 went tro Reſt with ſomewhat 
better Hopes than thoſe that had the firſt Sleep ; as 
concetving , it they had any real Delign upon us, 
we ſhould have heard of it before thar time. | 

Repoſe made the remaining hours ſhort ; and 
the firit Salute to my waking cyes , was the Glad- 
ſom Day; when by a Sign (as appointed) with our 
Flag, the Ships Boats came on ſhoar ; and foon af- 
ter the Dutch Chict from the Fort , with a File of 
Souldiers , and ſeveral Carpenters came to their

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Galleries and ſeveral Windows , acquainting us in

ff ſent down to him, who told me it was really in-

on his brow, as by what was reported to us, wehad 
reaſon to expett ; he reproached us with our afſilt- 
ing his Father, contrary to our Engagement of ſtand- 
ing Neuter; and what molt aggravated, was, that 
three of our Company came the day before the 
Landing of the Dutch, to the Camp, ' cloſe under his 
Wall, to inſtru& his Fathers Soulchers how to plant 
their Great Guns againſt him ; I was my felt one in 
perſon, with Mr. George Chowne, then of Cound, 
and Mr. Rich. Burnby, tormerly Chict of S:aza, who 
went, (as we acquainted him) only out of curioſity 
to ſee the place, upon an Invitation.of the Captain 
that lay there; and as a proof of our Irinocency and 
unthought of giving occaſion of Diſpleaſure or Di- 
{truſt of his Majdty, we came within Call of his 
Soldiers onthe Wall, without any other defence, fave. 
our confidence that we not medling or making on ei- 
ther fide, they would not hurt us (but it ſhall bea 
warning to me for ever expoſing my {elt to ſo great 
a danger upon any ſuch like Conſiderations fo long 
as I live) and that what Supplies we otherwiſe at- 
torded his Father, we were necelſitated to , as bei 
wholly under his Power, and himſelf then incloſed 
in his Fort ind unable to prote& us. He interpreted all 
as excuſes, acquainting us that tho'it was in his power 
rocut us off, yet out of that reſpe& he had to our King 
and Company,would defiſt therefrom ; a Leſſon learne 
him by the Dutch.Being diſmiſt,we were the 3 1*:con-. 
ſtancly atfrighted with his Menin Arms,coming toour 
F onde = the conduG of one or other of hisrhree 
oreat Miniſters of State he had left him, ora Dutch Re- 
negado, by him highly advanced, whomwe _ 
& OW 
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how to trult, neicherduckt deny Admittance ; when 
in the evening, the Chief of the faid Miniſters, he 
that has been above two years underhand with the 
Dutch, contiiving to bring the Deſign about of get- 
ting Þnt, came to us with a Paper written inthe 
Mallay Language, laid to be ſent us from the King ; 
being an Order to us, with all poſlible ſpeed ro ger 
our Goods aboard our Ships, and depart his Coun- 
trey ; he ponry us to the moſt ſpeedy compliance 

hble therewith, as we ſtood in awe of the Kings 
iſpleature. 
We were fince informed that there was a great 
Diſpute between the King and the Dutch Major, 
before he could be brought tro Order us out of his 
Countrey, well conſidering how great a Support to, 
and Inrichment of his Finodom our I1rade had 
been: But bang wholly under the Dutch Power, 
he was forced to comply, and we to his Commands ; 
and fo purpoſed with all poffible ſpeed to get off our 
Goods, and depart for Batavia. 

Butour Ships being moſt of them nigh full , we 
- were neceſſitated to requelt a Ship of near five hun- 
dred 'T uns, of the Dxtch Major, to export them ; 
fo the next Morning we wrote a Letter to him , 
which we ſent by four of the Companies Servants, 
to deliver; who coming to the Fort, the Captain 
of the Guard told them he was afleep : W here- 
upon they left it with him, and returned home. 

Bur whilſt we were expecting of an Anſwer, the 

Eme evening comes to us the abovelaid Miniſter and 
Votary to the Ditch, with the faid Letter unopen- 
ed, ſeating himſelf at the upper end of our Table, 
and filling our Great. Hall with his followers, cal- 

? ling

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ling for Mr. Barwell, and ſome orhers of the Coun- 
cil, who coming before him, he takes forth the Let- 
ter, and tells us with Rage, the King had fent him 
to know the meaning of that pr being found 
on the Ground under the Fort-W alls , aggravating 
it as a Cauſe of the higheſt Suſpition, now in time 
of War; and when we had told him what it was, 
and laboured to make him fen{tble that it was our 
Exrope Cuſtom to fignifie our Minds in Writing, 
and that our Meanirg therein was moſt irmocent , 
he replied , he admired how we durlt preſume to 
write to the Major without firſt acquainting the 
King ; and all this with ſo much Palſion and Fury, 
that nothing could look more like a Prologue to a 
Maſſacre ; till at length he mildly adviſed usthe next 
morning to go and ask the King's Pardon, 

Many other Circumſtances of Amazement in this 
Buſineſs did paſs, roo tedious to repreſent: But by 
what we have faid, you may imagine the baſeneſs of 
the Dutch, who were the whole Contrivers and Au- 
thors of this Buſineſs, as did plainly appear by that 


Letter being delivered into their hands, and the King's | 


not mentioning one word to us about it , the next 
Morninz notwithſtanding we never offered to ask hiny 
Pardon. | 

But this is but little to their ſucceeding T reatments, 
as you will fee by what follows: That day we had 
ſent off two of our Ships Boats full of Broad- 
thath, which without the pH Mouth were fol- 
lowed by a Dutch Pinnace, ordering them back agan, 
or de they would fire at them. | | 

Their Return ſurpriged us; but not knowing but its 
being late at night, might be the occaſson, we ſent them 


uz 
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4 be next morning, when they were again ſtopped by 
tbe Dutch Souldiers quartering a little below our Fafto- 
ry, who told us they þad Orders to ſuffer no loaden Boat 
of ours to go out of the River : we complained to the 
jor, who toldus it was the King's Order ; who, alas 
poor man! bad ſo Un-King'd himſelf, that he could Com- 
mand no further than ſtood with the Pleaſure of the Dutch ; 
but many hours did not paſs ” we underſtood the depth 
of the Deſign, by one [54 ce Roy, a Liewtenant in 
the Dutch Army, who had been with the King all the 
time of bis being beſieged in the Fort, comimg ſome few 
Months before, under pretence of being a Baker to Ban- 
tam, who brought us a Charge of about ten thouſand Ri- 
als 7, for Jewels and Plate of his in the Dutch Fafory, 
which at the time of the Old King's entering the T own, 


be ſaid we had plundered and taken into onrs, which till 
we ſatisfied, none of our Goods ſhould be permitted to go on 
board, where by the way, you may clſerce, firſt, their de- 
ſen ſo far to amaze and fright us, that we might upon 
any T erms be willing to leave the ſhear ; and then having 
ſo prepared us, to enrich themſelves with the Companies 

our Eſtate. Indeed this Buſmeſs at that time ſtart- 
led us, and made us verythoughtful concerning them, much 
fearing ſome ill Deſignes upon us, we laboured by Preſents 
to the King's Miniſters, to learn the depth of the Deſign, 
and divert it; but in concluſzon found them too much tle 
Dutch Votaries, to be our Friends: inſomnch that we 
were wholly to ſeek what to do : Whillt to perplexus yet 
further, comes a Meſſage to us, that the King was jea- 
lous of our aſſiſting bis Fathers Boats with Powder from 
our Ship in the Road, therefore deſired us to deliver up all 
on Board them, which, wben we departed, ſhould be faith- 


fully reſtored. ©, 
, We 
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We replied, That whenwe delivered ourPowd:r, 


wedelivered ourShips,they being without it whol- 
ly defenceleſs, therefore would upon no Terms do 
it, but would our ſelves go ſpeak with the King, 
which accordingly we did ; when coming into his 
preſence were prevented ſaying any thing to him, 
he immediately ſending for a Letter wrote inPor- 
tugveze and directed to the Engliſh as from one of 
the Old Kings Sons , which he. ordered to be 
read to us; the Contents were, That we the 
French , the Danes , and the Por tupueze, ſhould 
at a certain time be 1n readineſs for their Afſſi- 
ſtance, but where or how , we knew not; 
which he aggravated highly againſt us , not per- 
mitting to Peak in our defence, or to ſay any 
thing concerning the ſtoppage of our Goods , or 
our Powder being demanded out of our Ships, 
-and bid us be gone ; from whom being departed, 
we went to the Dutch Major , making known 
our Grievance to him, who (milling, told us, 
All was by Order of the King , though done 
by their Souldiers , and ſeem'd ignorant of the 
Letter, tho nothing more probable than thac it 
was of their own framing : and promiſed in g<- 
neral Terms to aſſiſt us to his power : ſo took 
our leaves , and being return'd to our Faaory, 
we heard the Portuguexe Ship was ſeized on by 
the Dutch and Favas together, with an Account 
of the ſaid Letter, and that the French had ta- 
ken out of her of theirs 4 Cheſts of Money, ha- 
ing put the ſame on board of her for ſecurity 1n 
the time of the Siege: Andthat the aforeſaid 

D Facob 
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Facob de Roy with fome other Souldiers of the 
Dutch and Kings, went to the Honourable Com- 
panies Ship the Tywan Frigat , acquainting the 
. Commander they had Orders to fearch for 
Powder; who telling them chey. had none, 
neither could permit thereof without Orders 
from us aſhore : They were about to enter 
the Ship , he immediately gave the word 
for his Men to ſtand to their Arms, where- 
upon they deliſted , gave him good words, 
and defired that only Facob de Roy and one Fa- 
va Man , might be permitted to look between 
Decks for fatisfaftion of the King , - which 
being granted they departed. This -News 1 
ſay, with our Treatmenec with the King and 
Major, ſeem'd almoſt co confirm to us fomeevil 
Deſigns, if not upon our Lives, at leaſt upon the 
Companies and our Eſtates. But it being no 
time to ſit ſtill, we concluded immediately to dif- 
patch away the Formoſa Frigat (a ſmall Ship of 
the Companies) to Batavia, to make our Com- 
plaints to the General and Council there, but 
chiefly to ſecure the Honourable Companies 
Treaſure, which was the thing they feem'd 
co gape at, My ſelf and Mr. George Chowne 
were ſent upon her , and indeed 1t was our de- 
ſires togo, having had notice that the King had 
been ſolicited by the Dntch Renegade fa Villain 
fitted for the worſt of Actions) to come to our 
FaRory and kill us in/ particular , upon account 
of our being ſeen in his Enemies Camp at the 
time of his being beſieged; to which altho he 

| | declin'd 
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declin'd condiſcending , 'who knew what the 
'importunity of Juch a Villain in time might a= 
mount to, We departed the Shore in a ſmall 
Boat , about hilf an hour before Sun ſet, with 
Order tor all the Companies Treaſure on board 
the Companies other Ships , to be put on board 
her 1a the dark, and with the ſmalleſt noiſe 
poſſible to weigh Anchor, leſt we ſhould: have 
been diſcovered by the Datch Ships. There ac- 
companted us the Agents Lady , Mr. © homas 
Fames late Chief of 7 onkeene , Mr. Rich. Burn= 
by, and Mr. Samuel Griftth , who beiag our 
of the Company's Service, had kept themſelves 
aboard Ship for their ſecurity , which made onr 


paſſage ſeem ſhorter , being of it ſelf a little 


long , even four days, before we arrived at Ba- 
tavid; where Mr. George Chowne the ſame day 
wearrived died: I went to the General, and 
was appointed. the next day to be heard ; when 
being admitted before him and all the Lords fit- 


ting. in Council , F made a Relation of our 
Treatments at Bantam, requeſting a Ship of a- 


bout goo Tons Burthen, for the Exportation of 
ourGoods, and their Orders to their people 


there,to permit them to be brought off; with thetr 
permiſſion to hire an houſe in Batavia, and land 
our Goods, to. Export them as we had occafion, 
Cuſtom free; to all which we received then ht- 
tle reply; being deferred for Anſwer till next day, 
when another of the -Honourable Companies 
Ships , to wit, the Returne, arriv'd with Mr, Ed- 
ward Barwelt ,- to whoſe turn by lot 1tcame to 
come away (lo willing were all the Gentlemen 


left 
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l:fc there of Council to come away , that they 
could no other ways agree who ſhould ) the 
Dutch at Bantam not having any of our Goods 
at his departure to be brought off, And cheir pro- 
ceedings being ſuch, under Colour of the Kings 
| Orders, as forced our people to take cate to ſe- 

cure what Eſtate the rant had already oft 
the Shore, he aad I again waited on the General, 
who told us, That we might hire an Houle 
where we pleasd, that he would order a Ship 
or two, it occaſion was, by the firſt opportunity ; 
as likewiſe, that our Goods ſhould be all ſafely 
brought avvay, and for vvhat vve had further 
requeſted , vvould after they had debared 1t, give 
Anſyver : But betore his Order reached Bantam, 
the Dutch there ſeeing two of our Ships gone a- 
way 1n the Night time, and imagining in them 
to be the chiefeſt Treaſure , permitted them to 
load the other ſmall one and Sloop there remain- = 
ing, putting the King upon haſtening our peo- 
ple away , withall ſpeed imaginable, ſeizing 
all the Proviſions in the Factory, that they were 
forced tolive the day before they left the Shore 
upon the Charity of the Chineſs. And on the 
' 12th of April, arrived here the Thwan Frigat , 
vvith all our People from Bantam, except one 
FaRor, vvho as if by miſtake ſtayed behind to 
have an Eyetotheir Actions. Act their departure 
they ſealed up all the Companies Ware-houles, 
leaving a Regiſter of their Effects andFaQtory (be- 
ng asnearas vve could gueſs about the value of 
22000 Royals of Eight) vvith one of the Dutch 


Com- 
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 Commiſsioners to be delivered , the Major being 
here arrived, the General deſired us to ſend 
vack in their Ships three or four Factors to take 
care of the Shipping of our Goods , which was 
done accordingly,but in ſo confus'd a manner, as 
what the Dutch pleated to reſtore us, we can on- 
ly call ours : So ended the Honourable Compa- 
nies antient Factory of Bantam, where the Eng- 
liſk have been ſettled , and have had 2 conſtant 
Trade about this 9© years. I cannot fay they 
departed thence hike Hannibal out of Africk ; 
accuſing both Gods and Men, with imprecations 
on themſelves for any omufſions of their own;but 
truly did ſeverely repine at the Kings ingratitude 
to (as | may call us) the Nurſes and Fathers of his 
County, the Engliſh being by his Father and all 
the Inhabitants generally ſo acknowledged ; and 
not undeſerved.y , having by their Trade en- 
richdit, and brought it to what it was, And 
ſogreat was our rage againſt the Dutch, as had 
our power been confonant to our will, ] am con- 
fident ſhould have treated them much worſe 
than the Fayaz. Since our departure, they have 
had ſome Skirmiſthes with the Old Kings people ; 
with the loſs thereby and Sickneſs (as 1s report= 
ed) 7 or 800 White Men, as yet have not been 
able to proceed further than the Fort and Town of 
Bantam, But their Ships being now arrived 
from Europe with a ſupply of near 1000 freſh 
Spuldiers, tis reported they deſign ſpeedily to 
March for Tertiaſſa the Reſidence of the Old 
King , about zo Miles diſtant from Bantam : 
Whar their ſucceſs will be time will ſhew, By 

> Sea 
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Sea the Old Kings Forces has done them ſeveral 
Damages, taken 15 or 17 Sloops and {mall Vel- 
els, 'F us laid burnt a Ship of near $00 Tons ; 

ſo that they are forced to {end Convoys with their 
Fleet of ſmall Veſlels to and from the Coalt of 
Faya. Bur leaving them to their Hoſtihty a- 
cainſt eachother, I ſhall proceed to a ſhort Re- 
facien of our Treatment ſince our Arrival here , 

where as | ſaid we had liberty to hire an H loule. 

But as to Matters of Trade were deferrd An- 
{wer ; and that for nigh four Months, the Ge- 
neral celling us every time we came 0 his pre= 
{ence we ſhould have Anſwer lometimes to mor- 
row, ſometimes 1n few days ; and this they did 
to perplex and intreague our Aﬀairs, having 5 
Ships arrived trom Europe , deſigned for the 
Northward.that required a ſpeedy diſpatch, and 
till received an Anſwer , were not p-rmutted to 
bring any Goods on ſhore, neither ſuftered they 
any of their people to go on board us : fo that we 
were forced to put Goods from one Ship to the 0- 
ther, 11 order to diſpaiching them, with ſo much 
troubleas can ſcarce be imagined, and at laſt 
( Eymay being loſt) ſent two tor Canton , one for 
Tywan , one for Tonkeene , and the Oacklander 
making a gMonths paſlage,with the loſs of all her 
Men bur 7,was thereb - diſabled from proceeding 
to Canton , and forced with moſt black Saylors 
to go for Sarrar4 in Company with the Return : 

At laſt comes an Anſwer to our ſeveral Letters 
and Requeſts, that in this long Attendance we 
had band! to the General and Council. The 


Contents are too tedious to recite, but conclud- 
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ing with an Order to us, our Reſidence here not 
conſiſting with their Intereſt , with all poſſible 
ſpeed to with-draww our Ships and all our people 
to ſome of our own ſettled Factories Siam, Surrat, 
Perfia , the Coaſt of Cormandell , Bangall , 
or where we thought beit , and the Seaſon of the 
year would belt permit, except all parts belong - 
ing to the King of Bantam, whothey ſaid had 
for a retprocal kindneſs by Contract made, over 
all his Terretories to them ; ſtiling the Old King 
his Father a Rebel againſt him : by which means 
there was no place left for us in thele parts, where 
we could a ttned the Arrival of our Europe or 
Northward Ships, till the Company were made 
ſenſible of the loſs of Bantam , and had taken 
ſome Order about their Afﬀairs in theſe parts. 
This was pretty unexpected Story indeed, which 
made us Jaugh , but on the wrong fide of our 
Mouths, as the Saying 1s. The Companies Af- 
fairs and our own too highly.requiring our long- 
erſtay here, we were forced to give Anſwer to 
their Letter more modeſtly than we ſhould o- 
therwiſe have done; repreſenting the unſpeaka- 
ble damage will oceurr to our Maſter Afairs , 
by their forcing us off ; humbly Requeſting per- 
miſſion to abide here ull they were acquainted in 
what conditiontheir Trade tn theſe parts was, and 
had taken ſome Qrder thereabout ; towhich as - 
yet we have received no Anſwer , and have 
hopes they will not urge our departure, If they 
do,we muſt do as well as we can we are, bound to 
ſee 1t , and toſit dovvnand repine at our Inſelict- 
ties, vvill not help us, But the Seaſon is "_

abour Farzarynext; whenit I can be permitted , I de-

lots of the Johanna, bound for Baygall, who run aſhore 
in the N:ghrupon a Ridge of Rocks, between the Cape 
ot Good Hepe, and Cape Agullis, where in 12 hours time 
ſe broke m two Pieces; Twas about two Miles diſtant

Aving ſcen a forged Paper (pretended to be Written 
in a Letter from hence) giving a ſhort and _— 
Account of rhe late dreadful Fire at Newmarket, I 
thought my ſelf obliged as well ro Anſwer your Re- 
queſt as to ſarisfic others, to give you a particular and more 
exact Accolunt of that unfortunate Accident. 
On the 22d Inſtant being Thurſday, berwixt Eight and Nine 
a Clock at Night, by the carelefnefs of a Groom ſmoaking To- 
bacco; it firſt broke out in a Stable, having ſeized npon the 
Litrer, Straw, Hay, and Roof of the Stable before i It was dif- 
cern'd, and then too violent to be overcome, til it had ſeized 
upon ch next Houſe, and fo from one to'another till it had 
run through all che Houfes on that fide of che Town.

whom we have fince found Buricd under the Rubb1ith. 

Manv brave Horſes, Coaches, and Chariots, with all their 
Rich Furmture, were loſt in this general Conflagration. 

Some run about the Streets half naked, with their Saddles, 
Bridles, and Portmantles, others run into the Houſes to ſave 
what the» could, nll chey were many ot them halt Burnr, and 
many loſt, cndeavouring to fave their Horſes; which by no 
incans they could get to come through the Fire till they 
had Hoodwincked them, or the Fire had ſeized upon them be- 
hind, the pain of which drove them forward to ſeek for their 
Safety.

Secretary of Stat-, then to that of the Count 7ho/oſe Admiral of France, 
and afterwards to that of the King u here the whole Court was Alem- 
bled, whcre he made to his Majeſty the following Speech in the Name 
of the City of Alprer, 


OST Hizh, moſt Excellent, moſt Potent, moſt Magnanimous and moſt 
Invincible Prince Lewis the XIV. Emperor of the French ; May 

God perp'tuate thy Reign and thy Proſperity ; I come to the Foot of thy

This krſt Bruſh being over, the Governour ſent to Summon the reſt of 
the 4/zcaſſers on ſhore, having tefore-hand Ordered to be drawn vp two 
Compares of Sams and Portugneze Soldiers, ( Headed by Captain Minchin, 
and Capeain Hes, lately come-N hicher from Bombay) to receive them, 
whileft amſeit (ſecured. the Fore with a Third Company ; but they refuling 
t2 Obex his Suramoas, he ſeat ro fer Fire of their Veſle!, which was ac- 
c»rdiagly gone, and the Aecaſſers then ſeeing themſelves forc'd to the inoar, 
2nd thinkiag to dxtraQ the Souldiers trom too ftrict an obſervance of them, 
immediatly on their Landing ſet fire to ſeveral Houſes, which gave them op- 
 portvairy 59 rally their Forces, thenamounting to Forty three Perſons armed 
coly. with Creaſes in open face of the Fort, where they undauntecly confron- 
ted the wy hole irength of the Garriſon, which Captain Fes not able to bear,

Raw $2vidices under him, the Fort in the mean 1ime not being abl- to ply 
theic great Guns to do any Execution for fear of killing their own men; In

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this skirmiſh fell alſo about Twenty fix Siemmers, all of them Creaft : How- 
ever at length the 4Z4c:ſſ-rs fled, and being afterwards purſued and, hunged 
from place 10 place, in Seaven or Eight days time chey were all taken, and 
their bfly Heads ſtaked upon Poles at Barnkeke, and it's not amiſs their eſcape 
to Sea was ſo opporcunely prevented, for three days after this happen'd, ar- 
riv'd ſome Engliſhmen from Mergin, who knew nothing of this matter, yer 
affirmed, T hatin the Offing of this Barr, they ſaw Forty Sayl of Mallay Veſ- 
ſels plying to Windward, whereas not one had gone out from hence, and there-

Tho! perbaps expeQting by this his unlookt for Clemency, toarrive at the dif- 
covery of all1uch ill-atteted S:ammers,as poſſibly might have more then a fin- 
ger inthis Conſpiracy, but this gracious offer of his Majefty had not the de- 
bgn'd effett ; for about the 10th. of this month, the ſaid Prince attended by the 
whole Crew of deſperate Votaries, all arm'd. with Creaſes and Launces, 
went to the Pallace Gate : whence he ſent word to his Majeſty, That in the 
fenſe of his lace Error, and reliance on his Royal word, he was come .0 
ask his Majeſties Pardon, and promiſe a. peaceable demeanour for 
the future; and to that end defired admittance tro throw himſelf 
at his Majeſties eet, To which he was an{wered, That the Pofture he then 
was in, did not correlpond with his pretences, but it he would firſt ſurrender 
his Arms, and Command his Attendants todo the like, his Majeſty would rea- 
dily giant him libercy to come into his Preſence, and confirm the Pardon he 
had already on that condition offered them whereypon the Prince perempro- 
Tily replied, he would never be guilty of fo bale a Submiſſion as required the 
parting with their Arms; adding that he was not unſenfible of an approachin 
great Storm - But, ſays he, tel rhe King, 1 aw like a Great Tree, well Rootea, 
and ſhall be able to enaure ary ordinary Shock ; but if the Storm comes ſo. Yio- 
lently on that T canuct lopger ſtand it, he may be Aſſured my fall will not be with» 
oat the rutme of much unarr wood ;, and fince 7 cannot be ſuffered to ſpeak to the 
King with my Arms, if he has any further buſine} with me, he knows where to 
find me at my own Houſe: 

All Reſentment of theſe daring Expreſſions was ſeemingly ſmother'd, and it 
was thought molt convenient to lull him 1nto Security, by ſuffering him, for 
that time to depart without taking any further notice of it; tho' all ble 
Preparations were with great privacy made to reduce him by Force. aG- 
cordingly the Lord Phaulkon 1n Perſon, accompanied with Sixty Europeans, 
having firſt in the Night blockt up the {mall River, and fo ſurrounded the: Aa- 
caſſers Camp with abour two Hundred of the Kings Galleys and Boats, that they 
could not poſſibly fly, on Tweſdsy the Fourteenth Iaſtant at break. of day gave 
Order for the Onſetr, intending firſt 10 have fired down all the les 


before. 
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before them, that ſo they might force theſe Skulking Encmies to an open 
Fight, who other» ile would have the opportunity of Murdering all that 
came near them, and yet keep themſelves unſeen: Bur alas! the Raſhncſs 
of ſome of the Chict Exropeens hurried them on at once, tothe breach ot Orders 
and their own Deaths, and that without any damage to the Enemy ; For Cap- 
tain Coates, and by his Example and Command, ſeveral others Landed before 
their time on a ſmall Spot of a dry poinr, where the Afacaſſers, ere they could 
well look about them, ruſhing out of the Houles diſparche one Mr. Alvey, 
newly arriv'd 01 the Herbert, and forced the reſt to take the Water again, 
in which haſty Retreat, Captain Coates with the weight of his own Ar- 
movr and Arms loſt his Life in the Water, the reſt with much danger and 
difficulty recovering their Boats. This ſad Prologue to the yer {adder Trage- 
dy, a man would have thought warning enough for them to have proceeded 
afterwards with more di{cretion ; bur being for che mott part of them men of 
more Reſolution rhen Condutt, and unacquainted with the way of fighting 
with ſuch an Enemy, and yet Emulous of ſhewing them{elves every man more 
Valiant then his Ne:!ghbour : Ahout three hevtsollervrardl having by burning 
bat part of the Camp, and hot plying of the Guns out of the Gallies, pur 
the Enemy to a Retreat two Miles higher, up the ſinall River, Captain 
Henry Uaal! (who in Complement to his Lordſhip accompanied him to be 
only a SpeQator } had not the Parience to continue any longer fo ; bur, 
{ notwithſtanding all his Lordſhips carneſt diffwaſtons from it ) would needs 
leap aſhore, where he had not been long, with ſeveral other £Englib in 
his Company, e're a parcell of Fey in diſguiſe of $i«mmers, by 
hawling a ſmall] Boat along the Shoal-water, got {> near them, un- 
diſcerned to be Enemies, as to reach thefm with their Launces, at which 
time it unluckily fell ro Captain Vds//>-Lot to loſe his Life, the reſt 
very difficultly eſcaping by taking the Water, tho' thoſe Macaſſers 
eſcapt not the fmall-ſhot from the Boats : Nor was his Lordſhip exemp- 
ted from as Eminent Danger as any mon that came off with Life ; 
For, Captain UVaall's reſolute going a-ſhore had drawn him thither alſo, 
being loth. ro leave the Company of one he ſo much reſpetted ; but the 
Enemies Lances, (' at which you know they are moſt expert ) forced 
his: Retrear, being: glad for ſome time to hang on the oft-lide of his 
Boats Stern for {helter. You will not, ( tho' many others 1 believe 
wilt: *wonder the Europeans [mall ſhot could not prevent their doing ſo 
much mifchief with only Lances and Creaſes, when you call to mind 
their deſperateneſs, who are a ſort of Pecple that only value their 
Lives by the miſchief they can do at their Deaths ; and regard no more 
to'run up tothe very Muzzle of a Blunderbuſs, then an Ex2lbmen would 
f& hold his hand againft a Boys Pop-Gun. There fell alſo tour Frenchmen, 
z2mong whom Monſieur de Rozn was one: So that now at length other 
mens. harder fates begun to make the reſt more Circumſpe@ ; and con- 
rinuing to-burn and lay all Level! before them, about Ten in the Fore- 
noon artived them a Recruite of Siammerr, (the whole number imployed 
by Land and Water being no leſs then Seaven or Eight Thouſand ) with 
which they began to pick them off very briskly, I mean as faſt as they _ 
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{py them Skulking in the Bambo's, Thickets, and other Buſhes, *cill 
at length the Prince himfelf was ſlain by the Captain of his Lordſhips 
Life Guard, and about three a Clock the Fight ended ; the Siammers after- 
wards only continuing to hem-in that place, to prevent the eſcape of any 
that might remain alive and attempt it. There was no Quarter given to ay 
ny Macaſſeys in this days Fight, ſave only the Princes Son, a Boy of about 
Twelve Years, who aſter his Fathers fall came on undauntedly with his 
Lance preſented at his Lordſhip ; but drawing within reach, and perceiving 
his Lordſhip ready in the like poſture to entertain him with his Lance, his 
Heart failed him, lothat he caſt away his Weapons, and threw himſelf at 
his Lordſhips Feet, who received him with all Courteſy, and brought him 
unbound to his Majeſty. The next day what Ven or Women remained, 
C for many of the latter were burnt in their Houſes with their Children) 
were taken Priſoners by the Siawmers, And thus ends the Story of the 3s- 
caſſers with their Lives: But whether the Conſpiracy, wherein they were 
concerned, will end with them, is very much to be doubted.

So on the Thirteenth ar night , he {cr Sail trom thai Bay, 
and on the tmorrow being Fricay the Fourteenth, he Sayled into Leygh 
Toyle, and ſo away towards the Fort. For farther contirimation of thisthere 
is one now come to Town, who left Dub/iz on Sunday the fixteenth of this 
inſtant, who affirms, that the mornzng he came away, an Expreis was 
brought, that they ſaw on the Fourteenth a Fleet Sail into the Lough, 
Likewiſe we have Advice from G/aſ/gow inScotlard of the Sixteenth, from Sir 
IF .Gore, a Man of great Reputation, who fays, that the Cay betore being the 
I5 there came a Yatcht from Collonel Xirk,who left him the fourteenth in 
the Lough, going up the River, for the Yatcht called at a place called Grees 
Caſtle in the faid Lough, and came to Greenthe, Twenty mules from Glaſcow, 
He alſo adds, that two Men came thither that Morning , leaving Londox- 
Derry the Fourteenth, and do Depoſe, That that day the Towns people ha- 
Ving advice of a Deſign the Enemy had to Attack them in T hree places , 
did prevent them by a Furious Sally on them ; where after a bloody En- 
ment , there were about Three or Four Thouſand of the Enemy left on 
t he ſpot ; and amongſt them Lieutenant Collonel Barker , who was Lieu- 
t enant Colonelof the Royal Regiment of Foot, The People being en- 
couraged thereto, by the approaching Succors which they ſpyed from their 
Towers. | 


On the Fifteenth alſo there was ſeat from 6/a/ſgow two Ships laden with 
Provifions for London-Derry,having on board Three thonland Barrels of Oar- 
meal and other Proviſions, under the Convoy of the Gerfey Frigat, on which 
Embarked one Hundred Gentlemen of Ireland as Volunteers, encouraged 
by the joyful news they had received from thence, of Major-General #*:rk's

HE Mouth of the River of London* 

Derry, lies about Weſt and by South or 

Weſt South Weſt from Kintyre in the 

Highlands of Scotland , and is not a- 
bove Fourteen or Fifteen Miles diſtant from it. 
As you Enter it upon the Weſt is a Fort called

called Red-Cajtle, but of as little uſe as the 
former, the River likewiſe being of that Bredth 
there, that no Shot can reach them from this 
Fort. Above this, about Three or Four 
miles diſtance is another called White-Caſile , 
which is Situated berween a quarter and halt 
a mile from the River, which is of as little uſe 
to hinder Landing as either of the former ; 
for h the River be Narrower than atthe 
former 'I'wo,ycr it being ar that diſtance from 
the River, cannot hinder the Entrance of any 
Ships. Berwixt this placeand the going in at 
the Fort of Kulmore is ſhallow Water , fo that 
no Ships of any conliderable Byrthen can En- 
ter buy about rhe Spring T ide; and there- 
fore, though the Major Gcneral has Entred 
the Mouth of the River above Ten or Twelve 
Days agoe , yet upon Sounding the Depth of 
the River he found that he could not fa <ly go 
in, till ſuchtime it was High-water, unleſs he 
was relotved to ſtrand his Ships. The Fort 
of Kutmore 18 about T hree Miles from London- 
Derry, but it is not of ſuch Importance as 
Paji\is and other Diſatedted Perſons would 
make the Worla believe. For in the time of 
ric late Iriſh Rebellion (fince which time the 
Fort has had no additions of itrength that we

Ina LET TER from an Officer in the Town, 


Dated the 18. of May; 


N the 234. of April (St. George's 
day) we diſcover'd a great 
dy of Foot about a Mile from 
the Town, which we imagin'd 
to be the Van of the Encmics Army, 
but they preſently wheeling to the North- 
ward z ſetled before the Caftle of Kilmore, 
which they furiouſly Attack'd for the ſpace 
of three Hours 3 and at laſt (the Walls be- 
ing old and ruinous, and the Place not Te- 
nable) the Garifon yiclded upon Articles, 
which were not well obſerved. They Poft- 
ed there 500, Men, and immediately mar- 
ched to join the Body of the Army, about 
Four Miles trom Derry. 

On the 24th. our Scouts diſcover'd the 
whole Army under march in three Lines to- 
wards the Town. They judg'd them about 
Forty Battalions of Foot, and Ten Squa- 
drons of Horſe. 

About Three of the Clock that day the 
whole Army came up within a Mile of our 
Walls 3 lying in Jength from the River to 
the little Hill of Ferrick: All that day and 
the 25th. they were bufr'd in (ettling their 
Q.artcis. 

O: the 26th; they drew a Line of Con- 
travalation from the River to the Hill. 

Oa the 27th. their Line was tiniſhed. 

Or the 2%th. they advanc'd with a Budy 
of 4cc. Horſe within Muſquet ſhot of the 
Place to view the Ground, upon whom we 
Sally'd with a 1cco. Men, Horſe and Foot : 
The Diſpute was [harp for the ſpace of halt 
an hour : The Enemy loti the Lieutenant- 
General Mamoone, two Colonels, tx Cap- 
tains, cight Licutenanis, and about fixty 
Mcn 3 but a great Body of the Enemies

Horſe coming to ſuſtain their Party, we drew 
off under the Fire of the Walls : We loſt a- 
bout 100, Soldiers, and an Excellent Officer 
Collonel Marlin, two Captains, and four 
Licutenants. 

On the 29th, about Eleven at Night, Ma- 
jor General Loci, with Eight Battalions, ad- 
vanced within Two Hundred Paces of the 
Place ; we tiring very furiouſly upon them, 
and they at us. About Two in the Morning 
we perceived the Encmy were covered in 
the ground, having made a large Lodg- 
ment. 

On the 3oth at Night, they worked very 
hard,and made fmall tire 3 fo they advanced 
the main Attack that Night Thirty Paces, 

On the aft of May, about Eleven at 
Night, we made a (mall Sally wich Four 
Hundred Men, to diſcover the Encmics Po- 
ſture ; But the Othcer who commanded the 
Sally, after Two or Three Diſcharges, in 
great diſorder retired cowardly to the Town; 
tor which baſe Action, the next day he was 
trycd by a Council of War, Condemned, and 
ſhot at the main Guard, 

On the 2d we fallicd forth with 500. men, 
about Twelve at Night; and having taken 
the advantage of the ground, poltcd behind 
a Dirch-Bank, we continucd our Fire upon 
the Enemy till about Thice in the Morn- 
ing. | 

On the 34 we retted in the Town quiet , 
and the Enemy working vcry hard, advanced 
40. Paces. 

On the 4th in the Morning, we per- 
ceived the Enemy had branched their 
main Trench into Two Attacks, the one 
pointing to Colergin Gate, and the other to- 

wards

wards the Water-Gate, and had alſo ſct forth 
the Cround for a Battery betwixt the two 
Attacks, 

On the 4#h. at Night the Battery was 
fniſh'd, ard ftve (mall Pieces planted, it not 
being poſſible to bring up the heavier Guns. 

On the 5th, being the Lords day, we 
reſted ; but that night the Enemy working 
without diſturbance, made great advance, 
and drew a Line of Communication be- 
twixt the two Attacks, which ſerved alſo 
for a Line of Defence before the Front of the 
Battery. 

On the 6th. all day the Enemies Guns 
hr'd ſmartly againſt the Walls, in which 
we diſcover'd a Crack from the Round 
Tower to the little Redoubtr, 

On the 7t#h. at night we Sally d with 
700. Men, but finding the Ground levelled, 
under which we before were {heltcr'd, after 
an hour, having in vain attempted to force 
the Enemics Trenches, we ctird to the 
Town. 

On the 8th. the Enemies advanced their 
Attacks within Ten Paces of the Ditch 3 we 
continually firing on them from the Walls. 

On the gth. they made a large Lodgment 
on the Banck of the Ditch. 

On the roth, with Fagots, Boughs, and 
other Materials they filled up the Ditch, 
throwing in Earth, making a Pafſage for a 
Front of Fifteen Men. 

On the 11th. they made a cover d way 
crofs the Ditch to the Foot of the Wall. 

On the 12th. Colonel Walker cauſed a 
Parley to be Beat, and defined a Ceffation 
ot Arms for that day, to better folemnize 
the Sabbath 3 which was agreed. Thatday 
Colonel Walker preached ; - taking for his 
Text, The Sword of the Lord, and of Gideon, 
He exhorted the Soldicrs vehemently to Cou- 
rage znd Reſolution 3 telling them, That on 
their Valour relicd the Safety of Three King- 
doms : and bid then be ready for ſome great 
Action. 

On the 13th at Night, the Miners began 
to work at the Foot of the Wall 3 bat we 
gave them great diſturbance with Granadoes, 
Stones, hre, hot Water, and the like. 

Oa the 15th we perceived the Miners were 
lodged under the Wall. 

On the 16th the whole Garifon was com- 
manded to be ready by Ten of the Clock at 
Night : About Eleven we marched forth at 
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Colerain-Gate, 7000. men; leaving 1500- 
for the Guard of the Town: We poſted 
1000, men on both fides the Hollow way, to 
fecurc our Retreat 3 and marched with 6000, 
in Two Lines, towards the Enemy. Ac 
our approach, we received Three Diſcharges 
from their Trenches ; but Colonel Walker 
gave Order, That no man ſhould hre a Gun 
till we came within halt Piſtol-ſhot oft the 
Trenches z when doubling our Ranks, we 
poured in upon them Three Vollics of Shot ; 
at which they began to ſhrink 3 but theis Of- 
ficers again putting them in Order, they ſu- 
ſtained our Fire for halt an hour; after 
which they began to retire, but in good or- 
der 3 and marching, croſs the Front of the 
Battery, joyned the Attack on the fide of the 
Water-gate, We found difficulty to croſs 
the Evemics Trenches 3 in which time the 
Guns of the Battery being turned againſt us, 
made Three Diſcharges with great and ſmall 
Shor, and cauſed great ſlaughter a 

our men: but having paſſed the Trench, we 
carried the Battery without refiltance, and fo 
marched to attack the Enemy on the fide 
of the Water-gate, where we found them 
very ſtrong, and diſputed every Foot of 
ground with great Courage and Conduct ; 
but after an hours firing very hotly on both 
fides, they marched in good Order down 
their Trenches, towards their Camp, firing 
upon us as they went, and we on them; 
and left us Maſters of their Trenches, Ca- 
nons, and Battery, We ſtood under Arms 
till Three in the Morning 3 when ſending 
forth Scouts , they difcover'd the Enemy 
were drawn up in Battail in hve great Bo- 
dies along their Line. An hour after we ſent 
again to diſcover their Poſture 3 and they 
brought us word that they perceived theix 
Carriages were marching off : We call'd a 
Council, whether it were convenient to fol- 
low them 3 but conſidering that our Mer 
were extreamly tired, we thought it fitter 
to remain quiet, and detend the Poſts we 
had gain'd, than hazard our Men upon ſo 
dangerous an Enterprize : About Three in 
the Afternoon their whole Army diſappeared, 
being withdrawn four Miles from the Town : 
We lolt 500. Men, and nigh 1200. wounded, 
we found of the Enemy 4060. dead in the 
Trenches ; we are now filling the Trenches 
and ruinating their Works.

Derry having on the 2d of this Inſtant Je made ſuch a ſucceſsful Sally with 
about 5000 Men, that in leſs than two hours they drove them from their 
Poſt, and had the perſuit of them for Three Miles in length, having, as it is 
modeſtly computed, killed above 1 500 upon the Spot, and have ſeized all 
their Cannon, Baggage, and Ammunition, being Two Braſs Culverings for 
Battery, Five Field- Pieces, and Two Mortars. And had ſome days before, by 
the aſſiſtance of a Veſſel which brought them Meal out of Scor/ard, attacked 
and became Maſters of K//more Fort, ſome 3 Miles diſtant in the Loughfrom 
the City. And adds, That fo ſoon as they ſhall have Afﬀiſtance from Exg- 
lard, eſpecially ſome Troops of Horle, they will make turther progreſs into 
the Country, and already have advanced above Ten Miles, agd brought into 
the Town a conſiderable Supply of Proviſion. | 

The Priſoners inform, That the late King James deſign'd,if the Proteſtants 
had not drove them off, to call them from betore ir , in order to make Three 
Encampments, upon the Advice received from Exz/azd, of the Intention of 
Duke Schombergh to be in perſon among them , who they very much dread, 
even the French Bravadoes themſelves; and add, That whenever hearrives, 
he will be doubly increaſed in Number as well by ſome of the Iriſb, who be- 
gin to be weary of the French Yoke, and think thereby to ſave their Eſtates, 
as by the Proteſtants themſelves. 

The ſame Letters lay That Colonel Krt was the 5th Inſtant in Ramſey 
Bay inthe Iſle of Mar, having ſeveral times attempted to Sail forwards, but 
impeded by contrary Winds. But on the Friday following, the Wind being 
N. W. and by W. He, with all his Fleet, being 24 in Number , ſer Sail, and 
was our of fight,and *tis not to be doubted bur he is arrived there before this, 
whoſe coming is impatiently expeCted. And we hear that Capt Perzwell in 
the Jeruſalem, with two other Ships in his Company, ſailed ſome time be- 
fore from Briſtol, with intent to get into Derry, and *tis verily believed that 
ti. 2y have been ſometime ſince arrived, and were thoſe Veſſels that aſſiſted in 
red:rcing the Fort of Xj/more.

Fitz-Gerald, Dr. King, Mr. Tho, Crow, 
Mr. Robert Ormsby, Counſellor Edward

have done them much damage, deſtroying at leaſt thirty peo- 
ple. Monday the twenty fifrh, This morning at break of day, 
we began to fire from our new batteries againft the Wall, 
bur it rained fo hard till three this afternoon, that our men 
could not work the Guns, however on any mtermiſfion of the 
violent rain our Guns play'd violently againſt the Walls, and 
from three we fred at leaſt ; oo ſhot againſt the Wall with 
good fucceis; had not this day proved fo wet, we had ſtorm'd 
the Counter ſcarp.. The Eneny make an obftinate defence, 
firing continually on our men in the Trenches, though ic 
galls us cruelly, hinders not our men from carrying on the 
Trenches. Next PoſtI hope to give you a ſatisfactory account 
of affairs. This night we ſer fire on the Town again, which 
burnt vehemently, being not yet quencht.

planted within a Carbine Shot of the Wall. 

Wedneſday the 2oth. This Morning Early we played on the Fort with 
2 Batteries, and by 3 in the Aiternoon },ad tumbled down 2 good part 
thereof ; His Majelly atter Dinner went tos place near the Bartery, and 
on a Signal of 3 Guns, our Granadiers being ready, each having , Gra-

Capt. Needham of Lord 
Meathes Regiment of Granadiers ( who behaved himſelt to admiration, 
25 indeed d1d all our Officers and Soldiers ) was Killed coming fromt he 
Trenches after they were. relievcc. | 

- This morning between 4 and 4, being Thurſday the 21th, the Enemy 


. made a brisk Sally, and Xir4 ( whoſe Poll they Atracked) let them come 


up to his Trenches, and then gave them fuch a welcome with his ſmall 
Shot, and ſeconded by our Cannon, that in lets thana quarter of an hour 
they ran in again with a very con{iderable loſs. This day the Enemy 
Fired upoy us in the Fort we had gained, from a Roundal and Square T o- 
wer Which over-looked it, and fired with {ma!l Rubonetts, which galled 
our Men much, fo that this day we coujd do little bt ſhelter our iclves 
with. Fachines and other blinds, till our Works cou'd be made to ſecure 
us better, and in making a Battcry near our Fort, which we compleated, 
and planted 4 Guns carrying 24 poundets : this Night the Enemy did not 
Diſturb us. | 

Friday the 22d. About 5 this Morning we battered the Roundal with 
our 4 Guns, and with that ſucceſs, that about 4 this Afternoon we 
brought it down, which covered another fimall Fort the Enemy had ; we 
have ſince been battering rhe ſquare Tower which covers their Spurr be- 
fore the Gate, in which we have made a conſiderable Breach. This day 
came up our great Guns from Carrick and ſome Mortars, and ate carrie] 
down to the Battery, ſo that I doubt not but ro Morrow the Spurr Tow- 
er will like wiſe fall, and then we ſhall ſtorm their Counterſcarpe, which 
is well Pallifaded, they having left nothing unatempred to ſirengther. ''e 
Town, yet nothing can ſtand againſt us.

come to engage; Bur foon atter four a Clock, the 5un had a litrie cleared the 
Weather, and I faw the French Fleet ſtanding to the Southward, forming 
their Line on the ſame Tack that I was upoa; I then ordered that Signal tor hy 
Rear to Tack to be taken in, and at the ſame time boie away with my own 
Ship fo far to I eeward, as I judged each Ship in the Fleet might terch my Wake 
or Graine; then brought ro agam, lving by with my Fote-top-fail ro the Maſt, 
© give the Ships in the Fleet che better opportunity of placing themielves, as 
d ey had been bctore directed. By eight x Clock we had tormed an inditterent 
T ine. ſtretching from the S. S. W. to the N. N E. the Dutch in the Van, the 
Red in the Center, and the Blue in the Rear. By Nine a Clock the Enemies 
Van Guard had {trerch'd almatt as tar to the Sotuthward as ours, thew Admiral 
and Rear-Adrairal of the Blue that were in the Rear, cloling the Line, and their 
Vice-Admira! of the ſame Livition ſtretching to the Rear of our Fleet, bur nc- 
yer coming within Gun-ſhas of them. About ten they bore down upon us, I 
ſtill ly4ng with my Hore-top-lail ro the Maſt, 1 then obſerved Monlieur 7our- 
wile, che French Admiral, put out his Signal for Battel; I gave order that mine 
jhould not be hoiſted till the Fleets began to engage, that he might have the 
fairer opportunity of coming as near me as he thought convenient, and at the 
Ame time, I lent Orders ro Admiral 4imonde, that as foon as any of his Squa- 
dron could Weather the Enemies Fleet, they ſhould Tack, and get to the 
Wetlward of them; as alſo to the Blue, to make fail and cloſe the Line, they 
being ar ſome Gittance a-fttern; but as ſoon as the Fleet began to engage ut fell 
_ calm, which prevented their fo doing. Abour half an Hour after eleven, Mon-

About four 
in the Evening there came fo thick a Fog, that we could not fce a Ship of the

the Weſtward gand, though I could not fe the Ships that fired, 1 concluded 
them to be our Blue, that by the thitt of Wind had weathered the Enzmy ; 
but i proved to be the Reer-Agmiral of the Red, who lad weathered Torr, 
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wille's Squadron, and got between them and their Admiral of the Blue, 
where they lay firing lome time, and then Teurville anchored with ſome Ships 
of his own LEiviſion, as alto the Reer-Admiral of the Red with fome of his : 
This was the time that Captain H/timmgs in the Sandwich was killed, he driving 
through choſe Ships, by reaſon of tis Ranches not being clear. I could not fee 
this part, becauſe of the great Smoak and Fog, but have received this Informa. 
tion from Sir C/-u1eſly Shovel ſince. Tent to all the Ships thatTI could think were 
near me, to Chaſe to the Weſtward all night ; relling them,. I defigned to fol. 
low the Enemy to Breft ; and ſometimes we could ſee a French Ship, two, 
or three, {tanding away with all che Sail they could make to the Weltward. 
About Eight I heard firing to the Weſtward, which laſted about half an hour, 
it beins ſome of our Blue fallen in with ſome of the Ships ot the Eneanes in the 
Fog. *Twas Foggy, and very little Windall night. 


Frilry the 2*th, 'twas fo thick in the morning, that I coutd fez none of the 
Enemics Ships, and but very few of our own. About Eight it began to clear 
up; the Dutch, who'wereto the Southward of ine, made the Signal of fecing 
the Enciny; and, as it cleared, 1 faw about 32 or 34 Sail, diltant trom us be- 
tween two and three Leagues, the Wind at EN. E. and they bearing trom us 
W. 5 WW. opr Ficet Chating with all the Sail chey could make, having taken un 
the Signal for the Line of Battle, that each Ship might make the beſt of her 
way after-the Enemy. Between Eleven and 'I welve, the Wind came to the 
S. W. The French ply*d to the Weſtward with all the Sail they could, and 
we after them. About Four the Tide of Ebb being done, the French anchor'd, 
as alſo we in 43 Fathom Water, Cape Barflewr beating S. and by W. About 
Ten in the Evening we weighed with the 'Tide of Ebb, the Wind at S. W. and 
py 'd ro the Weſtward. About "Twelve my Fore-Topmaſlt came by the Board, 
1aving received ſeveral Shor. 


Saturduy the 21ſt, we continued ſtill plying atter the Enemy, till Four in the 
morning. The Tide of Ebb being done, I anchored in 46 Fathom Water, 
Cape de Hagne bearing S. and by W. and the [and «of Alderney S. S. W. By my 
Topmaſt's going away, the Dutch Squad:on, and che Admiral of the Blue, 
with ſeveral ot his Squadron, had got a great way to Windward of me. 
Abour Seven in rhe morning ſeveral of the Enemies Ships, being far advanced 
towards the R:ce, [ perceived driving tothe Ealtward with the "Tide of Flood. 
Berwcen Eight and Nine, when they were driven fo far to the Eaſtward that 
I could terchthem, [ made the Signal for the Flcer to cut and follow the Ene.

His Morning , by an Expreſs from Portſmouth , came Letters from the Fleet, 

with this following Account. That on the 19 their Majefties and the 

Dutch Fleet , being about hx Leagues from Cape Barfleur , got fight of the 

French Flect , who came down upon us,with the Wind at $. W. and abour 

11 they were engaged , which continued till about three in the Afrernoon , 

when the French bore away 3 it was Calm the greateſt part of the Day, bur a freſh 
Gale Spriaging up about 6, the Blue Squadron renewed the Fight , and continued ir 
till 10 at Night. During the Engagement , we heard 3 Ships Blow up , which we 
concluded to bs French, fince we did not mils one on our tide ; all Night”twas very 
Calm, an d Foggy the next Morning ; about $ a Clock it began to clear up , the 
Wind at E. N. E. when we ſaw the French Flcert about two Leagues to the Leeward 
of us, being much lefſencd in their Number fince the day betore , for they were 
now bur 35 Men of War ; we endeavoured all we could ro get up with them, and 
th:y to Retire from us ; about 10 it grew Calm again , and about z, both Fleers 
Came to an Anchor , the Dutch, who had the Van, being within a League of the 
Enemy, the Wind then Weſterly. Ar 11 at Night we weighed, and Anchored about 6 

the next Morning. 

The 21 at 9 morn. we ſer Sail again as did likewiſe the Enemy, Admiral Ruſſel took 
his Courſe towards B.fl:ur, having got Sight of ſeveral French Ships,under the Shoar, 
and Admiral A/lermnd, and the Admiral of the Blue , Sailed to the Weſtward. Admi-

near the Shoar , the Royal Sun, being the Ship of the Count de Tourville Admiral of 
the French Fleet, carrying 104 Gunsas alſo the Admirable Commanded by his Second 
Mounſieur de Beaujeu of 102 Guns , and the Fort of 8o Guns, with 2 Frigats , and 
three of leſſer Rank ; and Admiral Ruſſe! was in cloſe purſuir of 9 more. The 
Pritoners of the ſaid burnt Ships declared , Thar during the Barrel , 4 or 5 of their 
biggeſt Ships were deſtroyed. Rear-Admiral Carter , and Colonel Anthony Haſt- 
inzs , Commander of the Sandwich , were killed in the Battle. 

From Portſmonth we have an Account , That 4 French Ships , of 3 Decks, lay 
on the back of the Iſle of Wight , very much Ditabled , and that rwo Engliſh Men 
of War , who were refitred , with rwo Dutch Frigars , and a Fireſhip, were going

For by a privat* Intelligence,received from 
Rome, not only the intended Approach of 
the French Fleet was advertiſed (though 
not many Hours before its appearance ) 
but likewife this whole Treachery was 
informed the Viceroy of Naples 3 who cau- 
ſing the Traytors to be all Apprehended, 
the Treaſon was charged upon them, 
though very obſtinately and utterly de- 
nied b them all,eſpecially the Abbot. Ne- 
vertheles, the Vice-roy's Intelligence being 
too authentick (as being ſuppoſed to come 
from no leſs a Hand than the Pope's ) 
and being likewiſe ſupported and con- 
firm'd in each part and point, by a frail 
weak Brother, whoſe remorſe of Conſci- 
ence had made him fall off from the Par. 
ty, he was fo fully confronted with it, 
"till at laſt he confeſt the Fat, and wag 
accordingly, with the reſt of his wicked 
Accomplices, immediatdy hang'd at the 
Yards Arm. After this Conviction, upon 
ſome Qneſtions made him, viz. What ma- 
tives could induce him -to ſo barbarous a 
Treaſon againſt his own Native Prince, 
and that too in behalf of the Univerſal 
Enemy of Exrope, he was pleaſed to An- 
ſiver, That what be aFed was out of a prin- 
ciple of Religion. For as the King of 
France bad in ſo many ſeveral Reſpe&s fig- 
volized himſelf ſo true a Sou of the Church ; 
and on the other fide the King of Spain bad 
fo notoriouſly Leagued and Conſorted with 
Hereticks, be bad entertgined a veneration 
for the one, and an averſion for the other ; 
and from thence had been perſwaded into this 
particular Service to France. 

Having given you this full Matter of 
Fad, I ſhall not make any long Flouriſh 
or Diſcant upen it, only ohſerve, That 
we are not ſo much to wonder at France's 
clandeſtine Traffick with Villains and 
Mifcreants, for gaining her ends for 'tis 
not to be ſuppoſed ſhe could ſhrink at hi- 
ring of Traytors to burn Navies, when 


laſt Campaign in Flanders, (to her only 


glory be it recorded) ſhe could hire Rut- 
ans to murder Kings nor is this Abbot's 
Religious Motives for his Infidelity, any 
new Miracle, when if we will but look 
back, we ſhall find: the ſurrender of Mons 
to be owing to much ſuch another Eccle- 
haſtick Perſluafive : All that looks ſtrange

Head of it himſelf has. They muy 
their Religion to contrive andperpetrats 
{uch a Treaſon, when he may think it a

But to return to our Narrative, The 
Accompliſhment of this D:tign, beſides 
the blow it had given the Spaniards, had 
yet a further reach, The Scene of Action 
was laid in the Miditerranean Seas, as of- 
fering, poſltbly, one of the beſt occafions 
of Aggrandizing the French Glory, when 
ſo important a Naval Succels (as expett- 
ed) ſo near his grand Allie, the Twrhghad 
undoubtedly not only confirmed the glo- 
rious Character of the French King, ſoin- 
duſtriouſly heightned and magnified at 
Conflantinople, and thereby not a little 
ſtrengthened the Intereſts and Contede- 
racies betwixt the moſt Chriſtian, and 
moſt Antichriſtian Monarch; but likewiſe 
had, in a very high meaſure, repair'd their 
laſt Years Diſhonour and Loſles at Sea. 

But whatever Renown or Advantages 
they had propoſed to themſelves, their 
whoke Condud herein has, on the con* 
trary, ſo blazon'd both their weakneſs 
and ſhaine, that though their loſs has not 
equall'd that of the laſt Year, their Re- 
putation has ſuffered little leſs, For on 
the 18th, of the laſt Month, with 22 
Capital Ships , with Cnghif and Dutch 
Colours, they appeared before Neples,on 
the 19th. they advanced ſo near, as with- 
in reach of Cannon Shot, both from the 
Spariſh Fleet, and the Caſtle of Baya,and 
the Batteries fromthe Rocks on the Shoarz 
from all which they were very warmly ſa- 
luted with the Enemics Shot : but inſtead 
of returning the Compliment, the next 
day they drew farther off; and the 2176. 
and 22th. lay off at Sea, and the day fol- 
lowing, without the lealt Attempt what- 
ever, 1iot ſo much as the diſcharge of one 
ſingle Gun, they very ſhametully retired 
towards T houlon. 

Thus their Plot detected, theic Hire- 
lings hang'd, their Enemies provided and 
prepared for their Reception, they poorly 
Skulkt home again, and being immediate- 
ly after diſperſed and ſhattered by a vio- 
tent Storm, they made hard ſhift, not 'll 
the fourth Iaſtant, to reach Thoulon, with 
not only ſome fad marks of the angry 
Heavens, the Tempeſt they had ſuffered 
under, but likewiſe with the double mor- 
tification of fo glorious an Enterprize fo 
meanly fruſtrated, and fo potent an Allie 
as the Grand Seignour, {v near neigh 
bouring a Witneſs, of fo :vglocriousa Re 
treat and Defeat.

which they did, and eadeavourd ro get out of the Road : But our Ships 
having the Weathergage, prevented their Deligo. 

The French then {ecing that chey could nor eſcape, and thinking it was 

not ſafe for them to venture an Engagement wich our Men of War, which 
werealmoſt within a Gunſhot, run their Man of War aſhore, and ſer her 
on Fire. She blew up, and ſer on fire at the ſame time five or fix ſmall 
Privateers, from ſix Guns to ſixteen, which had run aſhore roo near the 
Man of War. The ViQuallers and other Ships followed their Convoy, 
and run upon the Rocks, where by the Vio'zace of the Sea, then blowing 
a ſtrong gale, they were all broken to pieces. Our Mea of V'ar were onl 
t!:: SpeRators of ir, and continued in the Road, ul! they ſaw that all thoſe 
Ships were broken, and fo that none could get of, and thea they failed ro 
rcjoin the Fleet according to their Orders. 
- The French Man of War was the Jerſey, carrying ewoand fifty Guns,and 
which they had taken from ustwo years ago ia the Weſt Indies. The Pri- 
vatcers were ſmall, as it has been {aid, bur the other Ships were pretty big, 
ſome being large Fly-boats; they were ia a!l Five and thirty, and 
none of them were ſaved.

Y an Expreſfsarrived laſt Night at Six a Clock from my Lord Berk), 
B we have received the following Account, dated oft of Havre de Grace 
at Five a Clock in the Afternoon, Jaly the 18th. 1694. 

My Lord Berkley having-laid the Town of Dezpe into Aſhes by the many 
Bombs uw hich he threw into it, inſomuch that rhere is not a Houſe ſtanding, 
weighed Anchor cn the 14. and direQted his Courſe towards the Mouth of 
the River Seine, where u@rrived the 16th. It was thought fit in the Coun- 
cil of War to Bombard He de Grace, and accordingly the next Morning, 
cur Bombing Veſſels drew*near the Place, and Played their Bombs into it 
with ſo good an effe, that the Town was ſet on Fire in ſeveral Places ; we 
continued this Morning, and by the help of a High Wind which blows ſince 
break of day, the Town, as far as we can judge, is all in Flames. 

The Enemy has made a great Fire upon us trom their Baſtions and Cita- 
del, both with their Canon and Bombs, but with ſmall Succeſs, ſaving only 
that one of their Bombs has ſunk one of our Bombing Veſſels, in which 
was Captain Silver, who has been faved, but with the misfortune of having 
one of his Legs broken off, | 

My Lord Berkley intends to continue here till the Town is all in aſhes ; and - 
that the Enemy may not quench the Fire, we continue to play our Bombs 
upon the Place, and upon the Citadell,

and complain'd of his Throat. All 71229 He was hot and Feavouriſh, 
On S4twary Morning, upon his loling a little Blood, He thought himfclf 
berter ; but in the Evening his Feavour appearing more violent, a Bitter 
was directed with ſuch other Remedies as were thought molt proper, his 
Highneſs went this Day very often to Stool ; this day a Rath came out on 
his Skin, which increas'd the next, more Blifters were laid on.

Month, here encloled : Count d'Avanx having ſent it 
co His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, after the Return of His 
Exprels, preſented a Memorial, of which we likewiſe 
add a Copy to this Letter, We immediately commu- 
nicated it to Mr, Stanhope, Your Majcſties Envoy Ex- 
traordinary, and after having Conlulted wich him about 
it, We tound ſome Things obſcure in the {aid Memo- 
rial, which made Us doubt of the true Meaning of it ; 
Therefore We thought it Neceſlary to acquaint the {aid

Count d Avanx made Anſwer to our Depurics, Thar 
ne was come hither to Treat about the Means of Pre- 
{erviag the General Peace, and Eſtabliſhing Our parti- 
cular Satety ; That if We would Concert thereupon with 
Your Majeſty, he had nothing to Obje& againſt it; and 
that he was Content that YourMajeſties Envoy ſhould afliſt 
at the Conferences which are to be held upon that. Sub- 
ject : But that he was notar all Authorized toenter into 
Negotiation with him about the Concerns of En-land, 
which were to be Treated elſewhere: To which Our 
Deputies reprelented, That in the Prelervation of the 
General Peace, in which Your Majeſty is equally con- 
cerned with Us, Our Safety could no ways be lepa- 
rated from that 'of England ; that the Intereſt therein 
was Common to both the Two Natiogs; and that in 
the preſent Negotiation, Your Majeſty could not, with- 
out doing You wrong, be looked upon otherwiſe than 
as a Principal Party, as well as We. But notwith- 
ſtanding the many Inſtances, and all the Reaſons Our 
Deputies could alledge, Count d' Avanx perſiſted in his 
aforeſaid ws, ſaying, That he had no other Orders; 


Thar 
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That he would ſend Our Reſolution (of which Your Ma- 
zeſty will find herewith a Copy) to the Court of France, 
without giving the leaſt hopes of receiving an Anſwer 
agreeable to our Sence of Matters. Upon the Report 
which was made to Us of this Matter, We Judged by 
this Means the Intereſts of England would be Separa- 
ted from thoſe of Our Republick, whereas We think 
them inſeparable : And ſince it is Evident that they are 
ſo, We could draw no other Concluſion from this 
Proceeding, than that France had a mind to put an End 
to theſe Conferences, and to grant none of the Securi- 
ties Demanded, and which are to. neceſſary for the Pre. 
ſervation of Your Majeſties Kingdoms, and of Our 
State. We arc Oblig'd ro make all this known to Your 
Majeſty, and do again Proteſt, That Our Intereſts b& 
ing the ſame with thoſe of Your Majeſty, in this pre- 
ſent Negotiation, and not to be Separated one from 
the other, We will not ſuffer them by any Means to be 
divided. At the fame time, Sir, We cannot but Re- 
preſent to Your Majeſty the great need We have of be- 
ing Aſſiſted, without loſs of time, if We will prevent 
the Ruine that threatens Us, and the evident Danger 
We are in. Your Majeſty knows pertc&ly well rhe 
State of Our Aﬀairs, and willeaſtly Judge, if it is poſ- 
ſible, in the Condition We are, to Reſiſt the Forces of 
France, ſo much Superior to Ours: Which was the Rea- 
ſon of Ourearneſt Requeſt to Your Majeſty to Perform 
the Treaty made, with the Approbation of the Parlia- 
ment, in the Year, 1678. Between King Charles the 
Second (of Glorious Memory) and this State, Wedo 
now repeat Our moſt preſlipg Inſtances, that We may 
have ſpeedily the Succours Stipulated, and the enrire 
Effet of the ſaid Treaty. We hope Your Majeſty 
will Seriouſly Confider the State We are in, eſpecially 
after the ive Aſſurances Your Majeſty has given Us, 
That Your Parliament had Refolycd ro Intereſt them- 

B telves 
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ſelves with Vigour, for Our Preſervation, and to Aflilſt 
Us in Our preſent Neceflity, by Furniſhing the Suc- 
cours Agreed on. We will Acquaint Your Majeſty 
with the Poſture France puts it felt in, and Your Maje- 
ſty will there by judge, whether Our Fear, which Ant- 
mates Our Demands, is ill grounded. France not be- 
ing Satisfied with having taken Poſleſſion of all the Pla- 
ces that belonged to Spain in the Netherlands, docs dai- 
ly put into them, and cauſes actually ro March thither, 
very Formidable Forces. They are Drawing a Line from 
the Schelde near Antwerp, to the Maes, and beginning 
another Line, as We are Informed, from Antwerp to 
Oftend, They fend to the Places which are neareſt to 
Our Frontiers, a very great Number of Cannon. They 
Ere&, with all Diligence, a great many Magazines in 
Flaxders, Brabant, Geldres, and at Namur, which they 
fill with all Sorts of Ammunition and Proviſion for War, 
beſides the vaſt Quantities of Forage they lay up every 
where. They Build Forts under the Cannon of Our 
Towns. Moreover they have Endeavour'd, and do ſtill 
Endeavour without cealing, to Separate the Princes Our 
Friends from Our Intereſt, and ro Engage them in their 
Alliance, or at leaſt to a Neutrality. In fine, Our Friends 
are made Uleleſs ro Us, by the Intreagues and Diviti- 
ons in the Empire, and thoſe of France Augmented, fo 
that We are Surrounded on all Sides, except by Sea. 
You ſee, Sir, without any Dilguile, the true State and 
Condition to which We are reduced, without the Addi- 
tion of any Thing, bur what is Matter of Fa&. This 
makes Us hope, That as Your Majeſty knows perfectly 
well Our Afﬀairs, You will Agree with Us, That Our Con- 
dition at preſent is worſe than it was during the laſt War, 
and worle than it We were actually in War, ſince they 
Build Forts under the Cannon of Our Strong Places, and 
make Lines along Our Frontiers, and that We cannor 
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hinder them, as We could do if We were in Wat. 
Theſe Reaſons Oblige Us to put Our Selves into 4 
Defenſive Condition, more than if We were acual- 
ly Attacked: To put Our Country under Water: And 
even to Cut Our Dykes to ſecure Our Frontiers. 
We find Our Selves forced to make Uſe of theſe Means, 
and whatever elſe We could have done in an open War, 
inſumuch that Our SubjeQs ſuffer already more than 
they did in the laſt War. Hithertothe Winter has been 
ſome ſortof a ſmall Security to Us: That Seaſon is now 
paſt, and We do Expe& every Moment to be Invaded 
and Over-run, unleſs We are {peedily Succoured. 
We do promiſe it Our Selves from You, Sir, eſpecial] 
ſince it has pleated Your Majeſty to Aſſure Us, That 
Your Parliament had taken favourable Reſolutions in 
Our Behalt. And as Our Neceſlity 1s very Preſſing, fo 
We Bcleech Your Majeſty to Conſider well the Ex- 
tremity We are 1n, and the Impoflibility We are un- 
der of Avoyding the Toral Ruin and Overthrow of 
Our State , if We are left in this Condition. Sir, We 
Believe the Incereſt of England fo cloſely United to 
Ours, thar We will Expoſe Our Selves to all Events, ra- 
ther than ſuffer them to be Separated, or to take any other 
Meaſures than in Concert with Your Majeſty. It is ve- 
ry needleſs to repreſent to, Your Majeſty, That the Pre- 
ſervation of Your own Kingdoms ſhould engage You 
to Prevent Our Ruin, ſceing We think their Loſs is Inſe- 
parable from Ours.

> H E great and amazing Tempeſt that happened 
on Saturday the 11th Inſt int, ought to put us 
in mind of that Terrible and dreadful one, that 
happened the 26 of November, 1703, which 
de oy d near 20 of our Menof Wir, and nei 4000 
of our Sec-men, and with them one of our Admirals, be- 
an incredible number of Merch:nt-Ships, and other 
Veſſels in almoſt «ll Ports of the Kingdom ; and how little 
we be been humbled, and made better by theſe Divine 
Fudgments, I Tremble to think of : Therefore no Wonder 
if the Almighty ſhould encreaſe his Anger, as we add to 
067 Wickeduel, and that he ſhould redouble our Puniſh- 
went as we redouble our Sins, as this ſecond and «amazing 
Warning has alre:dy in oF op meaſure m-de Manifeſt. 

Between One and Two of the Clock one Satur- 
day the 11th Inſtant the faid Tempeſt began, and

I'S Catholick Majeſty having rcſol- 
ved to embark on the Contederatc 
Fleet, parted from Li-bon the 28:h 


of July laſt; and having a good Paſ- 
ſage, arrived in fre Days in the Bay of Gibral- 
tar, the KRuines of which Place were a plain De- 
monſtration of the great Courage, Induſtry and 
indeftigable Care, wherewith the Prince of 
Darmitade had defended ir againſt the unitcd 
Force of France and Caſtile, being ſeconded by 
the Bravery of the Captains and Soldiers that 
were with him in that Garifon, ; with whoſe AC 
fiſtance he made fo Glorious and Memorable a 
Defence, as is not to be parallel'd either in an- 
cient or modern Hiſtory 

The Fifth of Augutt in the Morning the Fleer 
failed out of that Bay: But the Wind being 
Eaſterly, we were obliged to ply off and on; 
and before we could reach Eſtepora, we were 
all becalmed : However the day tollowing, be- 
ing afſiſted more by the Currents than the Wind, 
we got in the Evening before Marbella. 

The Sixth at night the Wind ſprung vp Weft, 
and blew *'fo freſh in, that this night and the 
next day we gained above qo Leagues; and 
the yqth before night doubled the Cape de 
Gatta, 

The 11th we came to an Anchor in the Bay 
of Altea, in order to water there. This Town 
is inhabirtcd by about 309 Families, has an antient 
Caſtle, and belongs to the Kingdom of Valen« 
tia. As ſoon as the Fleer was entred into the Bay, 
all the People came to offer their Service to 
his Catholick Majeſty, imploring his ProteQtion 
They brought all ſorts of Refreſhmeuts and Pro- 
viſions, and were very well paid for them ; the 
Report of which made all the Inhabitaars of rhe 
neighbouring Villages and Towns come, and in 
like manner acknowledge his Catholick Majeſty, 
and do him Homage, and bring with them 
Fruits of rhe Country and other neceſſary Pro- 
viſions, His Catholick Majeſty ordered a Body 
of Foot to be landed, as well ro ſecure the 
Fleet's watering, as to hinder the Sailors, and 
others who went on ſhore, from committing 
any Diſorders, cither in the Town or the Coun- 
ery abour ir. 

Here we had notice, That there were in the 
neighbouring Mounrains 802 or 1600 of rhe In- 
habitants of rhe Towns and Places in the Ne:gh- 
bourhood, who, abhorring the French Yoke, 
had declared for King Charles II. 

Whilſt the Fleer was in this Bay 2 Portugueſe 
Officers and 2 Soldiers, who h:d bren raken Pt:- 
foners by rhe French and Spaniards in Portz- 
legre Salvaterra, came to us, Geliriog rhe 
ProteQion of the Conde de Allumer, Ambaſlador 
Extraordinary from the King of Portugal to his 
Catholick Majeſty, who accompanies him in this 
Expedition : Excellency rectived them very 
kindly, ſupplied their Wants, and procured them 
a Paſt on board a bo 6.4 bound for Gibraltar, 
in pra to their Return to Portugal, Theſe 
Priſoners complained of the inhumane Treat- 
ment they met with from the Caſtihians and 
the French, who made them march through 


Fleet bad 0: board, to laſt chem as long -s 
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the Country to Bayonne in France, where not 
being able to bear ay longer the Hardſhips pur 
upon them, they choſe rather & hazard fuch 
tarther 11] uſage as they might have expe&ed had 
they been taken making heir Eſcape, and fled 
intro the Kingdom of Arragon, and trom thence 
pailed into that of Valentiaz in both which they 
were treated with great Demonſtiations of Love 
and Eſteem, quite contrary to the manner in 
which they had beÞ uſd by the SubjeRs of 
the Crown. of C:iNile 

In the Bay of Altca the 13th 2nd i4th of Au- 
guſt the Wind blew very hai@ at EL. and N EE 
which detained the Fl:er ſome time; and from 
Altea to Baicrlona we met with fo many Calms 
that we could not reach that Bay t!1 the 22th 
of Auguſt; on which day we entred into it at 
Nine a Clock in the rmoming. This City 1s one 


'of the moſt anticnt in Spain, having been a Co- 


lony of the Carchaginians, built Ly them toſtop 
the rperuous Tontat of the Romans, whocamne 
from Italy, and atter they had ſubjetted Galiia 
Nx bonentis, were endeavouring to inake thern- 
ſelves Maſteis of Spain. Ir is ſituated in a Plan 
near the Sex, having a Mole, within which culy 
Gallics and fmall Ships can cuter. The Entrance 
mto it has a Platform, with ſome Guns mounted 
for irs Defence, and a Light-houlc, being a 
Tower built in the form of a Pyramid, with a 
L+:ithora at the top. Ir is fortihed round with 
10 Bulwarks and ſome old Towers: Irs Ditch in 
ſome parrs is not very deep; and the Covered- 
way is not quite finnthed: The Caitle and Cir- 
tadel, which is called Montjuich, is built upon 
a Hill oa the Weſt fide 3; it commands the Crry, 
and is nor command.d by any Ground ther: + 
abours, The Country along that Coaſt is Ic 
vel, very fruitful, and well cultivared, bein 
watered by many Rivers and Ril's which run 
down from the 1cighbouring Mountains ; for at 
about a League's Diſtance from the Sea the Land 
begins to riſe, and ſhap:s it [elf into (ſeveral 
Hills and Mountains, one above another, in the 
form of a Thearre, all full of Villages and Towns, 
Vineya:ds and Country Seats, which muakes a 
very 2greeable Profpett all al:ng the Sea-Coaft 
for a great way together. As ſoon as the Fleet 
hid 2znchored, they began to fire from the Mole, 
and a Bartery that is near the Sea, upon ſome of 
the Tranſport-Ships which ſtood in for the 
Shore, bur the Enemy's firing was to no man« 
ner of Purpoſe, and did not bo us any Damage ; 
3nd the Teanſport Ships all anchored in ſuch 
manner as they found moſt commodious for rhe 
Landing cf ths: Forces on board them. Tle 
Wine being Eaſterly, began to encreaſe, and 
made ſo great a Sea, that notwithſtanding al} the 
arg. roi that could be uſed it was impoſſible 
for them to get on ſhore thar day.

©! the moſt uncountable Accidents, that was almoſt ever known : The Corps of a 
certain Lady that had been Enbalm'd ſome Years, laid out in Funeral State by a 
certain great Undertaker in the Ciry, where ſcvcral Ladies, ſuppoſed to have been 
of her former Acquaintance, were invired by Tickets in an Unknown Name, who 
when they came, where. Uſher'd in with great Ceremony, to ſee the Deceaſed, and 
Deſired ro Touch the Bolly, being told withal That they would quickly be call'd in Evi« 
dence about the Deceaſed The Ladies were cach fitring with Mourning-Rings, with 
a C, »her of rhe Neccaſed's Name : and ſecing no ſigns of any Funeral, they went 
all away in the greateſt Surprize, none knowing the Meaning thereof, though by 
the f.ath of a certain Great Man immediately upon it ; they toon began to imagine 
| Some ©: 'ng of the Meaning of it: The Account whereof is confirm'd in the Publick 
News 3s follows, 

Not many Pays ago Tickets were ſent to ſeveral Ladies, inviting them to the Funer - 
al. of a Certain Perſon who lay Dead in the Strand , but the Name of the Deceaſed being 
anknown to them, it occafion'd ſome Diſpute whether they ſhould go, till obſerving by 
the Tick-'s that Rings were to be given, it was belie:'d it might be ſome Friend whoſe 
Name ha1 !lippt their Memories, therefore ſeveral of them went, imagining they ſhould 
be inform d there of all Particulars. - 

The firſt Lady who came was receiv'd by a Gentleman in cloſe Mourning. ( ſeveral 
Servants attending in the. ſame Habit, ) who fitting her with a Ring with a Chpher, and 
then Condufted her through Two Rooms hung w Black, to a Third. were the Corps lay 
in a Velvet Coffiin, and Wax Tapers burning : the Gentleman ast*d her if ſhe would not 
ſee the Corps, ſo took of the Lid of the Coffin, and defir'd ſhe would be pleas'd to Touch 
it, many People imagining they ſhould Dream of it if they did not : Whilſt the Lady 
was doing this, the Gentleman ſlipp*d eut of the Room, and lock'd the Door, which 
a Little ſurpriz*d the Lady 2 but ſhe had the preſence of Mind to cover the Coffin agatn 
and expe the Conſequence. 

{ + She had not been long under this inquietude before a Second Lady was brought in the 
Room in the tame manner, and ask'd to ſee and Touch the Corps as before, which done, 
the Door was ag1in lock'd upon them ; ſo that theſe Two Perfons had Time to $k one a- 


nother concerning the Deccas'd, but to their great Surprize they were both equally igno- 
rant of all that paſs*d. 

Several other T adies coming in afrerwards, the Door was left open, bur all appear'd 
Strangers, and knew no more than their Tickets informf*d them ; fo they agreed to ask the 
aforeſaid Gentl:min who the Deceas'd was ; he anſwered her Name was {pecihed 1n the 
Tickets, and ſaid nv more. Upon which the Ladies who: came firlt ſeeing no other Pre- 
parations for th2 Funeral, took cheir Leaves, bur left a Servant to fee the 1{{ue of this Mat- 
ter. The Servan: {laidtill paſt 12, and told them at his Return that he had been abl2 ro 
learn nothing bu that tlis Company retir'd as they had done ; after which the Corps was 
carried out ina common ordinary Coftin, and Buriee privately,

Do the more eaſily preſume upon Pardon from my Lords, for my 
taking up their t:me in a Debate of this Conſequence, becauſe 1 have 
not ofren ſtood in need of it, by offeading in this kiadz and becauſe 1 
think 1am now neceſlarily call'd up by the Noble Lord that ſpoke laſt 
but one. It is indeed no new Favour that Lord has beſtow'd upon 
this Bench. I have too often had occaſion to. obſerve, with a great deal of 
Concern, that we have been treated as if we fat here on no other Terms 
than the Judges do, to be cail'd up at Pleaſure, and many times with Queſ« 
tions that carry (to ſay no worſe) very udkinad Infinuations or Suſpicions. 

I need not go back for Inſtances further than the time of this Bill's coming 
into the Houſe. Oue noble Lord, in the Debate on our Bill of Security, was 
pleas'd to dire himſelf tous in words to this op; a : « If thoſe Reverend 
« Prelates do not believe the Religion of the Church of England to be the 
« pureſt and moſt agreeable to the Scriptures, and her Conſtitution and Go« 
« yernment moſt conformable to the Primitive Church : If they that inſtructed 
« me in my Religion have taught me wrong, if they have chang'd their 
« Opinion, let them tell me ſo, let them undeceive me.” And that Noble Lord 
in a Speech, with which the World has ſince been oblig'd in Print, was 
pleas'd to expreſs himſelf thus : © If my Lords the Biſhops will weaken their 
« own Cauſe, will give up the two great Points of Epiſcopal Ordination and 
« Confirmation ; if they will approve and ratity the AR for ſecuring the Preſ- 
* byterian Church-Government 1n Scorland, as the true Proteſtant Religion and 
« Purity of Worſhip.” And the Noble Lord that calld me up aſſerted, © That 
<« there cou'd not be two true Religions ; it that of Scorland be true, ourscannot 
« be ſo”: and deſir'd, for the ſake of the Biſhops, that part of the Scorch AR 
might be diſtin&ly read, whercin they call their Presbyterian Religion the true 
Religion and Purity of Worſhip; or if we believe ours to be the true Reli- 
gion, can we aſlent to ſuch a Propoſition ? 

Now, my Lords, turely any indifferent Perſons may judg, that theſe 7f 
do carry pretty ſevere lmplications with them, as if we of this Bench had 
not

not that real Love for Fpiſcopacy we oaght to have, as it we were moie 
tenderly inclin'd to thoſe Churches that have not Epiſcopal Ordination and 
Confhrmation than we ſhou'd be, as if ſuppoſing we had a due Opinion of 
the Conſtitution of the Church, we ſhou'd contradict it, by giving our Conſeut 
to this Bill: Nay, as if we were regardleſs of the Danger Epiſcopacy might 
be cxpos'd to by paſſing this Act; for as one of my Noble Lords ſays, the 
Biſhops have been once voted out of this Houſe by the Temporal Lords, and 
who knows what Queſtion may come hereafter 
| ſhall beg leave to reſume my Complaint by aad by, and ſhall firſt anſwer 
directly to the ſeveral Heads of this Charge. As for Epiſcopacy, there is 
no Man breathing has a greater Eſteem, or a juſter Value for that Primitive 
Form of Church-Government than I have. I ſhall expreſs my Notion of it, 
not in the words of any Biſhop or particular DoRor, but of the Church her 
ſelf, in her Prefacc to the Oſfce of Ordination, which is made the Law of 
the Land by the AQ of .Uniformity.., Her Words are, and ſuch is my Opt- 
nion, © That it is evident to any Man diligently reading the Holy Scriptures 
& and antient Authors, That there have been in the Church, from the Apo- 
<6 ſtles Times, the three Orders of Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons.” . As to thoſe 
Retorm'd Churches which have not Epiſcopacy, 1 muſt diſtinguiſh between 
them that want it neceſſarily, and thoſe that, are without it upon Choice. 
As to the former, my Opinion is, that *tis uncharitable to condemn them, 
as If they wanted lawful Paſtors, or had not the Sacraments rightly admi- 
miſter'd. Ang this Opinion.1I ſhall back with a very good Authority, that 
of the Univefhty of ,Oxferd, who, ia a Letter lately wrote in auſwer to 
one received from Gereva, have theſe words : Longe eff 4a Charitate noſtya4 Ec- 
cleſtas illds reformatas, que neceſſitatis lege a primeva Fpiſcopalis regimines forma 
rereſſerunt, tanquam legitimis Paſtoribus dut Sacramentis deſtituras, rigida nimis 
Cenfura damnare. | 
As to thoſe of the Scorch Kirk, they cannot come under this favourable 
Opinion , for they cannot be ſaid to be withour *Epiſcopal Government by 
Neceſſity, but upon Choice : and I ſhall not fear to ſpeak my Judgment very 
treely of them, which is, That I take them to be guilty of a wilful and 
moſt unjuſtifiable Deviation from the Pattern of the Apoſtolick and Primi- 
tive Church ; and yet, notwithſtanding my Opimon of Epiſcopacy and the 
Scorch Presbytery, 1 do not apprehend that I ſhall in the leaſt contradiR it, 
or be inconſiſtent with my felf in voting for this Bill. Ir is true, the Scorch, 
in the Bill for the Security of the Kirk, which is to be an eſſential Condition 
of any Union betwixt the two Kingdoms, have call'd their Presbyterian Re- 
ligion the true Proteſtant Religion. But do I acknowledg their Religion to 
be ſuch by conſenting to this Bill ? What 1s it that 1 or any Lord ſhall con- 
ſent to, by ſaying Contere when the Queſtion for this Bill ſhall be put ? 
Why that the Bill ſhall paſs into a Law. And what paſles into a Law but 
what the Bill enacts ? Does the Bill cnact that their Religion is the true Pro- 
teltantReligion ? No ſuch thing. They have us'd that Epithet; but can 
my conſenting to what is enactcd in the Bill include my Afſſent toevery Pro- 
poſition that may be found, by putting a Copals between a Subject, and an 
Epithet that may have been unduly apply'd to 1t in the Preamble 5 1 wou'd 
ſuppoſe we were treating upon Articles with the French King ; thoſe that 
ſhou'd act for him wou'd be ſure to give him the Stile of the Moſt Chriſtian 
King: but wou'd it follow, that if we were to ratify the Treaty agreed 01, 
in {ome part whereof he was to be fo ſtiFd, that we conſented to this Propo- 
liition, that Lewes XIV. is Moſt Chriſtian? Or were we upon a Treaty with 
{ome part of Spaiz or /taly, where the Inquitition prevails, and ſomething 
were £0 be ſtipulated on account of that Oſhce, they wou'd ſurely uſe the 
Stile of the Moſt Holy Iaquiſition ; but wou'd it follow from our confirm- 
ing a Treaty, in ſome part of which they ugd that Epithet Moſt Holy, that 
we allented that the Inquiſition was Moſt Holy ? No more can be ſuppos'd 
co be conſented to in thoſe Caſes, than that that King who tiles bimſelf 
moſt Chriſtian, and that Inquiſition that calls it ſelf moſt Holy, ſhall have 
the Benefit of the Articles agreed upon in thoſe 1 rcatics. In like manner, 
by conſenting to this Act, I only agree that there ſhall be an Union __ 
Toe 
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the two ay ry on the Terms agreed on; and that notwithſtanding, thi: 
Union in other Pojuts, they of Scotland ſhall enjoy the Religion cftablifh'd 
there, which they call the True one, and we ſhall enjoy the Religion: efta- 
bliſh'd here, which we call and know to be the Truc one. But 1 do no more 
aſſent, by conſenting to this Bill, that their Religion is the True one, than 
they do acknowledg ours to be the Truc one; which ſurely they are far 
cnough from owninsz, 

As little am I apprehenfive, that this Union may endanger Epiſcopacy, 
and the Religion eſtabliih'd in our Church. ludecd if 1 were, notwith- 
ſtanding that | can foreite many great aid glorious Advantages that this 
Union will bring to both Kingdoms; yct were they tca times mere and 
greater, that fingis Danger ſhould turn the Scale with'me, and make me 
give my Negative to the Bill, I cannot but take netice, that this Propoſition 
of the Union 15 an unhappy one in this reſpe& ; the greateſt Bizots of the 
Scotch Kirk were fearful it. would ruin that, and ſome of the moſt Zealous of 
our Church, particularly my Noble Lord that will venture his Lite for her, 
arc under great apprehenſions that will deſtroy our Church. 

My Lords, it notwithſtanding the two Acts paſs'd for the Security of the 
Religions reſpectively proteſs'd in the two Kingdoms, both muſt not ſubiiſt 
after the Union, but one muſt ſwallow up the other ; I cannot for my life ima- 
vine, but It is far more likely that England may at ſome time or other re- 
{lore Epiſcopacy to Scoriand, tnan that ever Scorland ſhould be capable to 
introduce Presbytery into Erolard, To omit other Advantages that England 
may have over Scotland as to this, let us refle& only on the Superiority of Num- 
bers that Eng/and will have over Scorland in the Britiſh Parliament ; Five Hun- 
dred and Thirteen to Forty Fivc in the other Houſe, and about One Hundred 
and Forty to Sixteen in this. But 'tis ſaid, We-may not all be of one mind, 
We may not all be cordial for Epiſcopacy. And are we ſure that tine Scorch 
Members will be all of one mind, all zealous for Presbytery? 1 am ſure we 
have been told over and over, when Presbytcry was <ſtabliſh'd in Scerland, 
that it was a moſt unpolitick as well as wicked thingy, for rhat the beſt part of 
the Nobility and Geatry of that Kingdom were againſt the Tyranny of the 
| Presbyteriau Governmeit, and were for the Epiſcopal. Now it this be 
true, if they that arc to come into this Houſe muſt be of the Nobility, and 
thoſe that come into the other Houſe probably of the beſt Gentry, we ſhall 
have an Acceſſion of Strength to the Ciuſe of Epiſcopacy. But 1 will tuppoſe 
the Scorch Members to be rank Zcalots for Presbytery ; yet what can Sixteen 
of them do in this Houſe ? wherein, ſince a Noble Lord has declar'd himſelt 
ſo plaiuly and warmly, 1 will veature to pronounce we are all to a Man for 
Epiſcopacy, even all we of this Bench. | 

And now, my Lords, while | am up, let me heg your leave while l a lttie 
complain of, or at leaſt lament, that unkind Treatment we meet with. } 
have obſerv'd to your Lordſhips, how we have been call'd up, and with hard 
Infinuations or Suſpicions, as if we were not heartily inclin'd to the Cortti- 
tution of the Church. And truly if ſuch Jealouſys can be entercain'd aud 
expreſs'd of us within, we ought not to wonder at the Uſage we have 
without doors : That we are traduc'd as Men govera'd by no better Princi- 
ples than thoſe of Iaterelt and preſeat Views; as ns trug Friends to the in- 
rereſt of our Church, but diſtinguiſh'd Enemys, ready upon occaſion to 
betray her. However ſenfleſs aud contradictory theſe Reflections are, there 
are thoſe that are wicked enough ro ſpread them abroad, and thoſe that are 
credulous and filly enough to receive them. po. 

As for my ſelf, it is a little thing to ſay that the Religion of the Church 
of England is that | reccivd from my Anceſtors, in which 1 have beca bora 
and bred, tho 1 am ſure that is more than ſeveral can ſay, that are now very 
zealous for it : but it is that which I] have embrac'd upon JO and 
Choice ; and ever ſince | tave been able to form an Opinioa of this kind, it 
has been my Opinion, Thar the Religion profels'd in this Church is the pureſt 
and 1nok agreeable to that introduc'd by our Bleſled Saviour, aud her Difct- 
pline, Goverament, and Worſhip mot conformable to the Pattern of the 
Primitive Church, of any that is now upou the face of the Earth. Aad r =

defy any Man to prove, that I have any wherein my Praftice (hutnan Frail- 
tys excepted) deviated from this Opinion, fince 1 have been admitted $0 
miniſter in Holy Things, either as a private Presbyger in a. Countrz-Parifh 
as a Dean of a Cathedral, or finceI have been advanc'd ts that' higher Poſt 
1 now wunworthily enjoy. But did theſe Reproaches terminate in me, and 
go no farther, they won'd not be worth any one's Reſentment, or my Com- 
laint z 1 hope 1 cou'd bear them with Patience and Silence too, having 
earnt to go thro Good Report and Evil Report. But when: they reach to 
the Bench in general, or to the far greater part of it, *twou'd be criminal 
to be filent- Me. 

Of what fatal conſequence muſt it be to the Church of Exgland, to have 
the Clergy and People of it poſſeſs'd with an Opinion, that che Biſhops, the 
Goveraors of it, do not approve of, are not Friends to its Conftitution ? 
My Lords, if 1 am a Fool in glorytng, 1 am compelFd to it; but in 'what 1 
am now going to ſay, 1 delire to- be underſtood as excluding my ſelf, and 
then I will venture to affirm, That fince the firſt Eſtabliſhment of this 
Church, this Bench was never 51d with Men of more venerable or deeper 
Judgments, greater Learning, more Orthodox Principles, or. more exemplary 
Lives: Men that have been more 1zb2rious and diligent in preaching the 
Word, viſiting their Diocefſes, adminiſtring the Rite of Confirmation, more 

rudent and cautious in admitting Perſons into Orders, or inſtitutmg them 
into Livings: Men that have more faithfully diſcharg'd all the Dutys requir'd 
in a Good Biſhop by St. Par, in his Epiſtles to Timorhy or Titza, or by the 
Conſtitutions of our Church : Men that have with greater Strength of Rea- 
ſon, greater Learning, or greater Succeſs, vindicared her Do&rine, Wor- 
ſhip, Diſcipline and Government, againſt all Oppoſers whatſoever : Men that 
have more faithfully expos'd themfelves in Trying Times, or would be more 
ready, if cccahon ſhould again happen, to hazard their deareſt Intereſts in 
her Service and Defence ; than the preſeat Set of Biſhops, who are treated as 
the Ofi-ſcouring of the World without doors, and hardly with that De- 
cency they ſhould be entitled ro within. Ovr Predeceſſors have been treated 
with another ſort of Reſpect ; but 1 am at a loſs to find ſuch a difference 
betwixt them and their Succeſſors, as can juſtify ſo different a Freatment, 

My Lords, give me leave to ſpeak very plainly: If our Faults be (and fo I 
ſhall rake them to be, till ſome others are prov'd againſt us) That we were 
zealous for the Service of our Great Deliverer, his late Majeſty of Glorious Me- 
mory ; That we were uaſhaken in our Adherence to his Government : If our 
Fault be, That we are as zealous and unſhaken in our Adherence to the prefent 
Government ſo gloriouſly adminiſter'd in the hands of her preſent Majeſty 
(whom God long preſerve) to her [atereſt and Service : If our Fault be, That 
we have been zealous for the Proteſtant Succeſſion eſtabliſh'd by 'Law ; if it 
be that we have been jealous of any Offers that have been made, which to us 
ſeem'd to have a tendeacy to the prejudice or weakning any of theſe, and 
have oppos'd any Steps which we apprehended might facilitate the bringing 
in a Young Prince from abroad : If theſe be our Faults, from ſuch as take 
them to be Faults we can never hope for Pardon, for they are ſuch as we 
never will repent of. But if I am fure they will not be adjudg'd by your 
Lordſhips to be Faults, til} ome other are prov'd againſt us, 1 hope and beg 
that we may be allow'd the common Privilege of the Houſe, to differ from 
any Lords when we cannot bring our Opinions up to theirs, and to vote 
according to our Judgments and Conſciences, without being expog'd to unkind 
Refle&ons for fo doing; to ſpeak when we think it reaſonable, and be filent 
when we judg it convenient fo to be, without being call'd up at the pleaſure 
of any Lord that ſhall have a mind to be angry with us.

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The Four INDIAN KINGS SPEECH 


10MM MAJESI1-1;: +7 


LONDON, April 20. 1710. 

Yeſterday the Four Princes of the Continent of America, between News- 
England and Canada, bad their Publick Audience of Her Majeſty with 
great Solemnity, and by their Interpreter made the following Speech to 
Her Majeſty. 


GREAT QUEEN: 


E have undertaken a long and tedious Voyage, which none of 

/ our Predeceſlors could ever be prevail'd upon to undertake. The 
Motive that induc'd us was, that we might ſee our GRE AT 
QUEEN, aud relate to Her thole things we thought ablolu- 


rely neceſlary for the Good of ZE R and us Her Allics, on the other fide the 
Great Water. 

We doubt not but our Great Queen, has been acquainted with our long and 
tedious War, in Conjunction with Her Children (meaning Subjects} againſt 
Her Fnemies the French; and that we have been as a ſtrong Wall tor their Se- 
curity, even to the loſs of ear beſt Men. + The Truth of which our Brother 


Queder, Colonel Schuyler, and Anadagarjaux, Colonel Nicho!ſon, can teſtify, 
they having all our Propoſals in Writing, 

We were mightily rejoiced when we heard by Anzadagarjaux, that our Great Queen 
had reſolved to ſend an Army to reduce Canada ; from whoſe Mouth we readily em- 
braced our Great Queen's InſtruQions ; and in Token of our Friendſhip, we hung up 
the Kertle, and took up the Hatcher ; and, with one Conſent, joined our Brother Que- 
der, Colonel Schuyler, and Anadagarjaux, Colonel Nicho/ſon, in making Preparations 
on this ſide the Lake, by —_— Forts, Store- houſes, Canows, and Battows whil(f 
Anadiafia, Colonel Verch, at the ſame time raiſed an Army at Boſton, of which we were 
informed by our Ambaſſadors, whom we ſent thither for that purpoſe. We waited 
long in ExpeRation of the Fleet from England, to join Anadiafia, Colonel Vetch, to go 
againſt Owebec y Sea, whilſt Anedagarjaux, Queder, and We, went to Mont- Royal by 
Land ; But at laſt we were told, that our Great Queen, by ſome important Aﬀair, was 
prevented in Her Deſign for that Seaſon. This made us extream Sorrowful, le{t the 
French, who hitherto had dreaded Us, ſhould now think Us unable to make War a- 
gainſt them. The Reduction of Canada is of ſuch Weight, that after the effeRting there 
of, We ſhould have Free Hunting, and a great Trade with Our Great Yneen's Children :; 


and as a Token of the Sincs:i.y of the Six Nations, We do here, in the Name of All, 
preſent Our Great Qures: '> BELTS of WAMPUM. 

We need not urge i ; (ween, more than the neceflity we really la- 
bour under obliges ns, : . .. -afſe our Great Queen ſhould not be mindtul oi 


us, we muſt, with our Faii.ucs, forfake our Country and ſeek other Habitati- 
ons, or ſtand Neuter; either of which will be much againſt our Inclinations. 

Since we have been in Alliance with our Great Queen's Children, vc have 
had ſome Knowledge of the Saviour of the World ; and have often been impor. 
tuned by the French, both by the inſinuations of their Prieſts, and by Preſents, 
to come over to their intereſt, but have alwavs eſteem'd them Men of Falſhood: 
Burt if our Great (Queen will be pleas'd to fend over ſome Pertons to inſtruct us. 
they ſhail find a moſt hearty Welcome. 


We now cloſe all, with Hopes of our Great Queen's Favour, and leave it to 
Her mo{{t Gracious Conſideration.

The natural Immortality of the Sou! hath upon diFerent Schemes and Views been 
oppoſed as a vulgar Error, and the Neceſſity of all Humane Thoughts and Acti- 
ons hath been aſſerted, to the overturning the Foundations of all Religion, whe- 
ther, natural or inſtituted, and to the rencriag all Notions of Good:and Evil, of 
Rewards aad Puniſhments, whether 1n this Life, cr the next ercundleſs and vain. 

Others have endeavour'd to root out of Mens Minds a!l Notions of a Church, 
as a Society inſtituted by Chriſt, with peculiar Powers and Privileges, and proper 
Officers to adminiſter the Word and Sacraments ; and ſo to blend and confound 
the Spiritual Society with the Temporal as to maxe every thing in Relieion, its 
divine Truths, and moſt ſacred Ordinances dependant on the Will of the Civil 
Magiſtrate, as deriving folely trom him their Sanction 2nd Authority. Nay, theſe 
Religious Ordinances themſelves, even the Chief of ti.cm, Z2:5::14n and the Surrey 
of the Lord have been ſpoken of with ſuch a degree of tn200!, Mockery and Scot n, 
as to fill the Hearts of good Chriſtians with Horror and A{ftoniſhment, 

The Frauds of Pugan and Popiſh Prieft: have been diſp!23's, in order to repreſent 
all Prieſts as Impoſers upon the Credulity of Mantiad; aid draw Infamy upoa the 
Priefthord in genera), and to render the Order it ſelf, in what Religion ſoever it was 
found, equally the Obje& of publick Averſion and Contempt, | 

The Books containing the Errors and Impietics abovemention'd have been the 
more eaſily publiſh'd and diſperſed fiance the Expiration of the A& for reſtraining 
the Preſs ; and thro' the greater liberty of Printing, which thercon enſu'd, have 
the Vicious and Profane had more Opportunities to ſcatter their Papers for cor- 
rupting the Manners of Men. | | | 

Not only ſeveral Pieces formerly written on the ſide of Infidelity, which might 
have been forgotten without ſuch a Revival, have been colleted into Volumes, and 
publiſh'd again, but Mock-Catechiſms fram'd in a light manner have beea cry'd ia 
the Streets, to depreciate the excellent Summaries of our Chriſtian Faith, and as far 
a5 poſſible to root out of Mens Minds, the Senſe of thoſe great Truths that are con- 
tain'd in them. | 
' This Profaneneſs hath been much increaſed by the Licentiouſneſs of the Stage, 
where the worſt Examples have been placed in the beſt Lizhts, and recommended 
to Imitation ;j and the various O_ thus Painted to the Life, and ſet out with 
all manner of Adyantage, have made ſuch Impreſſions upon the Minds of the Yeun 
and Unwary, as are not caſy to be effaced. Where the Bond of Wedlock hath 
been generally treated as a ridiculous and burthenſom Yoke, to the great Prejudice 
of Society and Virtue, and every thing Sacred hath been expoſed. Where the 
_ Office of the Prieſthood hath been made a matter of Scorn and Reproach ; azd 

whereat the openiag a New Theatre, the buildiag of Churches was impioutly Gerided, 
*<2 Vain and uſeleſs Work, the EffeR only of Superſtition and lenorance. 
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: i» talced for the purpoſe of the Irreligious to diſcourage the Building of 
Churches where they are ſo much wanted, and where the want of them is in all 
appearance, one great Occaſion of the Irreligion of many. . For by this means, 
vait numbers of Souls have, in and about theſe two populous Cities, been excluded 
from a Poſſibility of attending the Publick Worſhip of God, and from all the Be- 
achrs of Chriſtian Inftru#19n. And the natural Conſequence of this hath beea a 
grad] Defettion from Piety and Virtue to Irreligious lgnorance, and all manger 
of lor fe and licentihus Living. 

And as the want of Churches here, & the want of competeat Maintenance for 
the Service of many that are in the Country, where two or three Cures do not 
oiten altford enongh to ſupport a Minſter, is, tho? nor a late, yet a like Occation of 
Profanencls and Ignorance there: For, by this means many Pariſhes have no Miai- 


Rer reliding, among, them, and are ſeveral Sundays tn the Year without any Service - 


at all; and the Miniſters, by having ſo much Duty upon them, cannot diſcharge it 
as they onght, nor have time tor the Catechiling young Pcrſoas, which 1s fo ac- 
ccſlary 2 part of Chriſtian Inſtrn&ion, 

And to tie Increaſe of rhis Mitchief, both in City aad Country, have. They alſo 
contributed, who have ra-c 1 occaſion from the Relaxation of thoſe Laws which made 
Abſence from the Eſtah!tin'd Church penal, to withdraw themſelves entirely trom 
all Religious Allemblies, airho* the very Aft of Exemption, which gave Liberty in 
one reſpe&, equilly reſtrained it in the other. | 

From theſe ſeveral Occaitons hath enſucd a great Nezle& of the religious Ob- 
ſervance of the Lords Diy, too great a part of which is ſpent by many in Publick 
Houles, and other Diverſions wholly unſuitable to the time ſet apart for the more 
jnmediate Service of God ; tho* we have reaſon to thiak, that through the Care 
of Maziſtr:res and others, ſome Reformation hath been made of this Mattcr. 

But whatever ſhare any of the Cauſes and Occaſions abovementioned may have 
hd i: that Growth of Infidelity, Hereſy, and Profauenefſs amongſt us, We canuot 
but bewail the Effect 3, confideriag the Diſhonour it briags on our Holy Faith, our 
Church, an Nation ; and the Hurt it has done to Your Majeſty's People, many of 
whom have been made worſe Men, and worſe Subjects, by the Means of it. ? 

It is lamentable to reflea how many Souls have been loſt by imbibing wicked 
Doctrines from thoſe Books which have been ſcattered for ſeveral Years through 
this Kinzdom z how many more are endangered by too near Approaches to Infi- 
deliry ( thy? they have not as yet aQcually arrived to it) from a Spirit of Indiffe- 
rence aad Neutrality ta Religioa which hath becu infuſed into their Minds by 
theſe Means. 

But what we have further to apprehend from our Impieties is, that they have 
made us obnoxious to the Diſpleaſure of Almighty God, who may juſtly on their 
Account be provoked to viſit us with his Judgments, by ſtopping the continued 
Current of Succeſs with which he hath hitherto bleſſed our Afﬀairs, and delivering 
us iato the Hands of our Enemies; by withdrawing the pure Light of his Goſpel 
from us, and letting in the Abomination of Popery among us. _ 

For the Emiſſaries from Rome have. been all along very watchful to lay hold of 
theſe Opportunities for the” Advancement of their Cauſe; to which nothing 1s ſo 
ſerviceable as Scepticiſm and Looſneſs of Life : Theſe therefore, as well as the Er- 
rors and Divilions amongſt us, they have always encouraged to the beſt of their 
Power, and improved to their own Advantage z repreſenting in ſeveral Books, as 
well as in their common Converſation, the great Uncertainty of the Chriſtian Re- 
Jigion upon Proteſtant Principles, and filling Mens Minds with infinite Doubts, the 
better to make them ſubmit to an infallible Guide. They have ſwarmed in our 
Streets of late Years, as they do more particularly at this time, and are very buſy 
iv making Converts: Nor do we doubt but that divers of Your Majeſty's Subjedts, 
either from the Scandal taken ar the Infidelity, Hereſy, and Profaneneſs they ſee, 
or from ſharing the Contagion of it, have, by their Arts, been perverted. 

But notwithſtanding that we have theſe Things to complain of, ſo much hath 
beca done already toward taking off the Cauſes and Effects of theſe Evils, and to 
prevent the further Conſequences of them, as to give us great hopes, that through 
the Bleſſing, of God upou Your Majeſty's Authority and Example, and the Endea- 
vours of Your Subjects in their ſeyeral Stations, we ſhall eſcape the Danger we 
have ſo much »caton to fear. 
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For as Books have been publiſhed in favour of Hereſy, and downright Infidelity ; 
ſo others have been written trom time to time, as occaſion required, in Defence 
of the Fundamental Truths whether of Natural or Reveal'd Religion, with great 
Clearneſs and Strength of Argument: The vain Pleas of the ſeveral Advocates tor 
Infidelity have been particularly confidered and refuted, to the Silencing, if not 
the Conviction, of ſome of the principal of them. 

A Lefture was Founded, not many Years fiance, by Mr. Boyle, in Defence of the 
Chriſtian Religion againſt all the Adverſaries of itz and many cxcellent and uſe- 
ful Sermons have been Preached and Publiſhed upon that Occaſion, 

Societies have been formed for the Reformation of Manners; Funds of Charity 
have been raiſed for the Propagation of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, and of 
Chriſtian Knowledge at Home, and for the pions Education of poor Children : 
Great variety of plain and uſeful Diſcourſes have been diſtributed among the mea- 
ner ſort for their more caſy Improvement ; and Parochial Libraries have hcen ſet 
up for the Uſe of Miniſters in the Country, that they might be better provided 
for the Inſtruction of thoſe committed to their Charge. 

Authority hath often interpoſed for the countenancing theſe excellent Deſigns, 
and for withſtanding the bold Attemprs that have been made npon our common 
Faith ; and for preventing the Increaſe of Irreligion and Profanenefs, Royal Injun- 
&ions and Proclamations have iſſued, Acts of Parliament have paſſed, Proſecutions 
at Law have been ordered, Gracious Speeches fr:m the Throne have beca made, 
and from thence ſach bright Patterns of Piety and Virtue have ſhone forth, as 
have, no doubt, prevailed upon many, tho' the Influence of them hath not exten- 
ded fo far as might have been expetted., 

But then the Infidelity of ſome hath been attended with this good Conſequence 
in others, that the Zeal of devout Perſons hath thereby bcen excited to do every 
thing that in them lay towards reſiſting and ſtemming the lacreaſe of this great 
Evil: Nor have their Endeavours beea altogether fruitleſs ; our Eyes daily ſee the 
happy Efeas of them; Divine Service and Sacraments have of late been oftncr 
celebrated, and better frequented, than formerly ; the Catechifing of Youth hath 
been more generally prafiſed, and with greater Succeſs ; vaſt Sums have bcen fur- 
niſhed by private Contributions to ſuſtain the Charge of Educating poor Children in 
the pious manner abovementioned ; and many other new and noble Inſtitutions of 
Charity have heen ſet on foot. | 

Many Churches have been Repaired and Adorncd at the Expence of the ſeve- 
ra] Pariſhioners, and other BenefaQtors; and many Chapels opened in the larger 
Pariſhes, tho? nor ſufficient to anſwer the Waits of the Inhabitants. Great Sums 
of Money have been by Publick Authority Provided and Applied for the Buildinr, 
Supporting, .and Adorning other Churches; and Your Maje!ty has been graciontly 

aſed, upon our humble Addreſs, to recommend to Your Parliament to find 
out Means for the Building of ſuch as are ſtill wanting : of which from the great 
Satisfation with which Your Meſſage was receiv'd, and the great Progreſs made 
vpon it, we hope to ſee the blefſed Effet ; when all, who are religiouſly diſpoſed, 
will have the Opportunity of giving publick Teſtimony of it, and the Careleſs be 
left without Excuſe. 

In*the mean time other Methods of Redrefſing theſe Miſchiefs may, we hnmbly 
conceive, be ſucceſsfully tried, ſuch as Your Majeſty's great Wiſdom aud Piety, 
and the foregoing Obſervations, will ſuggeſt to You, 

We entertain not the leaſt Doubt of Your Majeſty's firm Reſolution to render 
the Laws and Proclamations ſet forth for the Suppreſſion of Immorality and Pro- 
faneneſs uſeful to that purpoſe, by an impartial and vigorous Execution of them ; 
and to Reform the Corruptions of the Stage, which have been fo inſtrumental in 
vitiating young and innocent Minds, and have given ſo juſt Offence to all ſerions 
and devout Chriſtians. | | 

We are entirely perſwaded, that Your Majeſty will, in the moſt effectual man- 
ner, diſcountenance all ſuch Perſons as are proflipate in their Lives, or the known 
Abettors and Spreaders of Impious Opinions ; aud the repeated Aﬀurances which 
Your Majeſty ( whom God long preſerve) hath been pleaſed to give to Your Peo- 
ple of Your Care to tranſmit the Succeſſion of the Crown in the Proteſtant Line 
as Eftabliſmd by Law, give us great Hopes, that our Enemies of the Romiſh Com- 
munion will at laſt be effe&ually diſcouraged trom attempting, the Ruin of thar fx- 
cellent Church, of which, uuder Chriſt, Your Majeſty is the chief Governour, and 
glorious Defender |

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From the Application of theſe ſeveral Means, which we do not doubt but Your 
Majeſty will uſe, we promiſe ourſelves very great and durable Effets: But that 
for which we at preſent in moſt earneſt and moſt humble manner addreſs our 
ſelves to Your Majeſty 1s, That by Your Royal Interpoſition, an At may be obtained 
for Reſtraining, the preſent exceſſive and ſcandalous Liberty of Printing wicked 
Books at Home, and importing the like from Abroad; in ſuch manner as to the 
Wiſdom of Your Majeſty, and Your Parliament, ſhall ſeem moſt expedient. For as 
we take this Liberty to have been one chief Source and Cauſe of thoſe Evils 


whereof we have ſpoken, ſo we queſtion not but the Reſtraint of it would go a 
great way in the Cure of them. 


There is another pernicious Cuſtom that has very much prevail'd. amongſt us 
under the falſe Notion of Honour, which we beg Leave to mention in this place, 
and- that is the Practice of Fighting Duels, which has ſo far obtain'd, that Your 
Majeſty hath had many Occaſions, and ſome very lately, to ſee the diſmal Effects 
of it. 

We do therefore, in all humble Duty, beg Your Majeſty to take the moſt effe- 
Atual Methods to extinguiſh thoſe falſe Notions, fo contrary to the Laws of God, 
and © deſtructive of all Society, and to put a Stop to this wicked and unchriſtian 
Practice by ſuch Means as Your Majeſty, 1a Your great Wiſdom, ſhall think moſt 

roper. 

We have alſo good hope, that all employed i Authority under Your Majeſty, will, 
as we pray, truly and inaifferently miniſter Juſtice to the Puniſhment of Wickedneſs and 
Vice, and to the Maintenance of true Religion and Virtue, and wiſh that ſome Way 
may be found for the Recovery and Improvement of Chriſtian Knowledge and 
Piety in Families, which we fear is too much negleccd. 

We likewiſe hope, that eſpecial Care will be taken of the Education of young 
people at the Univerſities, by providing that Tutors make it their Buſineſs to teach 
their Pupils the Principles of the Chriſtian Religion' in the courſe of their other 


Studies, and endeavour to make thera ſerious in it, with a particular Eye to ſuch .

as are deſigned for Holy Orders. 

And for Ourſelves, who are called to this Holy Funttion ; We beg Leave to 
aſſure your Majeſty, that we will take all poſſible Care of the Diſcharge of our own 
Duty, and do all that in us lies, that the Canons of our Church may be ſtrictly 
obſerved both by Ourſetves and thoſe committed to our Charge. 

We have thoſe Parts of our Diſcipline which Your Majeſty hath in your great 


Goodneſs thought fit to recommend to us for further Improvement, under our 


moſt ſerious Conſideration ; and hope, in ſome meaſure to anſwer the Wants of 
the Church, and Your Majeſty's Expectations in referring them to us; as we ſhall 
at all times hereafter, as often as Your Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to require our At- 
tendance for theſe Purpoſes, endeavour to make our Synodical Meetings ſubſervient 
to the good Order and Eſtabliſhment of this Church, the Intereſt and Advantage 
of the Chriſtiaa Religion, the Satisfaction of Your Majeſty, and the Honour of 
God. 

And our daily and fervent Prayer to God ſhall be, That Your Majeſty may be 
the happy In{trument of theſe and many other Bleſſings to this Church and State ; 
"That you may be as hh in your Deſigns againſt Infidelity and Vice here at 
Home, as you have been in all your Undertakings againſt the Common Enemy 
Abroad; and may by that means add what alone is wanting to compleat the 
{lory, and crown the Succeſſes of your ever memorable Reign.

Us, wth regard to the late exce wve Growth of Iafidelity, H:- 
reſy and Prophaneneſs, 


E cannot, without uaſpeakable Grief, refle# on that Deluge of In- 
piety and Licentiouſneſs, which hath broke in upon us, and over- 
ſpread the Face of this Church and Kinzdom; eminent, in former 
times, for Purity of Faith, aad Sobriery of Man ners. 

The Source of theſe great Evils, as far back as We have trac'd it, ſeems to have 
been, that long unnatural Rebellioa, which looſen'd all the Bands of Diſcipline and 
Order, and overturn'd the goodly Frame of our Eccleſiaſt ical and Civil Confſti- 
rution: | | 
The Hypocriſy, Enthuſiaſm, and variety of wild and monſtrous Errors, which 
ahounded, during thoſe Confuſions, begat in the Minds of Men ( too eaſily carried 
i«:to Extremes) a diſregard tor the very Appearances of Religion, and ended in a Spi- 
rit of dowaright Libertiaiſm and Protaneneſs, which hath ever ſince too much pre- 
v2il'd among Us. It was, indeed, check'd, and kept Under, for a time, by the Le- 
gal Reſtraints laid oa the Preſs, and by the juſt dread of Popery, which hung over 
our Heads: Bur, as foon as theſe Fears were removed, and thoſe Reſtraints were 
taken off, it broke out with the greateſt Freedom and Violence. 

There have not beea wanting, God be praiſed, the hearty Endeavours of good 
Men to refit the Growth of theſe ſpreading Evils. Books have been written in de- 
feace of the Fundameatal Truths, whether of natural or reveal'd Religion, with 
creat Clearneſs, and Strength of Argumeat ; the vain Pleas of the ſeveral Advocates 
for Infidelity have been particularly confider'd, and refuted ; Societies have been 
form'd, and Funds of Charity rais'd, for the Propagation of our holy Faith, for 
the pious Education of poor Children, and for the Increaſe of Chriſtian Knowledge, 
by plain 32d uſeful Diſcourſes, diſtributed among the meager Sort, in great Varie- 
ty 40d Number. Authority hath often interpos'd, for the countenancing theſe ex- 
celient Deiizns, tor withſtanding the bold Attempts, and preventing the farther 1n- 
creaſe of lrreiigion and Profaneneſs. To this end, Royal Injuadtions, and Procla- 
mations bave \ifued, Acts of Parliament have pailed, Proſecutions at Law have been 
ordered, gracious Speeches from the Throne have been made ; and from thence ſuch 
bright Patterns of Picty and Vertue have ſhone forth, as would, in any Age, lefs

profligate than this, have diffus'd their happy Influence thro? all Orders of Mea 
among, us. | 

But it muſt be confeſs'd, that all the Endeavours which may hitherto have bcen 
uſed, by publick or private Perfons, to ſtop the Growth of rhis Evil, have prov'd 
ineffectual. In the midſt of ſuch Diſcouragements Infidelity hath taken deep Root, 
and, being cultivated with Care, hath ſpread its Branches wide, and ſhot upto au 
amazing height, and broupht forth Fruits in great abundance. 

We forbear to wound Your pious Ears by a particular mention of thoſe many 
Blaſphemous Palſſiges, which have been publiſh'd from the Preſs. Nevertheleſs, in 
diſcharge of the Truſt repos'd in us by Your Majeſty, we think our ſelves oblig'd 
to lay before You ſome Account of the various Steps taken to undermine the Foun- 
dations of Chriſtianity, and to infe&t the Minds of Your Pcople, with Atheifin, 
Deiſm, Hereſy, and every pernicious and deſtruftive Error. We ſhall proceed af- 
terwards.to conſider the dark and ſubtle METHODS, by which this Myſtery of 
Iniquity hath been carry*d on; toenquire into the CAUSES which have chiefly 
and moſt immediately given Birth tor, and into theſad CONSEQUENCES 
with which 1t has been attended; and then in all Humility to propoſe ſuch R E- 
MEDIES, as, we think, may be moſt effequal for the Cure ot 1t. 

The Diſpute with our Enemies of the Church of Rome (manag'd with ſo much 
Honovr, and Advantage to the Church of Fzgland) was no ſooner happily ended, 
but other Adverſaries aroſe, who opcaly attack'd the Fundamental Articles of the 
Catholick Faith, and fcatter'd the Poiſon of Arriar and Socinian Hereſies thro? all 
Parts of this Kingdom. The Doctrine of a Trinity of Perſons in the Unity of the Ged- 
h:ad was then deny'd and ſcofted at, the Satisfaction mace for the Sins of Mankind 
by the precious Blood of Chriſt was renounced 2nd expleded ; the ancient Creeds of 
the Church were repreſented as unwarrantable Impolitions, and treated with Terms 
of the utmoſt Contumely and Reproach. And the Divulegers of theſe wicked Errors 
and Blaſphemies proceeded with as little Diſyuiſe and Gaution, as if ſome new Law 
had been made in their Favour ; notwithſtanding that-Care had been taken by Thoſe, 
ons paſs'd the AF of Indulgence, exprelly to exclude THEM from the Benefit 
OT It. | 

In defiance of this Act, and of all the Laws then in Force, they not only own'd 
their peſtilent Errors, but ſer up for making Proſeclytes, by a multitude of wicked 
Books and Pamphlets, which, for ſome Years, they diſpers'd from the Preſs, with- 
out Control or Diſcouragement. 


They at laſt proceeded fo far, as even to ſet up a Religions Aſſembly, where Di- 


vine Worſhip was publickly perform'd, in a way agreeable to the Principles of the 


Unitarians, and Weekly Sermons were preach'd in Defence of them. 

Nor have theſe Hereticks been with-held, by the publick Notice lately taken of 
their wicked Poſitions, from venting them anew, and with yet greater Boldneſs. 
Even at the Time when we are thus met by Your Majeſty's Writ, and exhorted by 
Your Gracious Letter to confult of Methods for repreſfling ſuch Impieties, a Book 
hath been Printed, wherein the Arrian Dodrine is avow'd and maintain'd ; and a 
Promiſe is made of evineing the Truth of it, by large and elaborate Proofs, 1n other 
Treaties, from the ſame Hand, which are ſoon to follow. To this Book the Au- 
thor hath prefix'd his Name, and hath not been afraid to dedicate it to the Archbi- 
ſhop, Biſhops and Clergy of this Province in Convocation aſſembled ; being, as we 
have ſome reaſon to believe, ſupported in this Undertaking, and encouraged to pro- 
ſecute it, by the liberal Contributions, and inſidious Applauſes of thoſe, who are the 
determin'd Enemics of all Religion and Goodneſs. 

It was by ſuch Men as theſe that the Socinian Tratts, when firſt publiſh'd, were 
much countenanc'd and recommended: For they well knew, that the chict Articles 
of the Chriſtian Faith being once ſhaken, a Way would by that means be open'd, 
and the Minds of Men prepar'd, for the Attacks, which might afterwards be made 
on Chriſtianity it ſelf; and into which the Sxcimian Controveſy ſoon was improv'd. 

For the Books written, in an argumentative way, againſt the Divinity of our 
bleſſed Lord, did, in alittle time, produce others of a worſe Spirit and Tendency ; 
wherein the Dottrines, by him reveal'd, were ſpoken of with prophane Levity and 
Contempt, his Humiliation and Sufferiags were derided, his Perſon was blaſphem'd, 
and treated with as great Indignity and Scorn, as when he ſtood at the Judgment 
Seat of Pilate. | 

The God-head of the Holy Spirit being firſt deny'd, all Supernatural Operations 
on the Hearts of Men were afterwards queſtion'd, and the Grace of God was ridi- 
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cul'd. All Myſteries in Reltgion were exploded, as abſurd and uiclef Speculations ; 
as implying Contradictions, and meaning nothing ; and therefore, 25 incapable ot 
becoming Objects of Aſſent ro reaſonable Minds. 

 TheScheme of Morality propos'd by the Goſpel, was undervalu'd, and ſaid not to 
be beyond the reach of Humane [nvention ; the Moſaick Account of the Creation was 
repreſented as mere Allegory, and Fable; the natural Immortality of the Soul was 
opp2s'd, as a vulgar and groundlefs Error ; the Intpiration of Holy Writ was fo ex- 
plain'd, as amounted to a Denial of it; the Authority of the preſent Cannon of Scrin- 
cure was diſputed ; the Spuriouſneſs of ſeveral Paſſages, 42d ſome Books of it was 
more than infinuated. Prieſts withour Diſtintion, were traduc'd. as [mpoſers on 
the Credulity of Mankind ; vility'd and inſulted, as the Filth and Off-icowring of all 
Things : And thoſe Religious Ordinances, which they were appotated to diſpenſe, 
even the chiet of them, Baptiſm and the Supper of the Lord, were ſpokea of with 
ſach a degree of ungodly Mockery, and infolent Scorn, as filld the Hearts of good 
Chriſtians with Horror and Aſtoniſhment. Nay, Religion it Telf was, in ſome of- 
their looſe Writings ſo deſcrib'd, as if it were nothing but a melancholly Frenzy, 
and pious Enthuhaſm. = | : 

The Grounds of believing the Goſpel, in this Age, have heen repreſented, as leſs 
frm and certain, by a pretended Calculation of the Degrees, accordiag to whick 
the Credibility of. the Traditional Facts related in Scripture, muſt every Age de- 
creaſe. The Xeceſlity of all Humane Thoughts and Actions, as being mere Modes of 
Motion, and the reſults of pure Mechaniſm, hath been aſſerted : An Afertion, 
which overturns the Foundations of all Religion, whether Natural or loftituted ; and 
renders all Notions of Good and Evil, of Reward and Puniſhment, whether ia this 
Life, or the next, groundlefs and vain. 

Nor ought We, among the ſeveral Inſtances ot Infidelity, and of the Approackes 
made towards it, to omit the mention of thoſe damnaHle Errors, which. have beeg 
embraced, and propagated by the Sett of Quakers; who, in ſeveral of their Trea- 
tiſes, ia their Catechiſms, and Primers, have taughr the Rudiments of the Chriſtian 
Faith in ſuch a manner, as to make it ſeem to be little more than 2 complicated Sy- 
ſtem of Deiſm and Enthuſiaſm. | 

From the wicked Principles thus diſſeminated, as wicked Practices have follow'g. 
For, tho' it may with Truth be affirm'd, that the Good Chriſtians among Us were 
never hetter than now ; yet can it not withal be deny'd, that the Bad were never 
worſe; and that the Inſtances of a Profane and dilſolute Behaviour, have of late 
Years, been very Numerous, and very Scandalous. 

The frequency of Oaths and Imprecations, the manifeſt Growth of Immorality 
and Profaneneſs, have made new Laws, new Edits, neceſſary to reſtrain theſe En- 
ormities; which yet have not been effeQually reſtrain'd by them. 

Seldom hath greater Vigilance bcen us'd b the Civil Magiſtrate, to ſecure a Re- 
ligious Obſervance of the Lord's Day , nor hath it, among the meaner Sort, prov'd 
unſucceſsful. However, it hath not baniſh'd Exceſs and Luxury, at ſuch times, from 
the Tables of the Great, nor hindred them from waſting thoſe ſacred Hours in Play 
and vain Amuſements. We 

The Excelſes of Gaming have never been more general and flagrant ; Conſcience 
hath never been more openly proſtituted to Intereſt, without any regardto Cenſure ; 
the Extremes of Avarice and Profuſion have never, at the ſame poiar of Time, been 
more remarkably prevalent. | 

A due regard to Religious Perſons, Places and Things hath ſcarce in any Age been 
more wanting. The Miniſters of Chriſt have been often treated in a way very un- 
{vitable to their ſacred Fun&tion and Character ; Horrid Outrages have been com- 
mitted by looſe and diforderly Perſons, in the Houſe of God ; the ſolemn Faſts and 
Humiliations of the Church, have been matter of Sport to lewd and godleſs Men, 
who have taken Pleaſure in ridiculing them, and affronting the Authority by which 
they were appointed : Unnatural and abominable Impurities, not to be named among 
Chriſtians, have been publickly practis'd ; and rhe Debauches of licentious Men have 
been indulg'd to ſuch a height, as to end in all manner of Blaſphemy and Profane- 
neſs. 

This fad Harveſt We have reap'd from thoſe Seeds of Infidelity, which the Enemy 
hath ſown among Us: With what Induſtry and Zeal, by what dark and ſubtle M E- 
THODS this Myſtery of Iniquity hath been carry'd on, We beg leave in the next 
Place to repreſent : 


That 
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That Contributions have been made, that Combirzations of Men have becn form- 
ed, for promoting the Cauſe of Infidelity, We have heard ; nor do We doubt of 
the Truth of thoſe Reports: Having obſerv'd, that the late Meaſures taken to ad- 
vance lrreligion, have been, in many reſpects, to unitorm and regular, that they ſeem 
to have been concerted; not to haye ſprung meerly from the caſual Contradidcion, 
and divided Efforts of particular Perſons, but rather to have been the reſult of uni- 
ted Counſels and Endeavours. 

Thus, We are ſure, the Scinians and Ouakers took care 0: the latereſts of their 
ſeveral Seas, and ſpread their diſtinguiſhing Tenets : Ner Co the preſent FaQors 
for lafidelity and Libertiniſm appear to be either leis Zealous for the attaining their 
End, or lets skilful in the Choice and Application of the Means that lead to it. 

The Methods, they have pitch d upon to this Purpolc, have been various: Some 
of them ſuch, as had a more direct and jmmedciate Tendency to the Point they aim'd 
at ; others, that were cover d with very artificial Pretences and Diſguiſes. 

By Meck-Catechiſms, fram'd in a light manner, upon vai and trifling Subjects, 
they have endeayour'd to depreciate thoſe excellent Summaries of the Chriſtian 
Faith, by which a right Senſe of Religious Truths 15 firſt tmſtild iato the Minds of 
Chuldren, 

They have republiſh'd, and co!jected into \ olumes, Pieces writtea long azo on 
the fide of Infidelity, which would have hia altogether neglected and forgottea, 
without ſuch a Revival. | 

They h>ve reprinted together in the moſt contracted manner, many looſe and 1i- 
centious Poems, in order to their being purchas d more cheaply, and difpers'd more 
eaſily ; and have, by that means, convey 'd the Infection to great Numbers of 3en, 
who would otherwiſe have lain without the reach of ir. 

They have procur'd Abſtracts and Commendations of their own profane Writings 
( and probably drawn up by themſelves) to be iaſerted in torciga Journals; and 
then have tranſlated them back again into the Eng/;» Tongve, and publifk'd them 
here at Home, in order to add the greater weight to their wicked Opinions. 

They have endeavour'd utterly to root out of Mens Minds a!l Notions of a Church, 
as a Society inſtituted by Chriſt, with peculiar Powers and Privileges, and Officers 
of its own to admiaiſter the Affairs oft it. They have done their utinoſt to blend 
aad confound this Spiritual Society with the Temporal ; oa purpoſe to make every 
Thiag in Religion, its divine Truths, and moſt ſacred Ordinances, dependeart oa the 
id | of the Civil MagiFrate, as deriving folely from Him tacir Sanction and Au- 
thority. | 

— And of all Churches, our. Own, is That, againſt which they have planted their 
chief Batteries, and directed their fierceſt Ailaults ; nor, as judging it more faulty 
than others ( for they themſelves allow it to be the leaſt exceptionable of any) but 
as knowing it to be the ſtrongeſt Fence and Bulwark againſt Infidelity, the princi- 
pal Pillar and Stay of pure undefiled Religion. | 
| They have therefore: charg'd the authentick Articles of this Church, and the Erge 
lib Editions of the Bible, with pious Frauds and Forgery z; that Men might = 
tauzht gradually to withdraw the Reverence due to their Spiritual Guides, and of 
conrſe to ſuſpect, whatever comes recommended from their Hands. 

As to other Secs and Denominations of Chriſtizas, differing from the Eftabliſh'd 
Church, and now tolerated among Us, the Crew of Libertine-I 7iters hath been ob- 
ſerv'd to purſue them, with a degree of Malice and Bitterneſs, proportion'd always 
to the degrees of Tendency which their reſpective xo wen have, to ſupport and 
ſtrengthea the Intereſts of Religion, by uniting large Numbers of Chriſtians ia Na- 
as Churches and Communions. 

' Sometimes by diſplaying the Cheats and Impoſitions of Pager, and Popiſh Pricſt:, 
they have endeavour'd to draw Infainy on the Prieſthood in general, and to render 
the Order it ſelt, in what Religion ſoever it was found, equally the Obje& of pub- 
lick Averſion and Contempr. 

At other times, when wild Pretences to laſpiration and Miracles have beea ſet tp 
by modern Impoſtors, they have ſeem'd to countenance the Fraud, and give Credit 
to it; with a view of drawing Parallels from thence, to the Prejudice of real 1n- 
Ipirations and Miracles. 

They have, in a grave and ſolema manner, recounted the fabulous Relations of 
Miracles, occurring 1a Heathen Writers : They have repreſented theſe Accounts, 2s 
carrying ſome of the chiet Marks and Signatures of Truth ; and eaſier to be con- 


tema'd, 
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temn'd, than diſprov'd, upon the foot of the Arguments vr2'd in behalf of tie 
Truth of Chriſtianity. 

They have, with Oftentation, enumerated the ſeveral Syrrions Treatiſcs, foro'd in 
the earlieſt Ages of the Church ; which they repreſeat as Times of great Fraud 
and Impoſture, onthe one hand; of great Iznorance and Credulity, on the other . 
and they have left this RefleQtioa to be apply'd, by their Readers, tothe Books of t!- 
new Teſtament, and the Authors of then. 


The Promiſes of Scripture have, by ore of theſe Writers, been Interpreted, in ſuch 


an Extravagant and abſurd Senſe, as was intended to render them uacertain, and ua- 
1atelligible ; and a Plea hath been aCvanced 11 behalf of the Privilege of beiag tranſ- 


lated to Heaven, without dying, accordiag to the Terms of the Covenant of Grace, 


with a deliga to infinuate, that our Title to the other Privileges, and Promiſes of the 
Goſpel, is founded on no fſurer a bottom. 

Under the Cover of accounting for the growth of Deiſm, aad ſpecifying the Cauſes 
of it, they have taken occaiion to ſuggeſt all rhoſe bitter and Nireful Refletions, 
which, they thought, might redound to the diſhonour of our holy Religion, and 
wound it through the Sides of its profeſs'd Servants a:i4 Followers. : 

Their receiv'd Maxim 1s, that #2 Good z5 to be expetted from Eccleſiaſticks, but by their 
Dc:viſions : and, therefore, it Ditiereaces happen at auy time to ariſe amoag the Cler» 


£y, their conſtant praftice hath been, to foment aad inflame them, by turaiag Ad-, 


vocates for the one ſide agatnit the other ; whereas, ia Truth, they themſelves were 
alike Enemies to both, and were alſo in like manner deteſted by both of them. : 

Whea particular and unwarrantable Opinioas' have at any time been maintaia'd, 
by Men otherwiſe eminent for Piety and Learning, the Friends of Infidelity have not 
fail'd to lay hold of that Opportunity, and improve it to the prejudice of Religion. 
Thoſe very Perſoas, whoſe Learned Labours in deteace of our Common Faith they 
had before undervalu'd,- and held in utmoſt contempt, they began now to extol, and 
pretended to revere for the ſake of their Errors ; their deep Judgment they admur'd, 
their Integrity they magnity'd, and appeal'd to their Authority, as deciſive, in fa- 
vour of a Paradox, whea they would have retus'd to be concluded by it in any other 
Point whatſoever. 

We pretend not to have made a full Diſcovery of a!l the dark and ſubtle Wiles, by 
which the Inſtruments of Satan have endeavour'd to eſtabliſh his Kiagdom, and to in- 
troduce a general Looſenefs ot Principles and PraQtices among us : But tneſe, which 
We have now laid before Your Majeſty, are too obvious and manifeſt, not to be ob- 
ſerv'd and complain'd of by us. 

However, neither theſe, nor any other wicked Arts, and Methods, how craftily 
ſever contriv'd, and how induſtriouſly foever purſi'd, would have met with ſo re- 
markable Succeſs, had not other CAUSES aud Circumſtances concurr'd to help 
forward the Event, and favour the Growth of irreligious Opinions. 

Among the chict of theſe, we reckon, the Removal of that Reſtraiat, which the 
Wiſdom of former Times had laid upon the Preſs ; and which ao ſooner ceas'd, than 
thoſe pernicious Principles, that betore had been whiſper'd only in Corners, among 
the Diſſolute and Lawleſs, were now proclaim'd ia our Streets, agd ſeat abroad to 
pollute the Minds of Your Majeſty's Subjets, ia all Parts of Your Dominions. 

The meaneft and moſt ignorant of the People, who had any degree of Curiolity 
and Leiſure, were then tempted t9 employ it ia Searches, for which they were no ways 
_ quality'd: they were furniſh'd every Day from the Preſs with Objagtious againſt Reli 

gion ; and taught to doubt of thoſe Truths, which it had otherwiſe never once en- 
ter*d iato their Hearts to queſtion. 

This general Liberty of the Preſs happen'd not long after the Time, when, by 
reaſon of Confuſions and Diſorders that uſually attend great —_— of State, the 
Reins of Government were unavoidably {lacken'd, and Parties of Men; were ſuf- 
fer'd to expreſs their mutual Reſentments, and manage their Debates againſt each. 
other, with a freedom not often permitted, or pradtis'd ia more quiet ang ſettled 
Times. Mean while, the Indulgence granted to Men, of ae; ory be ia their 
own way, incited ſome publickly, and with warmth, to eſpouſe theſe Religious Opi- 
nioas, which others thought themſelves bound with equal warmth, to oppoſe. Theſe 


Contentions in Matrers of a Civil and ſacred Nature, bred inthe Minds of Men, not. 


well grounded 1a true Principles, great Perplexities and Doubts z and gave an Oppor- 
tunity to thoſe, who ſat in the Seat of the Scornful, to promnte the Intereſts of Sceptj- 
ciſm, and lakdelity, by making Sport with our Divabons. 


. 


The Licentiouſaeſs of the Stage is another Fountun, from whence the preſent Cor- | 
ruptioas of Religioa 22d Morality have flow'd. On our Theatres, Thiags Soca. 
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ſerious have been haadled after the moſt Ludicrous manner ; the Prieſthood, the holy 
Offices, and Ceremoaies of our Church have been ex os'd to Scorn ; Obſcenity, Blai- 
phemous Alluſions to Holy Writ, and various Sorts of Prophaneneſs have abounded : 
The worſt Examples have been plac'd in the beſt Lights, and recommended to imi- 
tation ; and the vicious Imazes, thus painted to the Life, and ſet out with all manner 
of advantage, have made ſuch Impreſſions oa the minds of the Young and the Un- 
wary, asSare not eaſy to be effac'd. 

For the better diffuſing the Infeftion, New Theatres have been rais'd ; and, at the 
opening of one of them (an expenſive and magnificent Structure) the building of 


Churches was impiouſly derided, as a vain and uſeleſs Work, the effect only of S1- 
perſtition and Ignorance. 

. God be thanked, ar that very time a different Spirit prevail'd : and great Sums of 
Money were by publick Authority provided, and apply'd for the building, ſupport- 
ing, and adorning of Churches :. And we cannot but hope, but this glorious Work 
which Your Majeſty, at our humble Requeſt was graciouſly pleaſed to recommend to 
Your Parliament ; in the Advancement of which, the Zeal of Your Parliament, influ- 
enced by that of Your Majeſty, hath already made fo great a Progreſs, will be ſpee- 
dily accompliſh'd by an ample Proviſion for the Wants of that kind, nnder which the 
Inhabitants of theſe two Populons Cities have hitherto labour'd They have now, for a 
long tra& of Time, Year after Year, exceedingly increas'd, without a proportionable 
Increaſe of the Churches and Chapels appointed to receive them : By which means vaſt 
Numbers of Souls have been excluded from a poſſibility of attending on the Publick 
Worſhip of God, and from all the Benefits of Chriſtian Inſtrution. And the natural 
Conſequence of this hath been, a gradual Defe&ion from Piety and Virtue, to lrreligi- 
ous Ignorance, and all manner of looſe and licentious Living. 

To the Increaſe of which, They alſo contributed, who took occaſion from the 
Relaxation of thoſe Laws, which made Abſence from the Eſtabliſh'd Church Penal, to 
withdraw themſelves entirely from all Religious Aſſemblies ; alrho' that very Ac of 
Exemption, which gave Liberty, in the one reſpect, equally reſtrain'd it, in the other, 

Nor hath the long Continuance of that juſt and neceſſary War, ia which, Your 
Majeſty is now engag'd (and which, we truſt, God will enable You to finiſh as 
gloriouſly as Yon have hitherto carried it on ) been unattended with Conſequences 
Prejudicial to the Intereſts of Religion and Goodneſs. 

That this might not be our own Caſe, Your Majeſty was pleas'd to uſe Your power- 
fal Influences with the Srares of Holland, and to imploy Your Royal Bounty for the 
building of 2 Church, in which Your Subjets might ſerve God abroad, with the ſame 
Decency and Order as at home, and be inſtructed in ſuch Religious Principles as might 
preſerve 'em from the contagion of thoſe Vices, to which a Military Life is roo much 
expoſed, But notwithſtanding this Deſign is piouſly intended by Your Majeſty, and fo 
" FrOmgees by the liberal Contributions of Your Subje&ts in the Army. 'We can- 
not 
themſctves, by little and little, thro? the ſeveral Ranks of Men at Home, and occalion'd 
a viſible increaſe of Luxury, Libertiniſm, and Profaneneſs. Falſe Notions of Honour 
have made that reputable, which the Religion of Chriſt utterly condemns; and that 
infamous, which it commands under the higheſt Penalties: So that They, who {till dare 
to own themſelves Chriſtians, by not ſending a Challenge, when affronted, or not ac- 
cepting it, when ſent, are really in a State of Perſecution, on the Account of their 
ſri Adherence to Chriſt and his Doarine. The Prevalence of ſuch Principles and 
Pradtifſes doth, in our humble Opinion, tend, not only to the Diſhonour, but even to 
the Disbelief ot the Goſpel, among thoſe, who are either perſuaded, that it is lawfa!, 
19d laudable, or, without ſuch a Perſwaſion, determin'd, to a& in ContradiQion tot! e 
pliin Precepts of it. 

The Emillaries from Rome have not been wanting to lay hold of this Opportunity 
tor the Advancement of their Cauſe ; to which nothing is fo ſerviceable as Sceprici/m, 
and looſegeſs of Life : And theſe, therefore, they have always encourag'd to the beſt 
of their Power. have ſ\warm'd in our Streets of late Years, and have been 
' very buſy in making Converts: And, figce their known way of dealing in ſuch Caſes, 
is, fo bring Mea ronnd to Infallibility by the way of Infidelity ; we doubt not but 
their ſubtle Arts, and reſtleſs Endeavours of this kind, may be reckon'd one Cauſe 
of the preſent Growth of Irreligion among vs. 

Other Cauſes have alſo concurr'd; As the want of a vigorous Execution of thoſe 
Laws, Proclamations, aad lajuaftions, which were piouſly fram'd ; and the faint and 
ineffetual Proſecutions of ſome notorious Offenders : By which means, what was de- 


lgn'd to curb and reſtrain their lafolence, tended rather to heighten and 2ouriſh it. 
| £ | Ner 


ament that "—_ Vices to = learnt in the Camp have from thence ſpread 
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Nor are we uſe:f\je, how much Religion hath ſuffer'd by vain Pretences, to 
fathom thoſe Depths of Divine Wiſdom, which are unſearchable, and to advance 
nice Explications of Myſteries which are inexplicable; by the Miſapplication of 
Mathematical Reaſonings to matters of meer Revelation ; by the Attempts made 
to ſhew, how all the Steps taken in that great Work of Omaipotence, the Cre- 
ation of the World, were to be accounted for by the known Lais of Motion; and 
that the Deſtruction of it, by the Deluge, might in like manner be explain'd. For 
the Tendency of ſuch Attempts hath been, to confine the Thonghts of Men to ſe- 
cond Canfſes, and to intimate, how little the Wiſdom of God was concern'd in 
making the World. ; 

But Theſe, and ſuch Cauſes as theſe, having a leſs general and diſcernable Influ- 
ence towards producing the Evils complain'd of ; We have choſen rather to reſt in 
the Con{ideration of thoſe, which are more extenſive and apparent, and have been 
remarkably fruitful of the ILL CONSEQUENCES, which we are next to 
lay before your Majeſty. 

The Diſhonour, which the late exceſſive Growth of Infidelity, Hereſy, and Pre- 
faneneſs, hath brought on our holy Faith, on our Church, and Nation, is too great 
to be diſregarded, and too maniteſt to be diſſembled. The Goſpel cannot but be 
blemiſhed by this Reflection, T hat, at a time, when the ſtrongeſt Evidences of its 
Divine Original have been produc'd, and ſet 1a the faireſt Light, ſo many ſhould 
revolt from it. Our Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Conſtitution muſt needs undergo 
Reproach ; as if we either wanted Laws to puniſh ſuch Enormities, or Zeal to 
turn the Edge of thoſe Laws upon daring Offenders. 

It is lamentable to refleft, how many Souls have been loſt, by imbibing wicked 
Dottrines from thoſe Books, which have heen ſcatter'd for ſeveral Years with Im- 
punity through this Kingdom ; how many more are endanger'd by too near Ap- 
proaches towards Infidelity, though they have not as yet aQtually arriv'd to it; 
what 3 Spirit of Indifference and Neutrality in Religion hath beea infus'd, through 
ſuch Vehicles, into the Minds of Men, and hath, art laſt, ſo far prevail'd, as to be- 
come the diſtinguiſhing CharaQer of the Age we live in. 

We doubt not, but that divers of Your Majeſty's Subjeats, either by the Scandal 
arifing from the late obſervable Growth of Profaneneſfs, or by ſharing the Conta- 
gion of it, have at laſt been perverted to Popery ; and we are ſure, that many 
of them have been made worſe Men, and worſe Subjects, by the means of it. 
For Infidelity, where embrac'd, cancels all the ſtrongeſt Ins of Duty, agd 
difſolves thoſe Religious Bands of Obedience, by which the Thrones of Princes are 
beſt ſecur'd, and their Authority moſt firmly ſupported. And therefore, we can- 
not. but obſerve to Your Majeſty, that, they, who derided Churches, and Creeds, 
and Myſteries, were the me who inſulted the Memory, aad juſtify'd the Mur- 
der of the Royal Martyr; applauded the Rebellion raisd againſt Him, and have 
taken a great deal of wicked Pains, in, collecting and publiſhing the Works of 
thoſe Writers, who were the moſt declar'd and irreconcileable Enemies to Mo- 
narchy. 

But the worſt Conſequence of our Impieties 1s, that they have made ns obnc- 
xious to the Diſpleaſure of Almighty God ; who may Juſtly, on their Account, 
be provok'd to vitt ns with his fevereſt Judgments, by ſtopping the continued 
Current of Succe's, with which he hath hitherto bleſs'd our Affairs, and deliver- 
ing us into the Hanes of our Enemies; by withdrawing the pure Light of his 
Goſpel from us, and letting in the Abominations of Popery among us, . 

Our only Comfort under this ſad ProſpeR, is, That as far and wide as the In- 
feftion hath ſpread, there are many ſtill left, who continue untainted by it ; many, 
who, imitating the pious Example, ſet by Your Majeſty, hold faf# the Pr 
their Faith wirnout WAVErNSY 21d adorn it with all manner of Chriſtian Graces an 
Virtues, in the mid of a perverſe and crooked Generation. 'For the mighty 
Growth of Infidelity hath been attended with one Good Conſequence, p divers 
I ones; That the Zeal of devout Perſons, hath thereby been excited to do every 
thing, that in them lay, towards reſiſting and ſtemming this Torrent of Impiety. 
Nor have their Endeavours been fruitleſs; our Eyes daily fee the publick hap- 
py Effets of them. Divine Service, and Sacraments, have of late been oftner 
celebrated, and better frequented, than formerly ; the Catechiſing of Youth hath 
been more generally pra&is'd, and with greater Succeſs : Vaſt Sums have been fur-

Had there © 
been the leaſt Reaſon to hope for a fair and open Trial, after having been 
already prejudg'd, unhcard by the Two Houſes of Parliament, I ſhould 
not have declined the ſtricteſt Examination.

ned, I tay ; for, I cannot fee any reaion why 
Languages ſhould be chogght lo neceflary an 
Ingredient for the compoting a Scholar, if it 
were not for the opening the Secrets that are 
locked up in them ; which Priſon this Nos;: 
Socreties Undertaking will in time tree 'em 
from ; for, indeed *tis very hard, that thole 
whole Pockets could not arrive to better Edu- 
cation, and yet are bleſt with abler Brains 
than many who {pend their time in Books, 
ſhould be hindered from tholeadvancages they 
could {o well make uſe of. The French have 
remov'd in ſome mealure this Obſtacle, and 
made all Authors familiar to every one, that 
can buc rcad and underſtand their own Mo- 
ther-tongue. .by tranilating all Books of any 
value into their own Language. *I1 truc, 
we have imicated them a little in that way, 
bu: under a different Capacity for here 
there ace a ſort of lictle Ignorant Foreigners.

Authorities are brought, will eafily be {zen to

yet -it muſt be granted that it falls ſhort. of 
chis. Tis true, it was gfeac to calt off Au- 
thorities, and to have Recuurle alone to Rea- 
lon, and Experiment, the only lure Foundati- 
on of all Learning, without which we fpend 
out our Years in painful Seudy, to fill cur 
Heads with falſe, and empty Notions, foreign 
enough from Truth, which is the aim of all 
Study ; for, without a pretty good aſſurance 


ot that, the Mind can never be {a:is529. 
But though the Treaſure of Knowledge cn. 
creaſed fo vaſtly, yet the Poſſeffors cr thi. 
Treafare did not grow much more n:.me. 


rous than of old ; fo that the Benefit of ir rec- 
ched only to ſuch, as could go to the expence 
of Studying at the chargeable places called 
Unverſz:es, (tewells being the becter for this 
new Revolution in the Empire of Wildom ) 
moſt of the reit of Mankind were an igno- 
rant Generation, tha: bore thz Form, the 
Shape, the Image of Men, and had the ule oi 
their Tongue co make known their Thoughts, 
but it was only to diſcover, how very little 
difference there was bertwixt thera and their 
younger Brothers the Brutes, The Learned 
dealt with Mankind, till now, as ſome bigoc- 
ted Clergy-men do, in giving the greateſt 
part to TANMance here, as they do co the 
Devil hereatter. I contzt: choſe few, and 
imperfect Tranſlations we have, did a little 
refine the Converlation ot a great many, who 
had no the good Fortuneto be. <kill'd in Lan- 
guages, but thole Books are (a3 I have hin- 
red before) to large, roo difficult, and tco dear 
tor teyeral, that are as willing, and as tit to 
learn, though they have not io good a Purie 
to ſpare, either theic Money ,or their Time on 
cher, from their neceſlary Occaſions of ger- 
ting theic Livelihood. Bur the Society tans 
opened an eaher way, and tet Learning in fo 

| fair 
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fair alight,that won, with its Beauty every one 
mult wick eagoincl embrace it, 11 a form {o 
agreeable to ail Capacitics z and thoſe, who 
are fo ncar a Nin to their Bodees, as not to 
care for the Embelliſhments of the Mind, 
will have a clzarer Mark ict upon them, of 
fordid Ignorance. | 

If theſe, and many more are the Advan- 
tages, that will accrew to the Public from 
this Undertaking, I believe the Learned 
will receive no leis, I mean thoſe who are 
not /o full of themſelves, that they cannot 
with Patience peruſe the Works ot any one 
elle ; for, all the knotty points ok. Philoſo- 
piy, Divinity, Mathematics, &c. which 
have employ'd the curious part of the World 
thus long, are form'd into Queries by the 
Inquifitive, and anſwered with an abundance 
of Reaſon, by the Soctery, who are not only 
men oi Parts, but alſo bleſt with a Temper 
that is [nduſtrious to the bhigheſ# degree, and by 
conſequence mult give a general SatisfaQRion 
in their Performances, io the belt of Judges 
in every vCIence. 

Bur here methinks I ſee ſome plodding, 
grave, Gentleman, that has been at the Ex- 
pence of many a /aborious Year, £0 gain the 
Maſtery of Latin, Greek, and Hebrew, with a 
| {upercilious frown, condemning this @OCte- 
ty, not for falling ſhore of their ficlt Pre- 
tence, but becauls they keep up too cloſe to 
ic. For, ſays he, Wha: Honour will be due to 
Learned men, that have ſpent ſo many years mn 
tbe Htudy of Languages, and the Criticiſms of 
them, if the Kernel of that Nut, they are ſo long 
« cracking, be given to every fl{iterate Fellow, 
that underſtands no: what's Latin for the Book he 
reads. Thr defireof Honour, and Veneration, 
and to be eſteemed ſomething more than 
Men, has been the cauſe of the ſmall Pro. 
gre(s of Learning in former Ages, as I have 
already ſhewn, and therefore ought to be 
caſt away with the other Fopperies of thoſe 
times , which obſtrugted the Growth of 
Know'edge ; and the Gentlemen of this Kid-. 
ney may ſatisfie themlclves, that the number 
of I!literate Fellows will be much leſs, and yet 
the Ski'l in the Languages be in as much 
eitecm, as it deſerves, as long, as the ſtudy 
of ancient Authors, eſpecially the Poets 
(which can neyer be delivered in any other 
Language with that Force, and Beauty they 
hays in their own) ſhall be valued by the 
Ingenious ; Criticiſms will ſtill be pleaſing, 
though a thouſand times repeated, and to be 
a Cricic, 'twill be neceſſary to underſtand che 
original of thoſeBooks,that teach chem to beſo: 
Etymologies of Words, and Terms of Art will 
require ſome Skill in Languages, &©'c. Nay, 
this 4:benian Projet will rather contribute to 
that ; for, the. nature of many men (elpe- 
cially thoſe that are very curious) is, to de- 
fire to ſee the Author itlelf, from whence ſuch 
admirable things are drawn, which will ob- 
lige them to ſtudy Languages, to be able to 
undeittand them. So that that fort of Lear- 
ning 15 in no fear ct being loſt, fince now, it 


————. 


may be, ſome Hundreds may be excited to 
ir, which otherwiſe had never choughc 
on it. 

But I cannot imagine, why a man may 
not be Maſter of as much Sence, though he 
underſtand never a word of Latin, as if he 
were pertec in the darkeſt places of Perſius ; 
nor if his Sence can be thus improv'd, can he 
come under the Contempt of [{teraze ? But 
to ſatisfie theſe Sparks, that arc tor the keep- 
ing the World in Ignorance, let them not 
be fo uneaſie, for, I dare engage, there will . 
ſtill be Fools, and Blockheads enough tor 
them, that will nct make uſe of chis Advan- 
tage. 

Some of the Roman Pedants found the 
ſame fault with Cicero's Deſign in tranſlating 
the Philoſophy of the Greezans into Latin, for 
tear it ſhould make Learning, or at leaſt ics 
Profeſſors, too cheap. But, as that did not 
deterr him from proſecuting his Underta- 
king, {o this cannot be ſuppoled to weigh at 
all with the preſent Athentan Society. 
who have undertaken a Province of more 
general Good, and carried it on wich no leſs 
Force, and Wit. 

Here I muſt not forget that Great, and 
Univerſal Good this Deſign aftords to any 
Troubles of Mind, #» removing (to uſe the 
words of the firſt Mercury) thoſe Difficulties, 
and Di/atisfattions, that ſhame, or fear of appea- 
ring ridiculous by asking in, may cauſe

n without mg their Informer ; and (1 
may add, without being known themſelves. 
And that theſe mighc be wholly fatis- 
fied, the ſame Mercury ſays farther, thus —— 
And if at any time, the AN[Wer « not {o ſatufa- 
Hory as they could wiſh, let them, as direed by 
the Advertiſement, mention im what particu- 
lar, and they ſhall bave a fuller ſatufattion in the 
next Paper. | 

To enlarge upon this would be ſuperfluous, 
ſince every man,that is affeRed with any ſuch 
Trouble will find, how much Eaſe, Advice 
will afford him, eſpecially when he can have 
it without diſcovering himlelf to be grieved. 
It muſt ſtop many a deſperate Hand, which 
unnaturally elle might attempt upon the 
Breaſt, fooliſhly imagining, that an end of 
this Life would put a Period to their Sor- 
rows, when it only adds an infinite Encreaſe 
to them. Methinks there is ſomething di- 
vincely myſterious .in this, that I can conſult 
ſo many able Heads, on my private Diſtra- 
tions, and yet that they ſhould ſtill remain 
a Secret. Nay, they who propoſe theſe Que- 
{tions are not the only that receive the Be- 
nefit of the Anſwer, fince that nay ſerve tor 
many at the fame time, under the ſame Exi- 
gencics,and even Poſterity that has not yet a 
Being, will be indebted to ic when in the 
like Caſes, which will happen again.

Werel a Pyrhagorean, I ſhould imagine that 
it was a remini{cnce of ſomething like what 
had happened ſome Thoulands of years ago 
in ſome far Country or other, which he had 
oblerved in the tran{migration of his Soul 
through all parts of the World ; and thar, as 
tome things, or words we obſerye, when we 
lee, or hear any remarkable thing, will bring 
the whole to ones Memory, fo thefe concur- 
ring Circumſtances had the? ſame effect upon 
him ; but fince we cannot find, that there 
ever has been any {uch Deſign ſet a foot in 
any Nation, or Age, I muſt quic my Pyrhage- 
ric Fancy, to come to a nearer Ghefs.

yet this was firſt thought on by the acciden- 
tal Obſervation of the different. Sounds a 
Hammer made upon, an Anvil. Gunpow- 
der, ſo wonderful in its ette&, and power, 

and now of fo univerſal uſe in Martial Ar- 
fairs, was found out by an Accident, which 
is fo well known, that I need not mention it. 
The Art of Memory owes its Birth to a fara! 
Accident ; and it was neceſſary that the 
Banquetting-houſe of Scopa ſhould fall down, 
and kill all the Gueſts, that Simonides tron: 
thence might obſerve the Order, and Method 
of the Arr of Memory. $0 it was neceſſary 
thac Mr. Dunton ſhould have received an 
Injury, that the World might be obliged with 
2 Deſtgn of as great a value. All the ſtudy 
of that great Maſter in the Mathematics .-- 
chimedes, could not reſclve that Curiofiry 
which Hwro King of Sjracuſa propoled to 
him : Nor could he imagine how to find 
how much Gold, the Goldſmith had ſtole, 
without deſtroying the Work, ro know by 
ocular demonſtration, til! going by chance 
into a full Bath, the Water'zan over tlie brin: 
25 his Body entered, this Accident brougt:r 
the Solution into his Head, full of which, tv 
ran from thence, naked as hs was, to put his 
Thought into execution, crying out aloud all

I have heard ſome of 
the Wou'd be-Wirs objett againſt this Deſign, 
mcerly becauſe invented by a Bookseller ; 
hut that is fo fooliſh a Flaw to find in it, thac 
' it dilcoveredtheir Ignorance, as well, as Par- 
tiality z for firlt, ſeveral noble Inventions have 
Had more unlikely Authors z to inſtance on- 
l; in that of Printing, deſigned by a Soldier, 
(though a certain Writer has dubb'd him a 
&night from a Trooper, ( Eques being an 
en11vocal word) than one that deals in 
Wit and Learning, and may well be ſuppo- 
{:4 to converſe with many of thole Authors 
<#i2 fells. And next, the Learned know, 
that Scaliger was a Bookleller, and Stepba- 
as a Printer, 

Having thus let the World know to whom 
it is cbliged for this Advantageous Project, 
tis bat Juſtice chat it give him that Encou- 
ragement, the uſefulnels of his Deſign de- 
ſervcs, and not buoy up the Ungenerous, 
and Unjuſt Attempts of any Interlopers,who 
wanting Wit to invent any thing of equal 
worth, meanly Uſurp upon the Right of ano- 
ther, and aim to live upon that Crop which 
was manured by his Induſtry, and Charge. 
Every conſidering man, muſt needs think, 
that it coſt him not a little to eſtabliſh it, 
an bring it tothe knowledge of the World, 
and theretore he ought, in Reaſon, to reap 
the Profit of ic. If the little Inventor of any 
{1141 Mechanic Initrument, for the public 
utc, have lo far a Propriety In it, as to de- 
lerve that Royal Security,a Patent, that none 
{hall enjoy the Advantage of his Induſtry 
tor above Fourteen years, till his Labour be 
in ſome meaſure rewarded: With much 
higher reaſon ought the Inventor, or Defign- 
er of this Noble Inf itution, which contributes, 
as I have made appear, to all manner ot 
Knowledge, and the general Benetit of all 
Mankind, ſince none are fo Great, or fo In- 
terior, but may make uſe of his Diſcuvery.

"Tis no {mall difficulty to determine which 
was the greateſt Wonder, the Boldneſs ot 
the Undertaking, or the Ability he has ſhewn 
in ſuch unripe years in the Performance. 
Hercules his deſtroying the Serpents in the 
Cradle, has found Work for the Poets a great 
many Ape:. But he has done more than all 
che Herenlean Labours, at an Age when the 
reſt of Mankind are but ripening ; for, the 
mighty Sence he writes, will not let me 
doubt, but that he foreſaw what infinite 
Hydrs's ke was to cogage with: But he has 
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perſued it to a Miracle, ſhewing the Scho- 
lar without the Pedan!, the Philoſopher 
without the ſtiff, and oblcura Expreſſions, 
and ſuperfluous Repetitions of the School, 
but every thing he wric in the firſt Mer- 
cury, had a plealing genteel Air, and neat 
Turn through every line, and dilcover'd pro- 
{11111 Reaſon could be lodg'd in a youth- 
111! Head, and that it met there with a Sofc- 
:12/,, that did not obſcure irs great, and fe- 
vers Ideas. This his Boldnels, Learning, 
nd Ingenuity, ought to endear him to eve- 
1y man, that pretends to value Excellence. 
And though 1 confeſs my ſelf the moſt un- 
worthy ot his Converlation, yet I muſt af- 
{ume the Vanity to boaſt, that no mancan 
value his Acquaintance, and Friendſhip 
more, though I have not yet the Honour 
to know him, having never had but once, 
and then only, a tranſient ſight of him. 

L am ſure, nothing but his Modeſty, or 
the Envy of ſome impotent Afpirers to 
th: Names of Authors, will ſay, that what 
| have here advanc'd about him, has any re- 
lin of Flattery ; fince I have the Judg- 
ment of more than one of the preateſt 
Scholars of the Age, to juſtifie my Senti- 
ments ; but I will not foreſtal what I be- 
lieve they themfelves may ſome time, or 
other communicate to the World. : 

I ſhall concude this Firſt part of my Hi- 
ſtory with the Reaſgns, why they aflumed 
the Tide of Athenian, for even that has 
faln under the mercileſs Phangs ofthe Wou'd- 
be-Critics. If they had taken the Name of 
Lacedemonian, indeed it would have looked 
ſomething odd, and as it it were done in 
ſpite of Learning, to borrow a Title from 
that place , which ſcarce ever afforded a 
Philolopher , or any Man of Learning ; 
but the Athenians were the moſt curious, 
and inquiſitive People of Antiquity, as that 
Verſz I have before quoted out of the As, 
demonſtrates, which I thali add here to the 
two foregoing Verſes of the ſame Chapter, 
wv. 19. And they tork bim, (viz. St. Pan! ) and 
brought him into Mars ſtreet, ſaying, May we 
nit know what the N EW Dottrme, where- 
of thou ſpeckeſt, x. Ver. 20, For thou bringe/t 
certain STRANGE things to our Ears; we 
would know , therefore, what theſe things mean. 
Ver. 21, For all the Athentans and Strangers 
that dwels there, gave themſelves to nothin 
elſe, but either to tell or to bear News, 
{ or rather new thi ] This, as it gave OC- 
caſion to the firſt riſe of the Deſign, {o it is 
enough to juſtifie the Title that was choſe 
for it, becauſs the Buſineſs, and end of it 
is to anſwer the Niceties, and curious En- 
quiries into Arts ana Sciences, 

All that know any thing of Hiſtory, or 
have read any of the old Authors, muſt 
be ſenſible, that Athens was in that venera- 
tion with Antiquity, that ic was the only 
place of Study in thoſe days, and from thence 
was all Exrope Civiliz'd, and taught Arts, and 
Sciences, Cicero, in the Introdution to his 
Offices, which he writes to his Son, at that 
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ums hearing Philoſophy there, that he had 
the advantage of no. only having Cratippm 
tor his Maſter, but even in Athens itlelf, 
as it the place added to the facility of his 
Learning, and he adds the reaſon of it, 
becaulethe Examples of fo many wiſe men, 
that had flouriſhed in that City, could no. 
but ſtir him up to Emulation ; for, there 
Socrates , Plato, Ariſtotle, and all the great 
Philoſophers, learned, and taught ; there 
were the Schools of every Se, and (caics 
any (I might ſay none) that were received 
into the number of the Wiſe, and Learned, 
that were not beholden for their Education 


to Athens : Thicher Anacharſis came from 


Scjthia, and was fo taken with the Laws, 
as well as Wiſdom of the Athenians, that 
endeayouring to introduce both into his own 
Country , he was killed by his Brother, and 
King : There Demoſthenes liv'd, and flouriſh'd 

in Oratory, and Sophocles, and Euripides in 
Tragedy : "There lived Eupolis, Ceratinus, r:- 
{fophanes, ( though the lalt was born in 
Rhodes, yet he lived there, and excelled in 
their DialeR) and Menander, all Comic Poets. 
Demoſthenes was ſo great an Orator, that he 
excelled not only all the Grec:ans, but put 
in for the Palm of Fame with Tuly him- 
fel, and if he carry it not trom him, yet 
holds the Balance i» «quz/:brio, The Va- 
luc the Government of 4:bens put upon the 
[carned in all Sciences, afforded 3 Encourage- 
ment to the Ingenious, to improve them. 
Both Comedy and Tragedy owe their Birth 
to Athens; and indeed, the Dramatic was 
more in eſteem there than Epic Poetry, 
being the more immediately uſeful for Man's 
Life, Comedy corre&ting the Vices of it, 
and Tragedy (by Examples more powerful 
than Precepts) ſtirring the Minds of Youth 
up to Heroic ARjions, and keeping Virtue 
in elteem, by ſhewing its Reward, and the 
Puniſhment of Vice: Though *cis faid of 
Sophecles, and Evripides, that one repreſen: 
red the Accidents of Human Life, without 
regard to that Poetic Juſtice, as they too 
otten happen; the other, as t ought to 
have been. The Eſteem theſe Dramatic 
Poets were in, may appear by ewo Inſtan- 
ces, . one of Eupolzs, the other of Euripides : 
Ewupolis having writ Seventeen Comedies at- 


ter the old , With a preat deal ot 
Liberty expoſing the Vices of the People, 


was (lain in a Sea-fight betwixt the Arbens- 
ans, and Lacedemonians. Athens reſented his 
Loſs ſo much, that it made a Law, That 12 
Poet ſhould after that venture himſelf in the War, 
fuch neceſſary Members of the Common- 
wealth, that wiſe State thought them. When 
the Death of * Euripides was 
known at 4thens, (who lome 
ſay was killed by the Dogs of 
Achelauws) there were leveral 
Embaſly's diſpatched to Mace- 
don, to obtain leave to convey 
his Body to his, and their 
own Country, but Ache/aus, would not 
with the Treaſure of his Bones, notwi

Herod:tas, who only retired into the A:veman 
Territories, trom domeſtic Tyranny, where 
the Muſes always found a ſecure Retreat ;;

The laſt four are rather Servants, than 
Members of the Soczety, like the Interpreters 
of Princes, to give a faithful account of ſuch 
Qazries that may be ſent in their ſeveral 
Languages, that the Soczety may come up to 
che juſt Thoughts of the Quzriſts, and alſo 
to give a perfe& Tranſlation of thoſe ſeveral 
pieces of Wit, and Learning, which, I have 
faid, were brought from beyond Sea, to be 
delivered to us in our Mother-rongne : From 
thele the Society can be tully ſatisfied in the 
Idioms, and nicelt parts of each Language, 
which few but the Natives (and of them on- 
ly the Learned) underſtand. So caretul they 
are of giving their own Country the genuine 

2nce, as well as Marrow.of all the ſtranger- 
Authors they make-free of our Tongue. 

The other cight afford ſo ample and ſojuſt 
a Theme of Praiſe, that nothing but my Iy- 
norance of them, can hinder me trom gi- 
ving the World a more particular knowled 
of them : And this confines me much agai 
my Will to the Devine, the Phyſiczas, and 
Mathematician, tho! I ſhall have occaſion, in 
the purſuit of this Diſcourſe, to rouch upon 
the Performances of molt ,ifnot all of the reſt. 

As Divinity is the moſt ſublime, and ſacred 
of Scudies, lo I think my elf obliged to begin 
with the Divine, and am ſatisfied that the 
reft of this Learned SOCtety, will ſublcribe 
to this juſt Preference, I give him, if not tor 
the veneration ol his Character, yet for his 
own proper Merits; lo great is the Rewerence 
of his Perſon, the Profoundnels of his Know- 
ledg, not only in the Holy Scriptures, Coun- 
cils, Fathers, and the reſt, that compoſe thar 
mighty Science of Theology, bur allo in 
every other Art, that comes within the num- 
ber of the Liberal, the moſt barren Subject 
growing fertile, anU divercive, to admiration, 
by the Genial warmth of his 117. How great, 
and apparent are his Zeal and Abilicies in the 
direction of Souls; How extraordinary ,and 
how general is the ſatisfaction. he gives the 
Doubtful, and Troubled in Mind ! how itrong: 
how invincible is the Realon, with which he 
confirms the wavering, and confutes the I)e- 
reſies, and Atheiſts of this Profiigate Age ! 
Then, what can tarther contribure to the 
Progrels, of Picty, and Learning, thanthe 
Manly ſweetneſs of his Style, for whatc'er 
he wrices is /oft without Aﬀettation, and Satze- 
ry, and learned without Pedantry, Yet it all 
thele Vertues were wanting, the affability, 
and agreeablene(s of his Temper, and Con- 


ver/ation, the tender Compaſſion he has for 
the Sufferings, of his fellow-Creatures (above 
the conſideration of which all his ftupendious 
I carning, and Parts, are not able to tran- 
ſport him) both in {piritual, and temporal 
Exigencies, were enough to draw as great a 
Veneration from all, as is lawful co pay 
to Man, Finally, ſince 42:ons are more 
valuable, than Words, his Deeds give a 
nobler, and truer Character of him, chan I 
can prelume, with the inability, and weak- 
neſs of my Per, to draw. All that I ſhall 
therefore add, is, that if it were pothble thac 
any ſuch thing could be, as an UNIVER- 
SAL PRIEST, certainly his Dz:y would be 
to take care of the ſpiritual Good of a! Man- 
k:nd ; and then, I am very certain, that None 
would be more worthy, and me juſt ly quali- 
fed, than HE, who has beio:chand thewn,in 
all his WWritmgs and 44 ns, fo Univerſal a 
Concern, and Zeal tor all, that bear the 
glorious Image,of his MAKER. So ruly apo- 
{tolical are his Inclinations, that all Pam, all 
Labor, all Watchings, and Prayers, tho tor the 
molt inconſiderable of men, are tar more 
delighctul co him than Glory . and Honours to 
the Ambitions, Wealth to tn ec Miler, or Plea- 
lure to the Voluptuous, nay, than the Em- 
braces of his Miltriſs to the faithful, and 
long-ſighing Lover : Bur all theſe fleeting 
Joys, which ſo dazzle, and invite the World, 
are t00 little, too inconfiderable to give a 
juſt Idea of that of His, which makes a near 
approach to thole, zz has not entered into the 
Heart of Man to imagine. It were to be wiſht, 


'that a great many ot the Clergy would have 


him in view, as a ſure direion of their Be- 
haviour, ſince an imitation of his pra&ical 
I'rtues, wovid ſoon remove the Od, too 
great a number ot them lye under, and con- 
tare the prophane Enemies of that SACRED 
BODY, by the moſt prevalent of Argu- 
ments, EXAMPLE. 

All theſe Excellencies were very well 
known to Mr. Dunton, 10 that he could 
not imagine any one mre fit to propole this 
Deſign tirft co, than him, who being not a 
little ſenſible of the Benetic, the generality 
would reap by it, gave him all the Encou- 
ragement in the World, that is, a promiſe of 
hz Afhiſtance, when he had once {ct it on

There are no greater Enemies to Wil- 
dom, and Learning, than wulgar Errors, 
and Superſtition (1 they will admit of a di- 
{tindtion, and are not the ſame) as long as 
the firſt remain, Men go upon a wrong 
Principle, rejecting all that may ſeem to 
opr-2le that, which they have received, and 
iettled within themielves, as TRUTH, by 
[o reverend, and awiul an Authority, as 
Immemorial Tradition, which they look upon, 
as the diligent Obſervations of their Ance- 
!tors, a Name that has alwaies been of too 
great a Veneration with molt Ages, and by 
taat has proved the irreſiſtable Patron of an 
abundance of Abjurdities, eſpecially in Phi- 
l>lophy : And there is nothing more evi- 
dent, than that no man can poſlibly artive 
to any true, and found Knowledge, till 
ſuch falle Guides are remov'd, which led him 
out of his way. IT am confident, where- 
ever the other prevails, there is not much 
likelihood of any conſiderable Progrefs in 
Witdom; tor, 'cis the 34; or rather JAght 
of the Mind, in which the Judgment wan- 
ders after the deceitful glimmerings of an 
I;ns fatuws, or elſe fears, and ſhuns every 
Light of Truth as ſuch, knowing no medium 
beewwixt thele two Extreams. Theſe 1lls are 
indeed infepaiable Companions ; for, vulzar 
Errors alwaigs beget-Superſ?it:on, and Super- 
ſtitzow cannot ſubfilt without ww/gar Errors. 
One is the Tree, the other the Fruit : Vul- 
gar Errors arc the Springs which feed the.

fled, *cis not to bs exp2&ed, that will ceaſe to

This Learned SOCIETY izems to have 
been very ſenſible of this, by the great care 
they have taken, in conluting thoſe erroneous 
Notions, which are commonly received, as _ 
often as they preſented themſelves in any of 
the numerous Quzries that have been ſent 
them : And they have very well obſerv'd, 
that there area great many omitted by the 
ingenious Dr. Brown, which are, in my 
opinion, as neceflary to be remoy'd, as 
zny he has obſervd.

Cares for to morrow. And thole in Adver/i- 
ty, uneaſic under their Sufferings,with a great 
deal of willingne's permit themſelves to be 
flattered by hope of better things, but impa- 
tient in bare Expedation without Certainty, 
they tly to Superſtition for it, which givesthem 
generally an ambiguous, and amuſing Pr-- 
»1/e, and th o' it be as vaiiable as the Oracles 
ot old, they will all, liks Pyrr6us, and Crz- 
as, znterpret it to their own advantage, and 
indeed flatter themſelves, that it fo evidently 
complements their coming Succeſs, it needs 
no Interpretation. That theſe wulgar Error: 
ſhould carry away the Vugar, is not ſo much 
to be wondered, b2cauſe they build their cre- 
dulous Faith upon Hear/ays ; but that the In- 
genious, and Learned ſhould be fo tar miſled, 
who one would think regulate their Opinions 
according to the Rule of Reaſon, is very lur- 
prizing.

* ſtroys his Fluſtice, for Juſtice, in reſpect

Any one that has ever read St. A- 
2in's Confeſions, will eafily perceive (if he be 
ſo happy to be free trom perſonal Expert- 
cence) how a Hz: cloggs the Soul, and proyons 
ics ings, that it may not fly roward its Di- 
vine Creator, by the help of long abdica- 
t2d Virtue. Oh how often did it tugg, and 
pull back S:. 1u?, with a thouland world- 
ly Conſiderations ! How did it lay -open all 
its gilded Baits, and ſtruggle for a long time 
with the poweriul Grace which God ſent to 
his afliltance ! But as there is no corporeal 
Dilcale { if we believe ſome learned men) 
for which Nature has not provided a Cure, 
ſo mu<!1 lefs is there any ſpiritual Malady, 
for which God has not provided an a2ur- 
din; Remedy, which our fpiricual Phyſicians 
(2x: laſt thoſe that value theic Duty, and 
know th2 Obligation of their CharaRter) ap- 
ply to us as our ſeveral Diſtempers require. 
This the Athentan Society have done 
moſt admirably well in this difficult point of 
Habits. Firlt, in diſcovering what a Ha- 
bit is ; and next, that it may be overcome,

the Tide flows ſome fachoms more in ſome 
places than in others, and that conſtantly, 
ind therefore not causd by any accidental 
Wind driving in upon that Shore ? But 
there remains, as great a difhculty as to che 
cauſe of the ſeven times flowing of the Eur:- 
tus in a day. Laſtly, if there be ſuch a de- 
{cent in the motion of the Earth, as to make 
the Warers fall down to the brim, as I may 
call ic, then by the ſame Rule, they would 
fall! out when that part of the Globe came, 
to be perpendicular downward ; for, ifthere 
be a de\cent, there muſt be a loweſt part of 
that deſcent, and then what I have urg'd 
would infallibly follow. "Twould beendleſs 
to run through all the Abſucdities of this laſt, 
as well as thole of the other opinions I have 
related, which might well follow, when they 
never conſidered all the Conlequences of the 
Doetrin they advanc'd. The Society, in
